The business sessions 
were marked by absolute harmony, thirty-nine of the forty-one chapters 
were represented and fully two hundred and fifty loyal Ddces from all 
parts of the land were present A leading feature of the Convention's work 
was the granting of a charter to the petitioners at the University of Wis- 
consin. This new chapter will be known as Rho Delta. 

The opening feature of the Convention was the smoker at Sigma's 
chapter house Wednesday evening, November 14. A special train bore 
the delegates from Springfield to Amherst early in the evening and spe- 
cial electrics bore them from the station to Sigma^s homelike and attractive 
headquarters on the hill where they found such a Deke welcome awaiting 
them as made the hours pass all too quickly.

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THE SIXTIETH CONVENTION. 

The Sixtieth Annual Convention of Delta Kappa Epsilon was held at 
Springfield, Mass., November 14, 15 and 16, 1906, with Sigma at Amherst 
and Epsilon at Williams as the hosts of the occasion.

Pickett, of Chicago, Delta Delta and Beta Phi, '83, big and breezy with the 
spirit of the West, was here and there among the boys, making ready the 
ways for the launching of the new chapter at Wisconsin, as he had done 
two years earlier in behalf of Delta Pi. Prof. H. De F. Smith, Theta, 
'91, was present on behalf of the Amherst Faculty to assure all inquirers 
that Sigma was at the front in all things good at Amherst. Nobody 
seemed to have any trouble in getting acquainted with the next fellow, and 
as the smoke grew thicker the songs became louder and jollity and fellow- 
ship ceigned supreme. Once a good part of the boys, for the sake of get- 
ting the smoke out of their eyes and lungs, went out on the lawn, and, 
in the darkness under the big trees, had a walk-around, followed by the 
Mystic Circle. Over one hundred participated in this. About 1 1 o'clock 
all marched down the hill to the waiting electrics and with cheers for 
Sigma proceeded to the station and to Springfield. 
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In Springfield the headquarters of the Convention were at Cooley's 
Hotel and here most of the delegates were quartered. Thursday morning 
found everybody ready for the business sessions. The meeting room was 
on the first floor, just oflF the lobby, and appropriately enough was guarded 
by a large marble lion on a lofty pedestal. The room was prettily draped 
with streamers of crimson, old gold and light blue, and across one end 
was hung an immense D K E banner. Many were on hand Thursday 
morning who had not arrived in time for the smoker. Among them were 
Secretary David B. Simpson, of the Council ; Dr. A. N. Brockway, Tau, 
'57, the Catalogue Editor ; Henry R. Danner, Phi Chi, '92, of the Council 
and others well known in the Fraternity. 

At about 10.30 the first business session was called to order by Secre- 
tary Simpson of the Council and J. F. X. Jones, of Delta Kappa, was chosen 
as Temporary Chairman. This tribute to the Pennsylvania chapter was in 
recognition of the fact that its charter had been granted at the last Con- 
vention held in Springfield, that of 1899. Campbell, of Omicron; King, 
of Mu, and Dunn, of Xi, were named as a Committee on Credentials and 
soon reported that thirty-eight of the forty-one chapters were represented. 
Eta, Theta Zeta and Phi Epsilon being the missing ones. A little later 
Brother Thayer arrived as the delegate from Phi Epsilon, giving a total 
representation of thirty-nine chapters, most of them with delegations pres- 
ent ranging in size from three or four to a dozen or more. Spence, of Gam- 
ma Beta ; Sweet, of Phi Gamma, and Matthews, of Delta Pi, were named 
as a Committee on Permanent Organization and reported the following list 
of officers, which was unanimously accepted : President, F. H. Philbrick, of 
Delta Chi ; First Vice-President, M. C. Pincoffs, of Delta Delta ; Second 
Vice-President, W. J. Griffiin, of Sigma Tau; Secretaries, F. H. Mont- 
gomery, of Chi, and C. P. Slocum, of Sigma. President Philbrick ap- 
pointed a committee on the place of the next Convention, with Campbell, 
of Omicron, as Chairman ; a Committee on Resolutions, with Robinson, of 
Theta, as Chairman, and a Committee on Obituaries, with Grant, of Iota, 
as Chairman. 

Nothing more than organization was accomplished at the forenoon 
session, and at noon the delegates took up the line of march for the steps 
of the beautiful new Central High School building on State Street, where 
the Convention photograph was taken. A damp snow was falling, but 
this did not prevent the picture from being a success. The injunction to 
"look pleasant" was rendered unnecessary by the cheerful comments of a 
gang of urchins who assembled near the steps to watch and direct proceed- 
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ings. The picture appears in this Quarteri^y and speaks for itself of 
the splendid body of young Dekes who made up the Convention. 

The session of Thursday afternoon was packed full of business which 
was disposed of in a business-like fashion. The message of the Council 
to the chapters was taken up section by section and its recommendations 
acted upon. A new edition of the Song Book was authorized and if any 
chapter has new songs it wishes included they should be forwarded to the 
Council at once. The report of the Fraternity's sound financial condition 
brought out applause, and good progress was reported by the chapters 
on their membership lists for use when a new Catalogue is issued. Natur- 
ally the most interest centered in the petition of the local society of Rho 
Delta Phi at the University of Wisconsin as a chapter of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, since this matter had come up at an earlier convention and the 
Council and neighboring chapters had been making a thorough investiga- 
tion. The application was granted, the new chapter to be known as Rho 
Delta. William A. McQuaid, Phi, '89, President of the Coimdl, and 
Prof. E. A. Gilmore, Psi Phi, '93, of the Wisconsin Faculty, spoke 
briefly of the University and the petitioners, and then the latter was sent 
to bring in the four representatives of the petitioners — Giesse, Flote, Mc- 
Conochie and Baldwin — ^who had come to Springfield. And what a 
tumultuous welcome they were given ! Pandemonium reigned in the hall 
as Dr. Brockway, a Deke for over 50 years, led the cheering for the new 
chapter. The four Wisconsin men were a happy quartette and their 
bearing and well-chosen words of gratitude and appreciation were con- 
vincing proof that no mistake had been made. 

The feature of Thursday evening was a theater party at Poli's and 
about two hundred of the boys had seats together in the center of the 
house. The program was vaudeville and it is needless to say that the 
Dekes furnished a good share of the entertainment In fact, they lacked 
but little of contributing a continuous performance, though occasionally 
they ceased their songs, che«rs and "jollying" long enough to give some- 
body on the stage a show. Nearly all the performers not only made 
the most of the occasion, but joined heartily in its spirit. The colored 
monolog^st was the exception. He gave up in despair and fled for the 
wings. A fair soloist who came out white and trembling, in fear of the 
reception she might receive, was a little later responding in radiant hap- 
piness to repeated encores with "Idaho," "Holding Hands," etc., with 
the boys roaring the chorus. The hit of the evening was made by the 
closing feature, the Fadette woman's orchestra, and the supply of 
chrysanthemums was all too small when the boys attempted to express 
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their appreciation. After the theater there were lively times at Cooley's, 
but the hotel managed to retain its roof and no casualties were reported. 
There was a narrow escape, however, when one delegate fell into the hotel 
fountain in his attempts to capture a goldfish. 

The closing business session of the Convention was held Friday fore- 
noon, and it lasted but little over an hour. 

Among other business transacted, it was decided to hold the next 
Convention at Louisville, Ky., under the auspices of the Gamma, Psi, 
Chi and Iota Chapters. 

One feature of this closing session was the talk of "Judge" Pickett 
regarding Delta Pi and the splendid manner in which it has made good 
in the two years since it was established. In concluding he produced 
a large water-color picture of Delta Pi's new house, neatly framed, which 
he presented to the Council for its rooms in New York. The reports 
of the Committee on Obituaries and Resolutions were read. At 12.15 
the last bit of business was transacted and the Sixtieth Convention ad- 
journed with the Mystic Circle. 

At 2.30 Friday afternoon the carriages called at Cooley's, a score or 
more of them, to give the delegates the promised drive about Springfield. 
The storm of snow and sleet which had raged Thursday night and Fri- 
day morning had ceased and it had cleared oflF cold. The route of the 
ride included the beautiful residential streets of the city, the armory, the 
extensive Forest Park and back by the drive along the river. It was 
rather too chilly for comfort, especially for the southern delegates who, 
however, joined heartily in the opinion that Springfield must be a most 
charming city in the good old summer time. At 4 the drive concluded 
at the Highland House, where there was a welcome warm enough to make 
all forget the cold outside, and where a lunch was enjoyfed. A pleasant 
incident of this afternoon was the dinner given at his beautiful home on 
Forest Park avenue by James L. Doherty, Theta, '89, to the dozen Bow- 
doin Dekes who were attending the Conventjon. 

The climax and conclusion of the Convention came with the banquet 
Friday evening at Cooley's. There were two hundred and twenty-five 
at the tables and from 8.30 until past midnight the big dining-room was 
the center of the solar system. Dainty D K E banners were before each 
plate and also souvenir ash trays bearing the Fraternity coat of arms. 
The excellent banquet was served with exceptional promptness, though 
there seemed no lack of time between mouthfuls and between courses 
for the cheering and singing which make ^D K E Convention banquet an 
occasion never to be forgotten. During the evening telegrams of greeting 
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were received from the Phi Ganuna Chapter and also — mirabUe dictu — 
from Ae Beta Beta Chapter of Psi Upsilon at Trinity, and both were 
answered by President Philbrick of the Convention. By lo o'clock the 
last course was served and Toastmaster Col. John J. McCook, Lambda, 
'66, a man whose very appearance is more eloquent than the words of 
most men, arose to open the post-prandial exercises. Colonel McCook 
began with words of congratulation on the success and harmony of the 
Sixtieth Convention, followed by an expression of appreciation to Sigma 
and Epsilon chapters for their efforts. At his suggestion and under hts 
leadership a vote of thanks was given these two chapters. He then 
indulged briefly in reminiscences of the Convention at Ann Arbor, 
forty years ago, of which he was President. In conclusion he proposed 
the health of President Theodore Roosevelt, Alpha, '80, which was dnmk 
standing, amid the greatest enthusiasm. There was an even greater 
demonstration a moment later when he mentioned Robert E. Peary, 
Theta, '77, "Now returning from the frozen North where he has carried 
Old Glory and the colors of Delta Kappa Epsilon nearer the Pok than 
ever mortal man trod before.'' Then under the leadership of Cokmel 
McCook a cheer was given for Peary, and Colonel McCodc promised to 
give him personally the greetings and congratulations of the Conven- 
tion as soon as he reached New York. 

The first speaker to be introduced was Professor C. S. Mzxcy, Bpti' 
Ion, '87, of the Williams Faculty. Professor Maxcy is the too of a 
charter member of Upsilon. Said he in the opening : ''It is a well-known 
principle of debating that the weak argument should be presented first, 
and as I am the first speaker on the list you may draw your own coocli^ 
sion.^' This, it need hardly be said, was wholly unfair to himself, for 
he proved one of the brightest speakers of the evening. The subject 
given him was "Camaraderie'' and his enlargement of this, showiflf^ the 
derivation and real significance of the word, was rich with the spirit of 
D K B. 

The second speaker was Melvil Dewey, Sigma, '74, President of the 
American Library Institute. He said in part: ''It is just thirty-^tx y€Sif§ 
since I was first in Springfield. I was there on my way to Amherst and 
to Sigma for the first time. I am very glad to be here at this time to 
meet and greet this gathering. I have just been down in Maine wbefe 
I had the pleasure of visiting the beautiful chapter house of Theta at 
Bowdoin. On my way here I came through Boston, the city of culture 
and pure English, and there I observed on the streets various signs 
somewhat out of the ordinary. One was 'Underwear for sale dieap as 
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one of the partners is about to retire/ Another announced Tants 
pressed while you wait/ and in the Boston Public Library there was the 
startling legend, 'Only low conversation permitted here/ I am proud to 
be a member of Delta Kappa Epsilon and I wish to impress upon you a 
realization of what a privilege it is to belong to this great Fraternity. 
It includes only the picked men of the picked colleges and universities of 
America. Only a relatively few men are college men, few of these go 
to colleges where D K E is established, and in these colleges only a care- 
fully selected handful is taken in to membership. This all means that 
the member of D K E has high responsibilities. He should be an idealist, 
and by thfs I do not mean a visionary dreamer, but a man with an idea. 
He should be an optimist, looking always for the best in life. He should 
be progressive, always helping on a good movement. Good fellowship 
is a great thing, but our Fraternity stands for more than that and its 
standard must always be kept high. There is an Arab proverb which 
divides mankind into four classes, those who do not know and know not 
tbat they do not know, those who do not know and know that they do 
not know, those who know and know not that they know, and those 
who know and know that they know. The latter class is the one for 
the w( lid to follow and to it the true Deke should belong." 

The next speaker on the program was ex-Congressman Samuel L. 
Powers, of Massachusetts, Pi, '74, who was unable to be present, and as 
Colonel McCook spoke his name the dozen sons of Dartmouth present 
sprang to their feet with a lusty cheer for "Sam Powers." The toast- 
master called for E. K. Hall, of Boston, Pi, '92, to speak in his place, 
but Brother Hall was also absent, though the Pi delegation gave a yell 
ior him that could have been heard a mile. Burgess Johnson, of New 
York, Sigma, '99, was then introduced and after a good story or two 
read a Deke poem after the style of "Mandelay." The President of the 
Convention, Brother Philbrick, of Delta Chi, was then presented and 
spoke briefly of the success of the Convention and of the high standard 
of manhood typified in Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

W. A. McQuaid, of New York, Phi, '89, President of the Council, 
responded briefly for the central governing body of the Fraternity. 

William H. Hollister, of Troy, N. Y., Epsilon, '70— "Uncle Bill," as 
the Williams boys called him with their cheer — responded to "D K B 
North and South." He complained that Colonel McCook had stolen 
most of his thunder in a tribute to Peary earlier in the evening, so he 
sunpiy referred to Peary as the northern limit oi D K E and devoted 
himself mainly to the southern chapters and the southern Dekes, praising 
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eloquently their lo\'alty to the Fratemitv is die dark days cf the Chrti 
War. A few speakers not oo tbe printed list were ncact cal!e-i nr^ro and 
all proved equal to the occasion. L. A. Etohcrty. Phi, *c?7, tbe leaier cf 
the del^;ation from Yale and a jHTDtninent tgare in the Coovectfoc's 
proceedings, spoke in behalf of the Mother Chapter. Rer. F. T. ^3:>'ttt:, 
Mu, '94, of the Faculty of the U mi ei sit> of Wlscocsin, spirke of tbe 
institution where the Convention had voted to pLaoe a new Charter, 
announcing, on behalf of the CounciL that the n^nx of the new charcer 
would be Rho Delta. The last speaker was C. C. Pickett, cf CbSd^x 
Delta Delta and Beta Phi, "Sj, and his ringing spe e ch ^ £Ijed wErh the 
true Deke spirit, was a fittix^ ending to the exercises^ Brother Pk^ect has 
been a prominent figure in many Conventacns and few nxn are so we£i 
versed in D K E history as he is. He dw^ upcn the need of care co die 
part of each chapter in prescrvii^ all records and histcrical artSdcs arad 
dociunents. In speakii^ of the matter of expenaco be expressed the 
opinion that no more new charters should be granred icr years to oqok; 
but he hoped to see the <dd chapter at Priocctoa l e iii e d . 

It was a little past midnigfat when the speaking was coodixfed and 
the Sixtieth Convention had come to an end. Then in dose crier. c«jd 
and young together, every non waving the nnmature D K E flag in ooe 
hand and with his other ca the dioclder of the nan ahead cf HrTi. tiie 
two hundred and more jolly Dekes formed in sng^ file and narchcd to 
the big lobby below, slicing the **Phi Marching Scog"* whkh bad been 
the favorite diroughout the Conventicn. In azx! oct ani in asd oat 
again, around the fountain and t hr ough the kbby. the kng line wccxnd 
its way roaring out one song after another and then begrcrfrig over again. 
It was a pretty and in sp irin g s%ht to lOck down upon f rocc the stairway 
and was typical of die harmony and goodfeUcwship cf the wtrzht rrry 
spent together in SpringfiekL There have been larger cctrrerrtS-.cs. and 
conventions with more imposing social f unctaotis than were zittadse^ to 
diis one, but few where all had a better time or became

THE INSTALLATION OF RHO DELTA. 

On Saturday, December 22, 1906, the Rho Delta Chapter of Delta 
Kappa Epsilon, chartered by the Sixtieth Convention, was installed in 
the University of Wisconsin at Madison, Wisconsin. Brother Harry R. 
Danner, Phi Chi, '91, acting for the Council, gave the sanction for the 
initiation of the men that were to form the new chapter, and after the 
initiation committed to their keeping the charter that constituted them the 
Rho Delta Chapter oi D K B. A good representation of active and 
alumni members of the Fraternity were present, and the initiation cere- 
monies were not only successful as regards the inculcation of a spirit of 
loyalty and devotion in the initiates, but also as a gathering of Dekes 
from many chapters. 

The initiation begun on Tuesday night preceding December 22, 1906, 
when at a conclave of the Madison Dekes and the early arrivals among the 
visitors, the candidates were entered upon a period of probation lasting 
until the formal initiation Saturday night. This period was passed under 
the more direct supervision of Brother Pickett, of Delta Delta; Brother 
Crawford, of Psi; Brother Woodward, of Omicron, and Brothers Swift 
and Jones, of Delta Delta. Other Dekes from out of Madison began to 
arrive Friday night, and when the ceremonies commenced Satur- 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock there were over thirty Dekes "present and 
participating." For the initiation a large three-story building on John- 
son Street, used as a dancing academy and banquet hall, had been secured, 
and proved to be very well adapted indeed for the purpose. A number 
of the older Dekes present had assisted in the installation of the Delta 
Delta and Delta Pi chapters, and with the assistance of lively delegations 
of undergraduates from the chapters at Michigan, Cornell, Chicago, 
Illinois, and Minnesota, a very representative and complete initiation was 
carried out. The three floors and basement of the building, with several 
large rooms, numerous corridors, cellars, etc., permitted the arrangement 
of a series of impressive and well-planned scenes ; and the ample space at 
hand made possible an orderly and expeditious progression in the cere- 
monies. In planning the initiation the rituals now in use by the Mu and 
Delta Pi chapters were followed in large measure. A large hall on the 
second floor of the building was arranged as the chapter hall and deco- 
rated with the Fraternity insignia. Here the final ceremonies of the 
initiation were held. Brother Daniel P. Trude, Pi and Delta Delta, '01, 
marshalled the candidates ; Brother Harold H. Swift, of Delta Delta, and 
Brother Harry S. Hammond, of Omicron, performed the duties of the 
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Beta and Rho; and Brother Danner for the Council admitted the candi- 
dates to the mysteries oi D K E and gave the charge of the Council and 
the Fraternity to the new chapter. The use of some of the beautiful 
music of the Fraternity was a particularly effective element in the 
initiation. The chorus of the new chapter showed to good advantage 
the effect of the painstaking work of the men and of their mentors 
during the probation. The Mystic Circle, with forty-seven Dekes in 
the bonds, brought the ceremonies at the hall to a close. The crowd 
formed in line and to the swing of the **Phi Marching Song" took 
the way to Keeley's, where at eleven the installation banquet was 
served. 

After the brothers had to some extent repaired the ravages of 
their arduous labors at the initiation, the floodgates of eloquence and 
song were opened. Brother M. S. Slaughter, Psi Phi, '83, had the 
task, usually difficult, of singing the Toastmaster's siren song. Brother 
Tnide's "favorite prescription" had, however, inspired numerous ora- 
tors, and when along in the small hours of Sunday morning the last 
song was sung and the Mystic Circle again formed the Toastmaster's 
list was unexhausted. In fact, every Deke present had a message of 
confidence and good wishes to deliver to the baby chapter, but the 
exigencies of time permitted Brother Slaughter to lure only the fol- 
lowing to fame: Brother Danner, of Phi Chi, who spoke for the 
Council; Brother Pickett, of Deha Delta, who spoke for the Fraternity 
in general ; Brother Griffin, of Theta Chi, '59, who spoke for the Dekes 
in Wisconsin; Brother Vaughn, of Delta Delta, who spoke for the 
Northwestern Alumni Asociation; Brother Gil more, of Psi Phi, v/ho 
spoke for the Madison Dekes; and Brother Jennison, of Omicron; 
Brother Baird, of Delta Chi ; Brother Jones, of Delta E>elu ; Brother 
Blackburn, of Phi Epsilon; Brother Anderson, of Delta Pi. and 
Brother McConochie, of Rho Delta, who spoke for their re%;/^:ctiv*: 
chapters. 

Many of the visitii^ Dekes remained in Madison until Stinday aft^-- 
noon. The house of the local chapter was the gathering place during 
the morning, and in the afternoon the visitors were tak^^n for a drive 
around the campus and the city. They were all very much pleavrd « ith 
the University and its surroondings and with the evident zfi^ys-JJif/n of 
collie Goaditions at Wisconsin to the best kind of Fraternity life.

"It is the wholesome product of a commonwealth of three millions 
of people; sane, democratic, industrial and progressive; with ideals, and 
unafraid of ideas. It responds to every need of humanity; it knits to- 
gether the professions and labor; it makes the fine arts and the anvil 
one. There are many of the State universities that have much or all of 
this ; but to this must be added the natural endowment of the University 
of Wisconsin — its location is sublime." 

SoMK Facts as to the Movement. 

The movement, culminating in the founding of Rho Delta Phi, the 
local society of the petitioners, began in the latter part of November, 1904, 
when three men, drawn together by friendship and common ideals, deter- 
mined to establish a local fraternity upon lines and ideals which would 
be in accord with the history of Delta Kappa Epsilon and which would 
give them a right to petition for a charter from that Fraternity. With 
this object in view the resident alumni of Delta Kappa Epsilon were ap- 
proached with the proposition that they assist in getting together a band 
of men worthy of the honor of becoming a chapter of Delta Kappa Ep- 
silon. These alumni expressed themselves as favorable to the idea, and 
under their general supervision the group was gradually enlarged until it 
includes the present members. 

Some of these men had received invitations from the fraternities es- 
tablished here, but refused them, believing in the superiority of Delta 
Kappa Epsilon and hoping that the Fraternity would be willing to estab- 
lish a chapter at Wisconsin. Nothing was done hastily, and every man 
added to the little band was measured by high ideals of fellowship, char- 
acter, scholarship, and general ability, which, with the counsel and ap- 
proval of your alumni, had been adopted for the guidance of our 
Fraternity. 

By a constitutional provision only those students are eligible for mem- 
bership who are candidates for a bachelor's degree in Arts, Letters, (w 
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Science. This excludes all possilnlity of adnuttn^ stndents pmsiiiijg the 
shorter courses in Law, Pbarmacy, Music, Agricuhme, etc^ wtncfa do 
not require a four years' attendance for giadnatioo. 

The local society entered the inter-fratemitj hasehaT! and b omlia g 
leagues upon the unanimous inritatioo of die ocfacr fraternities at Wis- 
consin, and in Pan-Hellenic affairs in general who accorded ihe same rep- 
resentation as the chapters of national fraternities established there. 

Rho Delta Phi occupied the poatioo of a stroi^ local frateruiii for 
two years, being self-supporting, free from debt, and saooeasfcThr oooi- 
peting with the national fraternities represented at WisconsiD. 

From its inception it was determined to hecomr a fhaf i tn of Defta 
Kappa Epsilon. Every endeavor was made to secure ODh- sacfa mea 
as were worthy of this honor. Its members stood wcfl to the fcrc is the 
athletic and literary activities of the UmvcrsitT, and fa^ in 
of student endeavor. 

The society occupied a diaptcr house where its Himnit^y Hrcd 
carried on a genuine and enthusiastic fratcnntr life

NU'S SEMI-CENTENNIAL DINNER. 

The fact that the College of the City of New York has no dormitory 
system and that all the students live at home during the college course 
has had its effect in rendering the spirit of the D K B's of Nu particularly 
loyal. The chapter, with its meetings and the social life in its rooms, 
has represented practically all that its members have known of college 
life outside of the class-room. That which differentiates life in college 
from life at home, the intensely formative influence of man on man, 
mind on mind, character on character, the intimacy, the friendship, the 
criticism, the helpfulness, the fun — ^all that makes the very atmosphere 
of the daily life of the average undergraduate — the Nu man gets prac- 
tically only in his chapter life. Hence the bond of brotherhood is pecu- 
liarly tender and strong, and its memories are, even more than with men 
of other chapters, grateful and enduring. 

Add to this the fact that comparatively few of the graduates have 
moved away from the chapter's abiding place, so that the alumni body 
of the chapter has remained rather more compact than in any other 
college town, and one may anticipate for Nu a strong alumni body, loyal 
not only to the traditons of the chapter, but peculiarly sensitive and re- 
sponsive to all calls upon the Fraternity and its alumni in general. 

Nu has been favored, too, in having several family groups that have 
held a sort of hereditary faith to the Fraternity. There have been two 
Crawford brothers, three Williams brothers, three Kenyon brothers, three 
Burchard brothers, with the second generation represented in D K E 
at Cornell and "Dickey" (the nearest he could get to it) at Harvard, 
three Pedersen, two Lamson, two Mestre and two Thomell brothers, a 
Fowler father and son, etc. Where Nu men, realizing what they missed 
by not residing at college, have sent their sons away, the Nu spirit has 
landed the sons in the father's fraternity. There's a McGuckin to-day 
in Epsilon, a Budd in Alpha Chi, and three Spences in Gamma Beta, 
whose fathers learned the faith in Nu. 

Nu's sons have rendered faithful service to the fraternity at large. 
It was a son of Nu, (Williams,) who originated and planned and first 
presided over the Council, originated and first edited the Quarterly 
and launched the Club; and another who designed the flag and the old 
locket in the form of the escutcheon; a Nu man to-day is the president 
of the New England and Mississippi Valley Association; and the New 
York Club and Altunni Association have always borne on the average 
more Nu men than any other on their rolls. 
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The soth Anniversary of this loyal band of brothers deserves, there- 
fore, more than local notice. 

Over loo men assembled for the dinner at the New York Athletic 
Club on the loth day of November, 1906. John C. Gulick, Nu, '72, was 
for years a Governor and Secretary of the Athletic Club, and, for his 
sake and that of other Nu members of the Club, the courtesies of the 
Club were extended to Nu. 

Of the three surviving charter members — "The Founders" — Nu was 
fortunate in having two present, Jared Starr Babcock, '57, and Theodore 
Blake, '58, of New Haven. 

Henry Bausher, '58, of Chicago, the only other living founder, while 
unable to be present, sent a letter of regret. 

As guests we had William A. McQuaid, Phi, '89, President of the 
Council; Col. John J. McCook, Lambda, '60, President of the Alumni 
Association of New York ; Edward H. Pratt, '07, presiding officer of the 
Phi Chapter; Kenneth Spence, presiding officer of Gamma Beta, and 
Prof. Baskerville, Eta, '88. 

The decorations of the room included the great banner of the Fra- 
ternity, the old chapter flag, and the now familiar small flags at every 
plate, besides a full set of the architect's colored perspective drawings 
of all the new buildings of the City College now building on St. Nicholas 
Heights — superb specimens of English College Gothic. 

Theodore F. Miller, '69, Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees of the College of the City of New York, and Presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn Trust Company, presided and acted as Toastmaster. 
There were thrill and enthusiasm in the air, and every one felt it. Men 
had come from other cities and States to attend the dinner, and when the 
men of '57 and '58 rose and told their stories, and when Pratt, on behalf 
of the Phi, presented the boys with the original application for a charter 
with the autographs of the founders, signed fifty years before, every 
man was on his feet cheering out his heart. The silver-tops were as gay 
as the "oughties." The long cheer was a new treat for them, and to men 
whose lips had cheered last for '69 and '77 the new class numbers seemed 
appallingly large and of only arithmetical interest. But they soon caught 
on, and, casting Rip-Van-Winklehood to the rear, determined to be up to 
date. In consequence, the crowd were mildly curious to know what was 
coming when a group of fifteen bald and portly oldsters arose to give 
their first performance of the long cheer. When they wound it up with 
"Two thousand! two thousand! two thousand!" the disciplined cohorts 
of the 1900's were back upon them with a unison volley of "Millennium t 
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Millenniuin ! Millennium 1" — finally putting the frivolous old gentlemen 
out of business as cheerers with a triple "23 1"

Never was there a noisier, jollier, heartier, more songful and speechful 
Deke dinner and well may its echoes have spread.

SAMUEL FURMAN HUNT. 

The Dekes who were in the habit of attending conventioas in the 
70X 80 s and early 90*8 will have no trouble in recalling, at the mention 
of this name, the genial, cultured gentleman then so prominent in the 
ooondls of the Fraternity. His presence was essential to the success of 
every gathering, and his scholarly eloquence graced many a banquet taUe 
and public exercise. A diligent student, an eminent jurist, a brilliant 
statesman, he was never too actively engaged with his own affairs to be 
at the service of the Fraternity to which he was devoted Then, a few 
years since, in the midst of his career of public activity, disease came 
upon him; and with mind alert and unimpaired, wttli inviting prospects 
yet unreached, he was compelled to withdraw to the quiet of his home, 
an almost helpless invalid There he lingered, resigned and patient in his 
suffering, until the twelfdi of January, 1907, when death brought his 
release. 

Samuel Furman Hunt was all his life a resident of Glendale« Hamilton 
County, Ohio. His father. Dr. John Randolph Hunt, a physician of 
ability and prominence, died while the son was still in college. His 
mother lived to a ripe old age, tenderly cared for in his home, and 
serenely happy in a wealth of filial affection rare in its perfect sympathy. 
The ancestors in both families had been of sturdy Revolutkmary stock, 
represented in the battles of Trenton and Monmouth Court House, and 
imparted to their descendants an unusual richness of feding and patriotic 
fervor. 

In September, i860. Brother Hunt entered the freshman class of 
Miami University, and by his cordial good-fellowship and power to lead 
won immediate recognition. His superior gift of natural eloquence ap* 
pealed to everyone, and he became immensely popular. He was Presi- 
dent of eadi of the college dasses in turn; was elected four successive 
years as orator at the old-fashioned public exercises on Fd^ruary 22 ; ^oA 
received all the recognized honors then given by the literary societies. 
Memories of his student orati^ still linger in the little college town and 
among his scattered dasnnales. On the day of the funeral, indeed, one 
of the ''old boys'* was heard to say: ''Sam deserved an eloquent eulogy. 
Even in college he did that sort of thing better than anyone elM: I've ever 
heard" 

Miami was, througjiout the Civil War, a constant recruiting-ground for 
Unioo soldiers, her students going to the front in great numbers. The 
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young Hunt took the liveliest interest in the conflict. In 1862 he was 
sent to the battlefield of Shiloh, to look after the wounded and dying; 
and in March, 1865, he joined the Army of the James and entered Rich- 
mond as an aide-de-camp of General Weitzel. It is said that he pulled 
down the Confederate flag from the Capitol building, while a comrade 
attached the Stars and Stripes to the ropes. 

After the war Brother Hunt began the study of law under Stanley 
Matthews, and was graduated from the Cincinnati Law School in 1867. 
In the same year he traveled extensively through Europe, passing from 
there, by way of Sicily and Greece, to the Holy Land, Arabia and Egypt. 
A series of descriptive letters, written to Cincinnati papers during this 
tour, were widely copied by other journals. Upon his return, he began 
the practice of his profession with Henry Stanberry, afterward Attorney- 
General of the United States. Being a good campaigner and a staunch 
supporter of the Democratic Party, he soon came into public notice, al- 
though political conditions were decidedly adverse in all his contests. 

He was a member of the Ohio State Senate in 1870-71, and served as 
President pro tent, of that body, the youngest incumbent of the position 
in the history of the State. During the same year he introduced the bill 
organizing the University of Cincinnati. He declined a nomination for 
Congress in 1871, but became the Democratic candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor the same year. He was a member of the Ohio Constitutional 
Convention in 1873, and gained distinction there by his brilliancy in 
debate. In 1878 he was nominated for Common Pleas Judge. In 1878-9 
he served by appointment as Judge Advocate-General of Ohio, with the 
rank of Brigadier-General, and left a record of such completeness in 
detail, that it was for a long time a standard of procedure. Through 
many years he was in demand as Chairman of the Congressional and 
State conventions of his party; and finally in 1880 accepted the nomina- 
tion for Congress, but was unsuccessful. 

His legal attainments and peculiar fitness for judicial positions were 
constantly becoming better appreciated, and in 1887 he was tendered 
the nomination for Circuit Judge, but declined. In January, 1890, he 
was appointed by the Governor as Judge of the Superior Court of Cin- 
cinnati. Later in the same year, he was elected to this position for the 
unexpired term, and in 1893 was re-elected for the full term of five 
years. This was the last public office that his health permitted him to 
hold. He was President of the Ohio State Bar Association in 1892-3, 
and Acting President at the annual meeting of the American Bar Associ- 
ation, at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., in 1894. 
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As an orator, Brother Hunt's fame extended over the whole land, 
bis local title being for many years "The Young Man Eloquent." His 
eloquence was of the old-time scholarly sort, so poetic in its harmonies 
that every effort was a work of art. The courteous dignity of his bear- 
ing, the imaginative reach of his sentences, the wealth of figure and 
allusion with which he adorned his utterance, gave to his addresses a finish 
and individuality now rarely heard from the platform. The list of his 
great orations is almost without end. Among his historical and patriotic 
addresses are the following: Centennial Oration, Sandusky, Ohio; ''Fort 
Hamilton," at Hamilton, Ohio ; "Fort Washington," at Cincinnati ; "Fort 
St. Clair," at Eaton, Ohio; "Fort Greenville," at Greenville, Ohio; "St 
Clair's Defeat," at Fort Recovery, Ohio; "Fort Defiance," at Defiance, 
Ohio; Semi-Centennial Address before Young Men's Mercan- 
tile Library Association of Cincinnati; Centennial Oration on the 
Ordinance of 1787, at Springdale, Ohio; Oration at Anniversary of tfie 
Settlement of Ohio, at Marietta; addresses at the unveiling of Scddiers' 
Monuments at Findlay, Cirdeville, West Union and Athens, Ohio; Ad- 
dress of Welcome to Gen. U. S. Grant, at Cincinnati; DedicatioD of die 
Garfield Monument, at Cincinnati ; 400th Anniversary of the Difloovcry of 
America, delivered at Cincinnati ; Address on Ohio Day at the Cohmibian 
Exposition, Chicago ; "The Campaign of Gen. St. Clair," "The Canqa^ 
of Gen. Wayne" and "The Treaty of Greenville," at various ri^rfi-»fwai 
celebrations; "The Mexican War, Its Causes and Results," before the 
National Association of Mexican War Veterans; and "The American 
Flag," before the Ohio Commandery of the Loyal Legion. His lectare, 
"Abraham Lincoln," first delivered to the citizens of Dayton, (^no, was 
often repeated on patriotic occasions. 

As might be expected, he was particularly happy in his literary ad- 
dresses, especially before collie students and the gatherings of Ddta 
Kappa Epsilon. He has spoken, indeed, in almost a score of aXkgt^ 
throughout the cotmtry, though Miami and the Unive r sity of QDciiiiiats 
have, of course, known him best. At Miami for many years no gadieriiig 
of Dekes or of Alumni in general was complete without an appropriate 
q)eech from Sam Hunt; while Cindnnati remembers him best for his 
two formal orations : "Charles McMicken, Founder of the University of 
Cincinnati," on Founder's Day, 1892; and 'The University of Cincinnati, 
Her History and Purposes," at the laying of the corner-stone, 1894. 
Brother Hunt was Convention Orator at four national conventions of 
D K E, his most famous address beii^ "The Delta Kappa Epsilon VtZr 
temity. Her Ideals and Mission," at the Semi-Centennial in 1894*

Throughout his life Brother Hunt continued deeply and actively 
interested in colleges and higher education. He was the recipient of 
numerous degrees : A. B. and A. M. from both Miami and Union College, 
N. Y. ; LL. B. from the Cincinnati Law School in 1867 ; LL. D. from Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati in 1890, and from Miami in 1893 ; L. H. D. from Cin- 
cinnati in 1895, ^^d ^^o™ Miami in 1896. In 1872, only eight years after 
his graduation, he was appointed a Trustee of Miami University ; and in 
the same year became a member of the Board of Directors of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. He remained a leading spirit of the latter Board 
until 1890, when he resigned to accept the Superior Judgeship. He was 
President of the Board from 1878 to 1890. He was a Trustee of Miami 
from his first appointment until death. While his health continued he 
rarely missed a meeting of this Board, served on its most important 
committees, and accomplished much in securing legislation favorable to 
the University. He took an active part in the Miami Alumni Association, 
spoke at many of its meetings, and several times served as its President. 

Brother Hunt's naturally wide circle of friends was still farther 
extended by membership in various organizations, both local and national. 
He was connected with the Cincinnati Historical Society, the Ohio 
Archasological and Historical Society, the Society of the Colonial Wars, 
and the Ohio Commandery of the Lo3ral Legion; and was an honorary 
member of the Soldiers and Sailors' Society of the Mexican War, and 
the Sons of the Revolution. In none of these, however, did he take 
so much real pride and vital interest as in Delta Kappa Epsilon, and in 
the Kappa Chapter, of which for many years he was a real father- 
confessor. 

In fact, the indebtedness of Kappa to Brother Hunt is too great for 
mere verbal tribute. The withdrawal of her charter during the inactivity 
of the University was a source of deepest sorrow to him; and no one 
was more energetic than he in advice and direct assistance to those who 
applied for a renewal of this charter after Miami reopened in 1885. 
Tradition tells of his visits to Oxford under cover of night to meet the 
boys — ^his boys — in whom he hoped to see Kappa reinstated to her right- 
ful place. When the Convention came, he and Brother Brice were there 
in person to present the application and stand sponsors for the applicants ; 
and for many years his moving plea for the new Kappa was a delightful 
memory in the minds of the Dekes there present. As was fitting, he 
presided over the first initiation of the new chapter ; and from that time 
on, while health permitted, he was unfailing in his attendance upon all 
of Kappa's functions. At initiations, receptions and banquets, he could 
always be depended upon, his courtly bearing and genial good humor giv- 
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ing to the simplest affair a tone of superior dignity. Many of Kappa's 
men enjoyed the hospitality of his beautiful home, "Baird Oaks/' and 
many are under obligation to him for valuable counsel or more practical 
assistance as they turned from collie halls to the realities of life. Even 
since confined to his home, he has responded promptly to every communi- 
cation from the chapter, the familiar tracings of his cramped but delicate 
handwriting never failing to convey a message of good will and encour- 
agement 

His personality was an especially pleasing one to all with whom he 
came in contact. He was a gentleman of the old school, polite and 
courtly as a colonial gallant, and warmly sympathetic in his dealings with 
his fellows. His wide reading in the world's literature had broadened 
an already poetic temperament, so that he seemed to radiate sincere 
feeling and wholesome culture wherever he appeared. Yet he was an 
energetic man of the world, alert and resourceful, who joyed in the con- 
flicts of his profession and was never dismayed by the demands it made 
upon him. He was glad of the opportunity to appear before many audi- 
ences, and loved the music and magic of the spoken word. Throughout 
his life he was an earnest, reverent Christian, being a faithful member 
of the Springdale Presbyterian Church, the pioneer church of the North- 
west Territory. His home life was simple and beautiful. The best 
affection of his heart was lavished on his mother, who died only a few 
years before him, and on his sister and her husband, who were also of 
the household. As the hold of illness grew heavier upon him, he saw 
only a few of his choicest friends, and passed his days in reading and 
meditation, shut away entirely from the world of effort and achievement 
in which he had once had so prominent a part. At length came the end, 
with the privilege he had longed for — to cross the Hills of Glory to his 
mother. 

The simple and impressive funeral services were held at the home, 
on Tuesday, January 15th, conducted by Rev. Adolph Lehman, of the 
Springdale Church, and Rev. Calvin D. Wilson, of the Glendale Presby- 
terian Church. Interment was in the family plot, in the little village 
churchyard at Springdale. All the courts of Cincinnati were closed for 
the day, and a large gathering of distinguished men paid tribute to the 
departed. Miami University was represented by President Benton and 
various members of the Faculty and Board of Trustees, and by a number 
of del^ates from Kappa Chapter. The chapter is arranging a semi- 
public Memorial Evening for the near future, in honor of Brother Hunt.

find himself monarch of alt he surveyed, and romped home rampant, 
wreathed with glory. 

All this happened at the Minstrel Show and Smoker at Carnegie 
Chamber Music Hall, on the nth of December last and this is the tale 
thereof. 

Experience has taught the Association that an announcement over the 
joint signatures of "Me and Jim" — apolc^ies to Col. McCook, but "he 
begun it," — bears the promise of good things coming, so two hundred de- 
fied a storm. 

Secretary-Old-Dog-Tray-is-Ever- Faithful- James Anderson Hawes 
and Committeemen Hawkins, (Harvard,) and Burchard, (New York,) 
were the glad-hand men at the door. 

The rise of the curtain disclosed Middleman Ware (Columbia), with 
"His dusky shute 
Sublime and mute" 

assembled about him as follows — End Men : Wm. Clifford Moore (Yale) , 
and John T. Conover (Columbia). Line: Bayne, Greene, Borden, Lee, 
Simmons, Chappell, Sands, Fitch and Wallace (Yale), and Spence (Co- 
lumbia). A dashing Deke chorus and the "Olio" was on. 

Moore and Conover, arrayed in complementary evening suits of the 
tricolor (one with a red coat, the other with a blue, etc.), and Conover in 
an eccentric wig, made a rattling pair of end men and warmed up the 
house. Greene gave a bass solo. Fitch a howling take-off on the "Home 
and Mother," "Thus-to-Him-Did-Say," ballad of the vaudevilles ; Spence 
a very dramatic impersonation of a rheumatic old coon in "Lamb, Lamb, 
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Lamb!" but the dearest joy of this part of the program was the first 
appearance on any American stage of the "Poison Ivy Quartette," com- 
posed of those sterling old favorites, Chappell, Lee, Simmons, and Borden. 
They were encored till they had to beg off, and were alone worth the 
whole price of admission and coming miles to see, not to mention that, in 
spite of their well-earned and high-established reputation, they were a 
surprise and surpassed all expectation. 

Moore's "Tambo Sambo," reminded one of the adiposiferous, unctu- 
ous jollity of Charley Backus and the good ole days of the San Francisco 
Minstrels of the 70's, while the "Brudder Bones" of Conover had a quaint 
and naive individuality that made it really an artistic piece of characteriza- 
tion. 

The end of the Olio was signalized by the passing in of steins and the 
presentation by Ware of a rhymed toast by Burchard, of which we re- 
member only an occasional line : 

"For her the bearded goat doth leap ; 
For her the classmen banish sleep.

"Part H" introduced a most versatile, clever, and amusing string of 
specialties. 

The rising curtain revealed Moore, made up as a negro preacher with 
large, moony spectacles and long, flowing, gray hair — a correct frock, 
buttoned tightly around his majestic torso — ^a sort of a Henry- Ward- 
Beecher-Elias-Howe effect. And he gave the strenuously rambling and 
ramblingly strenuous "discourse" that the conventions of negro min- 
strelsy call for — ^and did it well. 

Then Wallace, in a skirt, gave a buck-and-wing dance. 

Then Chappell, who is a joy forever, in a most artistic Quartier Latin 
make-up, after first doing a French music-hall song, led in a vision of 
loveliness in the shape of Hugh Bayne, gotten up to kill as the Polichinelle 
of the familiar painting — a white wig, the familiar incroyable cocked hat of 
black satin, a most artistic pair of black silk legs and a very bouffante 
short skirt, and bodice of lozenged black and blue. Bayne, who, if he 
wanted to, could rest on his laurels as the author of "A Band of Brothers 
in D K Ej" is an expert and a veteran at this game and did all kinds of 
stunts with his audience as he posed and danced and sang his French 
songs. But, good as this French act was, my small-boy heart was most 
rapturously captured by a soldier-boy "brother act" — "The Yankee Gen- 
eral," by the accomplished Chappell and Lee in uniform. Chappell has a 
rare combination of two rare gifts, a real humor, and the dramatic ability 
to "hand it to" his audience, and fortunate is his audience. This jaded 
dramatic critic will go to Hoboken any wet night when Lee and Chappell 
do that "Yankee General" again. 

And let me not forget to mention that, in order that richness might 
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be alternated with richness, as in, say, grandmother's jelly-cakes, in and 
between and around, before and behind these stunts of splendor, Merrill 
Sands pervaded the stage as Modest Barker and Eloquent Introducer. 
Sands is a distinct addition to Deke society in New York. He burst upon 
us at the banquet of the New York Convention, was prince of hosts to 
those of us oldsters who ventured to New Haven to see the Initiation 
Play thereafter, and now has come "across the border" like Bums's 
Bonnie Leslie.'

With the elan and vitality of his blessed youth, Sands is the con- 
summate master of a kind of "halcyon and vpdferous" sky-rocketty elo- 
quence that I can listen to, chuckling, for an hour at a time. You can 
imagine Sands landing in Alfred Henry Lewis's Wolfville to sell life in- 
surance or lightning-rods and incidentally running for Congress, getting 
elected, rocketing, Roman-candling-and-pin-wheeling off the same even- 
ing, leaving Wolfville chuckling to itself and bewilderedly wondering 
why it never before realized what a dull and sober town it used to be. 
However, I hope he won't go west, but that, to cheer my declining years, 
he'll stay in New York and attend all the meetings and speak impromptu 
at every one.

E. J. Wendell made a 
graceful little speech. Sands took the boys "Around the World," and we 
settled down for a New Haven Tuesday Night. And then, some time or 
other, having to get to press, the Dramatic Critic came away, shaking 
hands with himself and swearing himself in to never miss any more 
smokers.

The next Convention will be held in November, 1907, at Louisville, 
Ky., under the auspices of the Gamma, Chi, Psi and Iota chapters. 

The thanks of the Fraternity are due to our Sigma and Epsilon 
chapters for their part as the hosts of the last Convention. Our con- 
ventions, particularly of late years, have become such elaborate affairs 
that it is no small matter to handle them. It has been some years 
since a convention has been in the sole charge of an active chapter or 
chapters. The success of this Convention speaks well for the spirit 
and ability of these two chapters. 



We extend our fraternal greetings to our new chapter, Rho Delta. 
The addition of this, our last link to our chain, we think has strength- 
ened the whole chain. If this be an encroachment upon our barriers 
of conservatism, it is a justifiable encroachment. The greatness 
of the University, the personnel of the men, and all the surrounding 
conditions, not only warranted, but called for this extension. To illus- 
trate the care with which our charters are granted, the matter of 
this applictaion was being investigated for over two years. 
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A glance at the list of fraternities which are already in the field, 
some of them for many years, shows we shall have foemen worthy of 
our steel. The Fraternity expects every man in this, our youngest 
chapter, to do his duty in promoting and maintaining the honor and 
dignity of D K B> One unworthy act, one false step will tend to dis- 
credit the wisdom of the chapter's sponsors. Certain duties and 
requirements are imposed upon the chapters. These the chapter 
cannot afford to neglect. Let nothing happen that will cause regret. 



The contrast between our entrance into Wisconsin and the ichi, 
and peculiarities withal, which characterized that ancient and worthy, 
foe of ours, Psi Upsilon, back in '96, is so striking that we are per- 
suaded, almost against our will, to indulge in a few reminiscences of 
that occasion, even at the risk of stirring up some dust from these 
musty pages of antiquity. 

Some years ago, when we were somewhat criticized for our alleged 
"lifting" at Minnesota — ^which criticisms, by the way, were unfounded 
on fact, as it appeared that no ''lifting" was done by us— our old 
friend Psi U. was the noisiest of all. Yet they promptly, and with 
apparently as good a digestion as want of compunction, appropriated 
the late Wisconsin Alpha Chapter of Phi Kappa Psi almost bodily. 
This bone — ^and bone it was, and a contentious one at that, as it 
created some aggravated feelings in the Hellenic world about that 
time — served as a fair nucleus. But it was not enough. To make 
the proper entrie they needed more, and more they got. Accordinff 
to report, one hundred and five (compare this with our modest seven- 
teen) names, representing classes at the University, as far back as '56— 
forty years before — appeared on the charter, including the late Phi 
Kappa Psis, non-fraternity men of many years, and others of appar- 
ently varied age, experience and description, sixty-nine of the aforesaid 
hotch-potch being alleged to have been initiated at the installation — 
just when the remaining thirty-six were gathered in, if ever, report 
does not state. 

This was the most memorable exploit in the manufacture of nwnc 
pro tunc members that we have yet heard of. It went down in the 
annals of the time. The whole performance was more than memor- 
able, it was compulsively admirable; that brave and reckless — some 
said nervy — ^abandon with which they recruited their ranks in the 
face of fraternity tradition and law. 
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It reminds us of a story told of another fraternity, which initiated 
an eminent man, who had been out of college almost half a century, 
and catalogued him as a freshman ; and of another nunc pro tunc mem- 
ber, who on a public occasion forgot not only the name of the college 
but the name of the fraternity to which he was supposed to belong. 

Fraternity ideals should not become a farce. There is a cama- 
raderie in and a loyalty to these ideals which can only be engendered 
by a participation in and enjoyment of an active, undergraduate fra- 
ternity life, existing in and lived under a college roof for a period of 
years. This feeling cannot be instilled in nor appreciated by one 
who has not had that life. Any attempts to that end will not mate- 
rially benefit the recipient, but will assist in the destruction of these 
ideals. 



CREEK NEWS AND CUPPINGS. 

A new fraternity was founded at Tulane last year by Charles Bloom 
and St. John Pcrett. Its initials are Alpha Delta Zeta. The object of its 
founding appears to be to have a fraternity that will admit Hebrews 
among its members.

So fair as we have been able to learn, the only Greek-letter fraternities 
wliidi have adopted coats-of-arms are Phi Delta Theta, Phi Gamma 
Delta, Beta Theta Pi, Alpha Delta Phi, Delta Tau Delta, Sigma Kappa 
Epsilon, Delta Kappa Epsilon, Alpha Chi Rho, Psi Upsilon, Sigma Chi, 
Zeta Psi, Sigma Nu, Southern Kappa Alpha, Phi Delta Phi (legal). Delta 
Chi (legal) and Kappa Alpha Theta (sorority). We are are not sure 
that all of those mentioned have officially adopted armorial bearings, but 
we have seen heraldic designs for these fraternities in coll^;e annuals and 
other publications. Delta Kappa Epsilon has a modification of its arms 
for each of its chapters and so has Phi Upsilon. We are informed that 
Phi Kappa Psi is endeavoring to decide upon an emblematic design of a 
heraldic diaracter. — Scroll. 



Welcome news greeted the students and faculty of the University 
on their return for the work of the winter quarter in the announcement of 
a gifi of over $2,900,000 from Mr. John D. Rockefeller. What this g^ft 
means to the University is hard to realize as yet. It will make possible

wider plans, deq>er research, better equipment, new buildings, more in- 
structors — in short, there is not a department of the University which will 
not benefit materially by the New Year's beneficence of the founder. 

That the gift is deeply appreciated goes without saying. It is im- 
possible properly to express this appreciation, just as it is impossible to 
grasp the full import of the gift as yet. Time will show what this gener- 
ous endowment may mean, and it must be left to time to show the full 
measure of the University's gratitude. 

Along the line of newer equipment suggested by the gift, although 
announced as having no direct connection with it, is the news that the 
quadrangle for women is to be constructed immediately. It will be im- 
portant in furthering the plan of organization for the junior colleges, 
in supplying the large demand for dormitory accommodations, and in 
unifying the student body by bringing as large a number as possible 
together on or near the campus. When to this is added a similar quad- 
rangle for the men, a large advance will have been made in improving the 
student life of the University and in promoting fellowship, acquaintance, 
and a spirit of unity among its members. — Daily Maroon, Chicago Uni- 
versity, 



The general fraternities are well represented in the engineering 
schools. The first fraternity to enter a scientific school was Theta Delta 
Chi, which established a chapter at Rensselaer in 1852. This chapter 
was removed by the fraternity in 1896.

Kappa Psi, 2 ; Pi Kappa Alpha, 2 ; Alpha Chi Rho, i ; Delta Hii, i ; Delta 
Upsilon, I ; Delta Psi, i ; Delta Sigma Phi, i ; Kappa Alpha (Northern 
order), i; Omega Phi Alpha, i; Psi Upsilon, i; Sig^a Phi, i; Theta 
Delta Chi, i ; Zeta Psi, i. 

This makes a grand total of thirty-seven chapters in technical schools, 
including Theta Xi's eight chapters. 

It is to be hoped that the fraternities will wake up to the fact that 
the technical schools afford a fine field for extension and that they will 
see that this extension takes place. When this happens we shall find that 
the student body of these institutes will improve in quality. — Alpha Tau 
Omega Palm. 
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The growth of the fraternity system at Cornell University has been 
very remarkable. There are twenty-six fraternities which live in houses ; 
of these only four have rented houses. The value of the fraternity prop- 
erty here far exceeds that at any other institution. The following list of 
valuations is based on the tax assessments of the city of Ithaca:

The asterisk denotes that the chapter house is on the campus and the 
land is rented from the university. 

The following fraternities are living in rented houses, most of which 
have, however, purchased land and expect to build in the near future: 
Alpha Zeta (Agriculture), 1901 ; Sigma Nu, 1901 ; Theta Xi (Scientific), 
1903; Theta Lambda Phi (Law), 1903. 

The following fraternities are also represented but are still in the 
chapter hall stage: Phi Delta Phi (Law), 1888; Nu Sigma Nu (Medical), 
1900; Omega Upsilon Phi (Medical), 1901 ; Theta Nu Epsilon (Sopho- 
more), 1880. 

This large growth of the fraternity system at Cornell is due to the re- 
markable growth of the university. There are 3,500 students here and 
the university has no dormitories. Ithaca being a small town, accommo- 
dations are poor and limited, thus forcing the student body to organize. 
The number of fraternity men is, however, only about seven hundred, 
or 20 per cent. — Delta Tau Delta Rainbow.

the fraternities that have adopted the plan, which is only in line with 
the system of organization that prevails in almost every national body of 
importance, none have discarded it, but this fact seems to have no 
weight with our D K E contemporary. It discovers that such plan must 
necessarily produce sectionalism, and so a "national" fraternity like D K E 
— ^it has a chapter or two west of the Mississippi — ^miist necessarily regard 
it as both "useless and pernicious." We do not believe the possibility of 
a result of this kind has ever occurred to any fraternity that has really 
tried the system. We have a New England district, a North Atlantic 
district, a Southern district, a Middle West district and a Trans-Miss- 
issippi district. How it would be possible to arouse sectional differences 
among Phi Psis over such a division is a bit difficult to understand, but 
we have no idea we could convince our friend ot D K E in the face of 
his preconceived opinions. We assure him, however, that up to this 
date, we have failed to witness "the spectacle of a fraternity, or several 
fraternities rather, within a fraternity." Before closing this reference, 
however, we want to take off our hats to Delta Kappa Bpsilon for turning 
down the coterie of slobs who deserted Phi Gamma Delta at Leland Stan- 
ford and went crawling around b^;gihg a down-East fraternity to take 
them in. No self-respecting fraternity will be willing to absorb this 
group of swelled-headed traitors, and it is pretty hard on the barbs to be 
compelled to have them classified as such. If the next earthquake would 
yawn this bunch into the bowels of the earth it wouldn't be doing much 
dirt to the rest of humanity.

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THE PEARY DINNER. 

At the point furthest north yet reached by man. Commander Robert E. 
Peary, Theta, ^yj, carried the diamond and the scroll, and planted the 
Stars and Stripes and the Flag of D K B — ^the flag presented to him by 
the Chicago Association, whose guest he was, shortly before his start on 
his last dash for the Pole. It was particularly fitting that New York 
should welcome him upon his safe return, and this it did in rousing and 
royal manner, at the St. Regis on January i6th. On this occasion — fol- 
lowing the steps of our Chicago brethren — ^he was presented again with 
the Fraternity Flag, which he promised to take with him on his next 
trip. 

The dinner was given by the New York Association in honor of 
CcMTunander Peary, but that other D K E, whom we all delight to honor, 
Hon. Whitelaw Reid, Ambassador to England, and late President of the 
Association, who had just arrived from London, shared the honor. The 
tickets were limited to two hundred and fifty, and every seat was taken, 
twenty-seven chapters being represented. The colors of the Fraternity 
and the floral decorations were beautifully arranged; the service excel- 
lent ; and the whole affair splendidly managed. A feature of the dinner 
was the large number of prominent men present. At every plate were 
a silk D K E flag and a souvenir copper bowl inscribed with the letters 
"A K E." A feature of the music was the song, "The Stars oi D K E" 
composed by Frank S. Williams, iV, '78, and A, '81, especially for the 
occasion, and rendered at frequent intervals with telling effect.

"Friends from the heart forever." 
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The post-prandial proceedings included the following talks: 

H<». George C. Holt, the Toastmaster, said : 

"Gentlemen : I suppose that every one of us, if we had the opportunity, 
would be delighted to go back and pass a day in collie, if it were as it 
was in our time — ^if we could remove some of the improvements in the 
buildings and put back the beautiful old brick row which used to be there, 
and if we could turn out some of the young 'Idds' that we find when we go 
there and put in their place some of the great and distinguished seniors 
who used to fill the horizon. Nothing would be more delightful to us 
than to live over again in that way the life of our youth. This is peiiiaps 
the nearest we can get to that, if we come to a dinner of this kind, of one 
of the Societies which gave the social life to that time. 

"Goethe says, in some of his books, that it is the duty of every man 
to cherish his boyish illusions, and I think that the college men appreciate 
that and follow it out better than any one else. 

"It is the fate of most men, in a large sense, not to be able to cherish 
and maintain their youthful illusions; but more than any other class, I 
think, college men carry that out in their daily life. However prosaic and 
dark and commonplace the life of most men is — and it is necessarily so 
with that of most men — collie men, I think, more than any others, strive 
to introduce into it (and to maintain and guide themselves in it, by that 
ideal) that devotion to an ideal which animates every man at the time 
when he is going through college. 

"Few can devote themselves genuinely to a great ideal. Most of us 
have to live the commonplace and everyday life. But there are a few 
men who do it, men whose aims and whose ambitions will not be satisfied 
with the cwnmon efforts of making bread and butter. And of those — of 
the class of men who do this — ^none, in my opinion, are greater than the 
Arctic explorers. They devote their lives to a cause which most people 
say is useless. 'What is the use?' every one of us has heard asked over 
and over again. 'What is the use of reaching the North Pole ? or of dis- 
covering the North Pole?' Well, gentlemen, what is the use of any- 
thing? 

"If Commander Peary never had devoted himself to the work of 
Arctic exploration, and had stayed down here, what would have been 
the use of an)rthing that he had done? He might have been a broker 
canying on washed sales ; he might have been a lawyer defending fraud- 
ulent bankrupts; he might have been a physician prescribing for old 
ladies with chronic cases ; he might have been a millionaire with a stud 
fami if he was rich ; or he might have been a saloon sot, if he was not. 
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He might have lived the life that happens to ordinary people who stay at 
home. 

"But instead of that he started out early in this purpose to reach the 
Pole, if it was possible, and, if not, to nobly strive to reach it ; and thcU 
is all that is of any use in this world : to nobly strive for something whether 
you accomplish it or not ; that is, to show that the animal called man has 
a soul. 

"When you consider the great Arctic explorers and their story, which, 
to many of us, have been boc^s of inspiration in our youth — for I remem- 
ber how I read Dr. Kane's book when I was a boy — ^and I have since read 
almost all of the great books of Arctic exploration, the thing that strikes 
you is the almost, almost hopelessness of the effort. People devote them- 
selves to this task and they reach about such a point and the Spirit of the 
Snow sits there silent and massive, and it casts them back ; but one after 
another they gain a little in their rising toward the result. It was Franklin 
who was the farthest north ; it was Nansen ; it was Abruzzi ; and now it 
is Peary, the guest of the evening. He has done already enough, enough 
to make him known the world over, and I believe that, if he goes back 
again, he will surpass what he has already done, and, perhaps, will accom- 
plish the great result. 

"It is, therefore, we welcome here as our guest, proud that he is a 
member of our Fraternity, and proud as Americans that he has reached 
the Farthest North. Gentlemen, I give you the prosperity and best future 
of Commander Peary, and the hopes that the next time he will meet with 
the greatest possible success." 

The toast was drunk standing. 

Commander Peary said : 

"Judge Holt and Members of Delta Kappa Epsilon: I thoroughly 
appreciate the kindly words which Judge Holt has just spoken. I thank 
you all from the bottom of my heart for this honor. Looking at the men 
sitting here at the table with me and scattered through this room at the 
various tables, I recognize the fact that this dinner is something which any 
man alive might, and should, be proud of. I thank you for it. I appre- 
ciate the kindly wishes from some friend — I know not who — in connec- 
tion with my subject here. I appreciate very much indeed the stirring 
verses in this song which you have sung to-night, for which I do know 
that I am indebted to Mr. Williams. 

"If it is felt — if what I have done thus far — if my efforts to solve <Hie 
of the last great natural problems of this earth — ^a problem which I have 
felt that I was fitted to solve — if it is felt that what I have done in that 
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direction has added to the lanrds of D AT £• or if it has made anr member 
ofDKE feel a little better that he is a Deha Kappa* that is my personal 
tribate to yoa. 

"I carried with me od this last expedition a Deha Kappa pin. vhick 
went just as fiu- as I did, and that was the limit. I also carried with me 
a replica of that flag (indicatii^), whidi was given to me by die North* 
western Delta Kappa Epsilon Ahunni Association in Chicago some diree 
years ago, and that was flung out at the farthest northern point. 

"I am not going to talk IcHig to yoo to-night, boys ; there are a nwxJbtT 
of speakers to-night. Delta Kappas and bnsiness mcn« and Delta Kappas 
and business men combined want the kernel of things ; and if I can give 
you a fairly dear idea of things in a few words rather than many, I sfaaH 
try to do it. 

"Briefly, as you know, the last e^teen months has advanced a new 
line of trench in the si^e of the mastery of the North. It has added a 
new degree to the polar record and it has placed the Stars and Stripes in 
the lead in that century-long contest of strei^^, endurance and experi- 
ence, which we call to-day the international race for the Pcrfe. That is the 
fact that possesses instant popular interest; but that is not the only 
result of the expedition. There have been additions to the geography 
of the Arctic regions; there is to-day a much wider horizon as regards 
conditions in the American half of the polar basin ; there have been addi- 
tions to the sciences of meteorology, hydrography, zoolog\', geology, g^- 
ciology — but an after-dinner season is not the time for going into those 
in detail. 

"I do wish to say here, however, that all of those results are due to 
the generosity of the members of the Peary Arctic Club, that organization 
of prominent men of New York, BrookhTi, Philadelphia and Boston; 
and that they are particularly due to the unfailing interest and unflag^;ing 
efforts of the President of that Club, Mr. Morris K. Jesup, whom you 
all know. 

"It is perhaps unnecessary for me to say, gentlemen, that it is an 
extreme pleasure for me to be here to-night. I have found in those last 
eighteen months that there are some places in this world that are worse 
than New York. I must admit, too, that cold raw dog, in some respects, 
possesses less attraction than the bill of fare that we have had here 
to-night ; and it is, perhaps, unnecessary for me to say that my surround- 
ings here to-night are very distinctly different from what they were a 
year ago to-night — so different that I can hardly realize the fact that the 
two conditions can exist upon the same planet 
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"You are aware that a year ago last July — on the i6th — ^the steamer 
Roosevelt left this harbor for her northern voyage. That steamer, built 
by the Arctic Club for this work, was the first ship ever built in this 
country for Arctic work, and she was built of American lumber from 
Maine and New Hampshire, Maryland, Virginia, Georgia, Delaware and 
Oregon. She was built in an American shipyard; she was fitted with 
American machinery; she went north in command of an American by 
way of the American route in the effort, by American methods, to reach 
the Pole; and she was a typical American entry in that race. Funda- 
mentally, the ship was entirely different from every other ship that ever 
attempted the Arctic trip, in this respect: all previous ships had been 
sailing ships with auxiliary steam power; this was a powerful steamer 
with auxiliary sail power. 

"After the forward voyage, leaving New York on the i6th of July, and 
on the 5th of September we reached a point on the north shore of Green- 
land, on the shores of the central Polar Sea, off the point of Cape Sheri- 
dan, 82** 2/ north latitude, a point which but one ship (Nansen's Fram) 
has ever surpassed ; and it is of interest to note here the fact that, while 
Nansen's Fram reached a higher latitude, she reached it in a helpless 
condition — in the grasp of the ice; she drifted to that point — but the 
Roosevelt fought every foot of the way to her northern point. 

"I should note here, perhaps, that the fundamental routine of every 
Arctic expedition, the routine which is imposed by the season up there, 
is this : The ship goes north in summer ; she goes as far north as she can 
in the short period of navigation, which closes at the end of August, or 
very early in September ; and when she can no longer proceed, goes into 
winter quarters. The time intervening between her going into winter 
quarters and the setting in of that long dark Arctic winter night is so 
short that nothing can be done in the way of serious sledge journey. All 
that can be done is to advance depots of supplies 25 or 30, perhaps 50 or 
60 miles from the ship along the line of the proposed route in the spring, 
for use at that time. Then comes the problem of carrying men and dogs 
through those months of darkness, and the problem of keeping them in 
the best condition, and fit for the spring work. Assuming that that is 
accomplished, with the first returning daylight of another summer — ^some 
time in February; we will say in the middle of February — the sledge 
parties start, and the work of sledging must be accomplished in the in- 
terval between the middle of February, when the daylight is sufficient, 
and about the middle of June, when the sea ice begins to break up. By 
that time the parties must be back to the ship if they expect to get back 
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at all. Assuming that they do return ; that the work of the expedition is 
accomplished, the ship then breaks out of her winter quarters — in July, 
we will say — and returns home. If the work of the expedition is not 
accomplished, she either remains in those winter quarters, or attempts 
to get further north ; and, at the end of the navigable season, the routine 
IS repeated. In other words it is impossible to go north with a ship and 
b^n the sledge journey the same season ; the wintering there is inevitable. 

"The winter at Cape Sheridan was passed with comparative comfort. 
I kept hunting parties in the field, and as a rather striking commentary 
upon the popular idea that there is no life in the Arctic regions is this 
fact, that, during our ten months' stay at that point — we got to Cape 
Sheridan the 5th of September, resuming the journey about the nth of 
July — during those ten months, as a result of my knowledge of the 
region, obtained in previous expeditions, and of the assistance of the 
Eskimos, we obtained about four hundred head of musk oxen and rein- 
deer. We had an ample meat supply as long as we were at the ship. 

"However, with the return of light in February, we started for the 
last stage, proceeding west from the ship about 60 miles along this coast, 
and then taking our departure across the ice of the central Polar Sea 
toward the North Pole. I had in my party twenty-eight men — twenty- 
one Eskimos ; seven of us — ^and one hundred and twenty dogs, conveying 
twenty sledges and teams. Leaving the next point early in March, we 
began our northward journey. For the first 80 miles the ice was of a 
character that I think you cannot have any conception of. It is almost 
literally true to say that every yard to this point was hewn with pick-axes 
and broken with sledges. 

"At the end of the 80 miles, the going improved, as I had hoped it 
would. We had gotten through the rough ice next the coast; we were 
now on the edge of the central, smoother, polar area. 

"For four marches we made good time and then, as always happens 
in Arctic work, the unexpected happened, and I found myself stalled by a 
lead, as we call it, of open water, stretching eastward across my path 
further than we could see, in both directions. My own party and three 
supporting parties were brought up to us. Two supporting parties I 
sent back at once for additional supplies. The other two sat down by the 
lead to wait for it to close — for forty-five degrees below zero to harden 
the surface of it so that we could cross the moving ice, bringing its freez- 
ing points together firmly enough to bear us. At the expiration of six days, 
we found, by putting ice sledges across the ice, we could cross ; and we 
made three good marches. 
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"We then encountered a storm from the westward, an Arctic blizzard, 
accompanied by snow, which lasted more than six days, at the expiration 
of which, my observations showed that we had been drifting about 70 
miles to the eastward, which had cut me off from my supporting party, 
and presenting to me the proposition that whatever we were to acccMn- 
plish then must be accomplished by the party and with the supplies I had 
with me at the time. Indeed the party was larger than it needed to be at 
the time and the supplies smaller than they needed to be. 

"At this Storm Camp we abandoned everything we did not absolutely 
need, and bent our energies to setting a pace which, if we had good luck, 
would enable us at least to beat the record. The first march was generally 
west, about 750 miles. But after having finished this we made fairly 
good time and kept it up until on the 21st of April my observations at 
noon showed that we were in 87** & of north latitude, which marked the 
nearest approach to the Pole. 

"I may say that reaching that point has not only brought the American 
side of the Polar Basin up to the European and Asiatic side, but it has 
put it a little ahead. 

"It is a rather striking commentary upon — I don't know whether you 
would call it the uncertainty or the incongruity or the complexity of 
human nature — ^but it might be supposed that my feelings at that time of 
having beaten the record, as it is called, would have been feelings of 
exultation. As a matter of fact, it was nothing of the kind. I was glad, 
of course; I tried to be as thankful as possible that we had beaten the 
record — because I could not have come back without it — but the simple 
fact of beating the record, compared with that on which I had set my 
heart for years, with that for which I had been straining my life, almost, 
during the same expedition, fell so far short of that, that my feelings were 
those of disappointment; and that feeling, combined, doubtless, with the 
physical exhaustion — the result of our working to the limit on those pre- 
vious days on half rations — combined to give me the most pronounced 
case of the blues that I had had during the entire expedition. You can 
imagine, perhaps, the disappointment at being obliged to turn back then, 
and yet, looking at the drawn faces of my comrades and at the skeleton 
figures of the few dogs that we had left — ^looking at the nearly empty 
sledges — and knowing the drifting ice over which we had passed, and 
the unknown quantity of the big lead between us and the nearest land, I 
felt that I had cut the margin as narrow as could reasonably be expected, 
and we turned back. 

"We did not camp at the farthest north. I put out the flags, of course* 
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and took photc^^phs of them ; and thco we did oar best to get badk to 
our last point, which we accomplished before sleepii^. At the camp we 
had only one sleep ; it was the last we had had for several days. Deep 
down in my heart I still had a lingerii^ hope that one of my supporting 
parties might have crossed that lead before it started, and left supplies 
for us at Storm Camp. I was particularly amdoas to keep oar beaten 
track now that the number of our dogs were rednced and I had discarded 
all of my sledges. I had some expert men, and took two oi the best 
Eskimo trailers I had in the party, and we kept some hundreds of yards 
in front of the sledges. We always knew which direction to torn as we 
had gone north. 

''So we veered to the southwest; from there we f<dIowed die trail, 
when we again came to the lead of open water. So we had to turn the 
sledges. Then one of the Eskimos would go on the run, and the first one 
finding a practical crossing would signal to the sledge in the usual Eskimo 
fashion (illustrating by waving his arms), meaning *I have found it/ 
The sledges went directly to him, and we crossed and took np the trail 
and followed it again. 

''In this way we did reach Storm Camp; but the last march was in 
the teeth of another blizzard, through which none but an Eskimo, and a 
good one at that, could have held the trail for a minute. Here we were 
delayed another 24 hours by the continuance of the storm, and then from 
there we took a bee line for the northern point of Greenland. 

"We had been steadily drifting eastward; my Eskimos did not know 
it; they thought we were coming down upon the coast where we had 
started. 

"Three marches from the Storm Camp we crossed the scar of the bit; 
lead — ^that is where the edges of it had been drifted together by the wind 
and had been frozen. There was no mistakii^ it ; and foolishly I allowed 
myself to feel some encouragement. I should have known better. I 
should have known enough from my experience in Arctic travel to know 
that those drifts meant trouble. But I felt that we would probably have 
fair going from there to the land. But there we came into a region of 
heavy drifts running in every direction, and I was not surprised a few 
hours later when my Eskimo scout signaled open water. There was our 
friend the big lead stretching across our path again east and west further 
than we could see. 

"At this point — ^it was some forty miles further south than where we 
had crossed it 1,000 or more miles to the west on the upward voyage — 
we turned east along this lead, searching for a practicable crossing, which 
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we did not find, and marched for two or three days. Then I did not feel 
that it was advisable to weary out my men and dogs through that rough 
ice, and we camped to wait the closing of the lead, or its freezing over. 
There we stayed for five days, with the number of our dogs steadily 
decreasing, breaking up some of the sledges to cook those dogs that we 
ate ourselves. 

"Here I may say that I have no fault to find whatever with dog, if 
there is only enough of it. 

"At the end of five days two Eskimos whom I had sent scouting along 
to see, came back with the report that a few miles from the camp there 
was a film of ice about two miles long that they thought might hold us on 
snow shoes. We hurried to the place. It was very evident to all of us 
that that was our chance or never. I am sure that every one of us tied 
on his snow shoes more carefully than ever before. The ice — we tried it 
at once — would not hold one of us for an instant without snow shoes. 
When we started we did so in extended skirmish line, no one nearer than 
200 feet to any of the others. We traversed the two miles very silently. 
I do not care for many similar experiences. It was the first time in my 
Arctic work I ever had doubts as to the outcome; I had them then at 
every step or, rather, slide — ^we could not step. After we slid the snow 
shoe forward, from every man in the company, the undulations went out 
through that thin film in every direction. I was very glad to get on the 
firm ice on the southern side. The two men next to me were, I know, 
because I heard their sighs of relief when we got there. Then we rested 
there, taking off our snow shoes. I looked back ; there was a thin black 
ribbon cutting the ridge on which we had crossed I The lead was widen- 
ing again, and all admitted that we had just pulled through. 

"From the lead some three marches south we had the most frightful 
going that I have ever experienced in the Arctic regions, and certainly 
we all worked through it, though at times it did not seem that anything 
not possessing wings could do it; but once through it, we made out 
through the spyglass a known point in Greenland, which put new life 
into the Eskimos. 

"From there the going was better. We knew we were off the northern 
cape of Greenland, and no longer in danger of drifting around it into the 
seas. From the 12th of May we dragged ourselves around inside 
of the Cape. Inside of an hour we had four Arctic hare. I do not think 
any one here has any conception of their deliciousness. 

"Just within a few hours of day, we crossed our sledge track going 
east, and expert trailing told us the main points of the story ; three weak 
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dogs dragging a single sledge, going slowly, with frozen steps, which 
spelled trouble in large letters. After a few hours of sleep I sent my few 
Eskimos oo the trail to find out what it did mean. Next day they came 
into camp with Clark and three Eskimos, forming one of my supporting 
parties. They found them about eight miles east of us in what would 
have been their last camp. They had three dc^ which they would have 
killed. That would keep them for a little while. Then it would have 
been the finish. The news that we were near put new life into them 
and they were then able to walk into camp. I was able then to give them 
some hare meat, which we had secured while the men were out. Another 
day more here, in which we secured additional hare, helped matters some- 
what. Yet you can easily imagine that, even then, with four starving 
men added to my eight half-famished did not lighten my troubles. 

''The knowledge of that region which I had from my experience, 
enabled me to tell where to look for game. I set my course for the 
regions in which to find musk oxen. Two marches from the Cape, when 
at another point we were preparing supper, one of my Eskimos 
searching the shore with spyglasses shouted, 'Musk ox I' Every man in 
camp, I think, felt that he had gone the limit ; yet when that cry came into 
camp, we had no trouble in making the five miles to the eastward, where 
I quickly secured the musk ox. Then I brought up the tent and made a 
camp here. We had the Eskimos skin and cut up this animal. 

"We started a little fire in a little space and prepared for a sleep, and 
our Eskimos sat down beside that, and, with occasional winks of sleep, sat 
up and ate for two days through. We had our share of eating, too, and 
when we got through, I think any decent man would have been shocked 
with the pile of bones there were around the camp. 

"To cut a long story short, however, we reached the Roosevelt at last ; 
but in the next to the last march one man dropped out ; the next stayed 
at the last camp on the ice ; and the third dropped out in the first hours 
of the last march. But when I reached the ship fresh Eskimos and dogs 
were sent out with food and stimulants and so(xi we were all on board. 

"Six days I kept to the ship and then I started west with another party 
of Eskimos and dogs to another point between the far point of the Eng- 
lish expedition of '73 and the farthest north of the Norwegian expedition 
of 1900. 

"The present trip was successful in accomplishing this and more in 
determining the existence of distant new land in that to the northwest, 
doubtless another island in that western portion of that glacial Arctic 
region. 
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"Returning to Cape Sheridan in July, I found the ship had been 
broken out of the ice on the Fourth of July, and in trying to get further 
south had been crushed against the ice, and had her stem post torn out, 
her rudder carried away, and two blades taken off the propeller, and the 
ship thrown fairly up on the ice. When I joined her, the last of July, 
she was back in the water, but in a very exposed position, with a great 
deal of ice grinding back and forth past her starboard. After a day or 
two the fires had been built, a jury rudder rigged, and we started south. 
Undoubtedly the large amount of ice running down those channels then 
made our progress very slow, as we drifted in that place, since it took us 
from the last of July to the i6th of September to cover about 300 miles, 
coming into open water. There the ship was beached at high water so as 
to be calked at low water. 

"From the North Atlantic the incidents of that voyage I do not need 
to recount here. Most of you are familiar with it. It was an extremely 
annoying voyage ; delays from head winds ; storms ; losing the fore top- 
mast, etc. ; and then using our tiller, and being obliged to bum some of the 
timbers of the ship, but finally reaching South Cape Britain on the 23d 
of November after an experience as regards the ship which no other ship 
afloat would have survived. 

"So much for the itinerary of the expedition. I have indicated very 
briefly the results to you. I know that many of you — ^perhaps nine-tenths 
of you — ^here to-night, in spite of the fact of your being brothers and 
D K E's, 'way down deep, you are asking yourselves, 'Well, what is the 
good of it?' 

"There are two pronounced reasons for this work for the North Pole ; 
one is the scientific information to be gained. I shall not take your time 
with that. Scientific discussions are out of place in after-dinner hours. 
But I will touch upon the other, the bigger, the broader proposition of 
what this North Pole work means. It is primarily national prestige, and in 
the results of this last expedition the fact that the Stars and Stripes were 
put in the lead was the thing that appealed to my enthusiastic friends and 
brothers, and to others, too, with instant strength; and it is easy to see 
the reason why ; for you and I are aware of the fact that when the wires 
tell the story that the Stars and Stripes are there at the North Pole, every 
one of us, from the hundreds of millions of us all over the world, from the 
farm laborer and delver in the mines up to that first gentleman in the 
land who is also a Delta Kappa, will pause for a moment in the consider- 
ation of his own life interests and feel a little better and a little prouder 
that he is an American and that he owns by proxy the top of the earth. 
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And I want to say to you, gcntlcnicn, that it is not only die privilege, but 
it is the duty and the destiny of this ooontrv to attain, not only the North 
Pole, bat the South Pole also. It is as moch oar privilege and oor duty 
and destiny to acxxxnplish those things as it is to build the Pauuuna Canal 
and to control the Pacific. The two last mean wealth, commercial su- 
premacy, unassailable power; but the first ones spell just as strongly as 
the others national prestige and a moral strength that come from the 
feeling that not even those centuiy-defying problems can withstand us, 

"And I want to say here, too, that when the time comes, as I believe 
it will, that the Stars and Stripes float at both ends of the axis of this 
earth, the power and bond of wisdom, the feeling of patriotism above all, 
will make it worth to this country ten times and more the cost in money, 
in deed and effort and in sacrifice.*' 

The Toastmaster then said : 

"Gentlemen: Commander Peary has told you that, before he started 
upon his last voyage, one of the associations of the D K E's presented 
him with a flag, which he placed at the highest point just reached. The 
gentlemen in charge of this dinner, not to be outdone by our Northwestern 
Association, have provided another. It is my greaX pleasure, too, in behalf 
of the gentlemen here, to give it to Commander Peary, with the injunction 
that he place this flag on a still higher point on his coming trip.'* 

General Horace E. Porter was next introduced. 

Gen. Porter said : 

"Now that the mystic march past has finished, let me say that when I 
came to this table to-night, and saw the mystic, cabalistic, and grotesque 
initials that represent this Association, I said, 'There must be something 
crooked about this organization ; for it was all Greek to me. I sojourned 
a little while once in Greece, and I enjoyed there the association of Greek 
men of letters, but I had to come back to New York to enjoy the Greek 
letter associations. 

"I am glad to meet the distinguished guest of the evening, not only 
because he stands as one of the world's greatest heroes, but also because 
he was brought up in my sister service. I know something about that 
service, for in the early part of the Civil War I used to be detailed on 
those amphibious expeditions composed of the Army and Navy." 

After continuing in this strain for some time, Gen. Porter then said : 

"If it had not been for the gallant and courageous men that have 
organized these great expeditions of discovery, we would now be ignorant 
of the lands of the midnight sun, the Polar seas, the great oceans discov- 
ered in the Pacific; of the sources of the Nile, the Dark Continent of 
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Africa ; we would not be here talking about it to-night, if it had not been 
for the gallant Norseman and the courageous Columbus who discovered 
America and made it possible to plant here the giant Republic of the new 
world; and it is a matter that interests more, perhaps, than any other 
subject, every class and condition of people in this country, navigators, 
geologists, geographers, historians, astronomers, meteorologists, every- 
body gets interested in it, and in the story; and then there is something 
that cultivates heroism in the land, and every man — ^there is a sympathetic 
chord struck in every heart when we hear of a great, self-sacrificing act of 
true heroism. When you pick up a paper and you see a paragraph describ- 
ing someone that has plunged into the cold water of the river to rescue a 
fellow being from drowning, or you read of a gallant fireman 
going through smoke and fire to rescue some feeble person and carrying 
him to safety, and when you read those paragraphs, why, unconsciously 
moisture collects in the eyes, and there is a big lump comes in the throat, 
and it is the natural tribute of sympathy to true heroism. 

"We must not say that Commander Peary has lacked in any quality 
of success. It is success for any one man to have taken the banner of his 
country — ^that emblem of its dignity and power — ^and to have planted it 
nearer to the Pole than any man in all history. 

"And it is well that we should meet to honor him to-night. I am sure 
from this assembly that all hearts glow towards him with a warmth of 
piety. He has inscribed his name high on the scroll of history. He has 
changed the direction of history; that is his meed of praise. The more 
history discusses him, the brighter will be the lustre of his career. 

"He is an example to his contemporaries ; he will be an inspiration to 
his successors. He has made his name honorable in his age ; it will be ven- 
erable to posterity. He has gained title deeds to honor of which he can 
never be dispossessed. He will hand down to posterity the richest legacy 
that man can leave to man — the memory of a good name, the inheritance 
of a noble example. '^ 

At this point Mr. Whitelaw Reid entered, and was received with 
cheers and applause. 

Rev. Anson Phelps Stokes was next introduced. He said : 

"Mr. Chairman and our Brothers ot D K E: I have listened with 
great interest to the story of Commander Peary's voyage. It seems to me 
that he has shown to us entirely unconsciously some of the traits which we, 
SiS D K B men, sls D K E's and as University men, most admire. I am 
glad to be here to say a few words to you about those traits. I feel myself 
very much at home in a gathering like this, which is made up entirely of 
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University men. I do not mean to say that University men ought to feel 
at home only among University men. I have no use for University men 
who do not feel at home in any gathering of men who try to do their 
work in the world, whether University men or not. But when we are at 
a gathering of a fraternity, the bond of friendship becomes a very dose tie. 
"It seemed to me as Commander Peary spoke to us so simply, hon- 
estly and modestly that he exemplifies those traits for which you and I as 
University men must admire him. We love to see his faith. I wonder 
if you have realized what faith it requires to do the work that he has done; 
faith in his ship ; faith in his companions ; faith in those Eskimo that he 
picked up there in the North; faith in his scientific instruments; faith in 
himself. It has required faith of the very finest kind, and the more I see 
of life, the more I realize that a man cannot do anything of high character, 
whether his work be law or diplomacy or the ministry or an3rthing else 
unless he has got a great deal of that firm, old-time faith. And I thank 
Commander Peary for giving to me and to the other young men of this 
country such a fine example of faith. 

"Then, too, do you realize what an awful amount of work such an 
expedition stands for ? Work in the old college days ; work in training in 
the navy ; work in preparing for the expedition ; work in keeping up the 
spirit of his men; work in arranging and in carrying through all those 
hard sledge trips of which he has spoken to us. That is another splendid 
trait. I like to see work joined to faith. There used to be, according to 
the old theologians, a difference between faith and works. Perhaps there 
is if you add an j to it ; but there never has been and there never will be 
any lack of harmony between faith and work — the two have got to go 
together — ^and our young men have got always to remember it (applause). 
"And then there is a third trait, and if it were not for that, no matter 
what Commander Peary had achieved in the way of going farthest north, 
we men of D K B would not care, as we do, to honor him so conspicuously 
to-night ; and I would add to faith and work, service. Commander Peary 
has not done this work for a selfish end. It has been for service — service 
for D K Ef Yes; something more. Service for the prestige of the 
United States sailor ? Yes ; something more. Service for the prestige of 
this country ? Yes, as he has eloquently told us ; but service, too, for the 
world. He has said that there were — that there are — ^two great objects 
of Arctic travel: scientific discovery and national prestige. They are 
indeed two worthy objects. It seems to me that, unconsciously, he has 
met another great purpose, that, in many ways, it seems to me, is as 
great as either of these, by the inspiration of his example to courage. 
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Every time a man does a courageous thing in a modest way, it just seems 
to lift up the whole planet, especially among the young men of the land ; 
and I want here, in this presence to thank him for his faith and for his 
work and for his service. 

"At my University, where we have the First Chapter, the mother 
Chapter, oi D K E, D K E still holds a dominant position among fra- 
ternities. The Dean of Yale College \s ^ D K E, the Treasurer of Yale 
is a £> /C E; the President of Yale, Dr. Hadley, is a D /f E; and I might 
go on adding to that list almost indefinitely. And the more I study the 
moral side of these men's careers — ^my own University is characteristic of 
the best — ^that our Universities send out into the world, the more I see 
that there is enough of faith and of work and of service, that spirit of 
faith and work and service which we so much admire. 

"And, gentlemen, I ask you to believe me that our colleges — ^and I 
speak not only of Yale which I know the best, but for many other institu- 
tions which I frequently visit — are having their whole moral tone and 
atmosphere improved. It is better to-day than it was when I was in 
college ten years ago, and it was a good sight better ten years ago than 
it was when most of you gentlemen were in college 20 and 30 years ago ; 
and it was better — so as to satisfy you — I may say it was better 20 or 30 
years ago than it was when your fathers were in college ; and if you can 
go back to your colleges (and I hope you do very often) you will see 
that this spirit is constantly developing and growing larger and broader 
ever3rwhere. 

"I am glad to be here as a Z7 /iC £ to honor Commander Peary. I 
thank him for the fine example that he has given us of work and of ser- 
vice and of faith. I assure you that the Old Eli Chapter — and I speak 
sincerely now — ^not that I have not spoken sincerely before — is in far 
better shape today than it ever has been in the past 30 years. I was at 
an initiation only a few weeks ago, and I can assure you that I felt proud 
of the grade of men that were being taken in and the fine spirit that they 
showed; and I only hope that those men and that all of us who meet 
to-night here in this spirit of friendship may go back to-morrow morning 
to our work inspired by the guest of the evening, and determine to put 
into our life, wherever our life may be cast — ^and I care not where it may 
be cast — ^the more I go on the more I see that Luther was right when he 
said that one man can serve God more truly by cobbling boots than 
another by preaching the gospel — but the main thing is that we, as 
D K E's, as University men, as American citizens, should put into life 
the spirit which Commander Peary has put into it : the spirit of faith, the 
spirit of service and the spirit of work." 
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The Toastmaster then said that there was no one for whose presence 
they would wish more than the President of the United States. He then 
read the following telegram from the President : 

"The President regrets his inability to accept the courteous invitation 
of the Delta Kappa Epsilon Association to be present at the annual dinner 
to be held January i6, 1907, at the Hotel St. Regis." 

"As he is absent, unable to be present, it seems to me a peculiarly 
happy circumstance that we are able to call upon, in a sense, his repre- 
sentative, the leading representative of this country at the Court of St. 
James." 

Mr. Reid said : 

"Mr. President, Brothers in the Delta Kappa Epsilon : If you (to the 
Toastmaster) had been good enough to say that I was not authorized to 
appear here for the President of the United States, and that you were not 
authorized to promise a speech from me at all, you would perhaps have 
given me a fairer introduction to this old class. 

"I cannot tell you how much I was touched by your generous welcome 
a few moments ago, or how grateful it is to one's inner feelings to return, 
after an absence of two years from his country, and find that he has not 
been entirely forgotten, and that his place in the old associations is still 
kept warm for him. Let me say, too, how proud I am of the development 
of this Delta Kappa Epsilon Society of New York. I once had the honor 
to be its President — ^a very unworthy President, as was best seen by the 
far inferior development of the Club in my time. I congratulate you on 
the enormous improvement which is manifested here to-night in your 
numbers and in the sincerity and force and ebullition of the speeches 
which you have evoked. 

"I shall not attempt to follow my old friend. Gen. Porter, here (indi- 
cating) in the absolute unique speech which he delivered. There is no 
man that I know of in the United States who would be wise in attempt- 
ing to follow it. Neither shall I attempt to follow my other friend, Mr. 
Stokes, who has made to you a singularly sensible and judicious speech of 
the kind which have given him such great influence over the vast number 
of students who come within his personal direction at Yale ; and I am under 
the misfortune of not having heard the great speech of the evening, as I 
understand — ^the speech of the honored member of Delta Kappa Epsilon, 
the successful explorer, the gallant national hero, whom you have met to 
honor. 

"I am accustomed to say sometimes, when, on the other side, I am 
tempted to violate my instructions, which — it may be well for you to 
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remember — are to avoid public speaking — ^when tempted overmuch to 
violate those instructions, I am accustomed sometimes to apologize by 
saying, as to many subjects they ask me to discuss, that on those points 
I have a vast and varied accumulation of ignorance. Among the subjects 
of which I am certainly least competent to speak is the subject of Arctic 
exploration ; but I do happen to have had one little relation with it. 

"Last winter, or in the spring, I was called upon by the Geographical 
Society of the City of New York, and, under the instructions of my Gov- 
ernment, to appear before the Royal Geographical Society of London, and 
present to a gallant English naval officer the highest medal, the gold 
medal of the Geographical Society of New York, for having carried the 
flag of his country nearest to the South Pole. 

"It would have been peculiarly grateful if, after having made that 
presentation to the gallant Captain Scott, it had happened that I was 
able, on my return, to bring back a similar testimonial to the equally 
worthy representative of the other branch of the great English-speaking 
race which carries, through its two families, civilization and Christianity 
and progress all around the globe — if I had been able to bring to this 
representative of the other branch of the race a similar testimonial for 
having carried the Stars and Stripes nearer than any other man has done 
to the North Pole. 

"Between Commander Peary and Captain Scott, of the Royal Navy, 
the English-speaking explorers of the world would seem to have almost 
surrounded the world. I am sure that on that side there is as great ad- 
miration as on this for his achievements. What he has lately done was 
not heard of at the time of which I speak, when this medal was presented 
to Captain Scott ; but what he had previously done had been heard of so 
thoroughly so that, among all the Arctic explorers named on that occasion 
by the President of the Royal Geographical Society, there was no one 
whose name evoked such cordial and hearty applause as the name of 
Peary. 

"Well, now, gentlemen, I am very proud that he belongs to our 
Society. I am very proud that he belongs to our country. I think we 
all have reason to take pride in the achievements of a man whose whole 
experience and whole career indicate the possession alike of character, 
courage, and distinterested public service. 

"As I was assured that I should not have to say anything at all, on 
the veracious statement of the gentleman whom you will see at my right, 
you will agree with me that I have now said quite enough. I thank you 
all very much." 
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Mr. Edward L. Pratt was next introduced as a representative of the 
undergraduates. 

Mr. Pratt said: 

"Mr. Toastmaster, Brothers of D K E: When I learned that the Com- 
mittee had honored me with an invitation to this delightful dinner and 
gathering of some of the most renowned seniors of the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon — when I became conscious of the fact that I was to be placed 
upon the speakers' list as following the Ambassador to England, I was 
quite apprehensive that my feelings as I arose to speak might be duly 
interpreted by the description the Irishman applied to the method of a 
frog in proceeding: get up and sit down. I feel, however, not only 
greatly honored by your Committee at being present here to-night, but I 
am doubly conscious of the fact that it is just such gatherings of those 
who most truly and best interpret the true spirit of D K E — ^it is such 
meetings as this that give the wider and broader significance of what 
Delta Kappa Epsilon can mean for all of us, not in college alone, but in 
the years that follow the time that we cut ourselves loose from the apron 
strings of our Alma Mater. The average undergraduate — or more 
especially, the neophyte just lately passed through the soul torturing 
methods of the initiation commission — is, at first, rather inclined to take 
a view that is narrow and hedged in alone by his own University. He 
does not, at first, I think, become conscious of the fact that he enters into 
a rich heritage of the best thoughts, ambitions and desires of men who, 
for over fifty years, have given their thoughts, their ideas and their ambi- 
tions toward the establishment of an ideal in the perpetuation of an insti- 
tution — an institution, I say, because they meant it not to be a mere 
transitory thing like a sweetmeat, pleasant to the taste only to disappear 
and become forgotten; and so I say that often we are inclined to take 
this narrow, restricted view of what Delta Kappa Epsilon means; and, 
too often, I fear we are at a loss to answer the question : What have you 
done with your talent? 

"But as he emerges from his cocoon of Freshman year, and as he 
returns from some D K E convention or an alumni dinner, such as this, 
then it is that the scope of his vision widens and he sees beyond the walls 
of his own University out over the plains and hills of future life. Then 
it is that he realizes that we are united, a band of brothers, marching 
along to the swelling tide of life with footsteps that make echo upon the 
shores of time. 

"And so, to-night, I rejoice that it is my pleasure to be here and, in 
behalf of the Mother Chapter of Delta Kappa and as its undergraduate, 
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say a very few words in connection with what ought to be the relations 
between the active members and the alumni body. We feel that our 
alumni — ^the finest and best organized body of any college fraternity — is 
our fortress and our bulwark in time of need and distress, and our proud- 
est boast at all times. We are all looking forward toward the same 
ideals. 

"Then we want also to sever the bonds that tend to bind us in the 
ambitions of the self-interest spirit alone. We want to feel more keenly 
the throb of the life pulse of the true D K E spirit, the spirit of alumni that 
we have exhibited here to-night, the spirit of the old men, the men who, 
thirty or forty years ago, graduated from college, and are still glad to 
gather around our table and 

" 'Mingle in the friendly bowl, 

The feast of reason and the flow of soul.' 

"Here is the true criterion of the D K E spirit, and here we can find 
exemplified that spirit which undergraduates want to incorporate in their 
diflferent chapters ; and so it is to you, to the alumni, that we appeal for 
a continuance of this spirit, for a continuance of your interest and devo- 
tion, your intelligence and aid, and your help along all lines, as accordingly 
T'lth the things we learn in our youth are the things we take to heart; 
from "^hich helpful spirit we may the better learn to serve our God, our 
country and our college." 

The Toastmaster : "It is a matter of regret that the President of this 
Society should not have presided over this meeting from the beginning, 
but he is present with us tc-night, an*' I will call upon him to address 
this Society at this time." 

President McCook said : 

"Gentlemen : At this hour, of course, it is too late to produce and give 
you that very elaborate address that I must have prepared for such an 
occasion. It so happened that I had an engagement to meet Mr. Reid 
somewhere else, made for this evening before the date of this dinner was 
arranged. So my duty was not to come down here and preside, but to 
go to that other dinner and see that Mr. Reid arrived in reasonable time. 
That part of the contract I carried out ; although he makes the statement 
now that he had assurance from me that he would not be called upon 
to make a speech. I said, 'Only a word,' and a word from him on any 
occasion is a speech. 

"I should like — no, I won't (turning to General Porter), Porter — I 
won't give it away — I was thinking of the first time I saw Porter come 
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into a certain headquarters in '63 — ^you can figure that out yourselves. 
During one of those lapses that come even on such joyous occasions — 
that come even to men serving in the field — he began to give us a story or 
two, and he has been at it until now, and I am sure that these he has 
told here are like those he then told, not the very same, I mean the same 
in character. It is good to see a young fellow here, and see how young 
and fresh and vigorous he looks, after all the hard tussels we have been 
through together. 

''I am glad I was not here to preside this evening. It is always most 
satisfactory to have Judge Holt presiding over an3rthing, except a court 
where you have a difficult case ; then you have no use for him. 

"I would have liked to explain why Commander Peary is all the time 
trying to get on top of that Pole; it is not generally known that he was 
bom on the tip top of the Allegheny Mountains. He was, however ; and, 
starting on top, he is going to keep at it until he gets on top of that 
Pole. I am awfully afraid that when he gets there, he will find it, 
instead of an upright pole, a cavity. It makes no diflFerence, however, 
for when he gets there, we will be all with him, because he is going to 
put the D K E flag over it, if he has to put it there by balloon. 

"The time has come now, gentlemen, that we should depart. I thank 
you for the interest you have displayed here, and we will now all form 
the mystic circle with which we usually break up these gatherings."

LECTURE COURSE AT PHI CHAPTER. 

It may be of interest to the Fraternity at large to hear something of 
the method adopted by the Phi Chapter at Yale during the past year to 
extend the interest and influence of the regular weekly meetings of the 
chapter. As the members are now taken in at the beginning of Sopho- 
more year, and the local graduates and those connected with the Uni- 
versity attend the meetings more frequently than formerly, owing to the 
greatly improved condition and standing in late years of the former so- 
called Junior societies at Yale, these meetings are attended by about 
seventy members and have become matters of general interest. 

During the year those who have spoken included, from among the ofli- 
cers of the University, Anson Phelps Stokes, Jr., who gave a stereopticon 
lecture on "Winter Sports in Switzerland" ; Dr. Henry B. Wright, who 
gave a history of the societies and social system at Yale ; Thomas Lee Mc- 
Clung, the Treasurer, and one or two of the younger professors on 
various subjects. The first address in the fall was by Hon. John DeWitt 
Warner (Cornell), who gave a most interesting talk on "History of Col- 
lege Secret Societies," a portion of which appeared in the June Number 
of the QuARTERi^Y, which address was most interesting and instructive, 
as are all those of our distinguished Fraternity Historian. Col. John J. 
McCook (Kenyon), President New York Association, represented 
the law as a profession and its opportunities for younger college men; 
Prof. Charles Baskerville (Virginia) in "Recent Developments of Science 
and Opportunities for College Graduates in the Profession of Chemistry" ; 
Comptroller Edward M. Grout (Colgate) on "Openings in Public Life 
for College Graduates"; Col. Charles H. Sherrill (Yale), who gave a 
very interesting illustrated stereopticon lecture on "A Summer Holiday 
Trip Around Sicily"; Capt. Hugh R. Garden (Virginia) on "D K B 
in the South, and Some Southern Stories"; Julian W. Curtiss (Yale) on 
"History of Athletics at Yale"; Dr. John P. Munn (Rochester) on 
"Practical Suggestions to Those Thinking of Adopting Medicine as a 
Profession"; and Mr. A. Barton Hepburn (Middlebury), President of 
the Chase National Bank of New York and Chairman of the United 
States Banking Commission, who told something of the present financial 
conditions and of the opportunities for younger men in finance. 

As will be seen from the list given above it has been the endeavor to 
secure, not only those who are distinguished in their respective sphere, but 
as far as possible to have speakers from chapters other than Yale, thus 
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tending to broaden the views and ideas and interests of the particular 
chapter at which the talks were made. It very generally applies to all 
chapters that the members while in College are apt to have their interests 
scMnewhat narrowed to their own institution, and just this broader idea 
is where our National Fraternities, as distinguished from local societies, 
are of perhaps the greatest value. On each occasion some graduate of 
Yale would accompany the guest from New York and the speaker would 
be entertained by several members of the undergraduate chapter, who on 
each occasion would be delegated for that purpose. The writer believes 
that the speaker on these occasions had a pleasant time and he certainly 
saw, not only D K E, but also Yale University (including "Mory's") to 
best advantage, and the chapter is certainly obliged to the distinguished 
gentlemen who have taken the trouble and interest to speak to them. 

While all of the addresses have been of interest, the writer believes that 
possibly the talk of Capt. Hugh R. Garden, including as it does a short 
history of the D K E Chapters in the South, especially before the Civil 
War, will be of more general interest to the Fraternity than the other 
more local or technical subjects. This talk of Capt. Garden's is therefore 
printed here. All these addresses were made as informal as possible, being 
given after the regular business meeting in the upper theatre room, when 
every one had cigars lighted and other creature comforts around, only 
business suits being allowed. This custom has proved successful and we 
believe will be continued by the Yale Chapter, and we respectfully oflFer it 
as a suggestion which may be found of interest or value to our sister 
chapters.

D K Eia THE SOUTH. 

When I accepted an invitation last week to spend an evening at Yale 
with my brethren of Phi, I knew that I would receive from you the affec- 
tionate greeting which is extended to every brother ; but I did not realize 
that the nodes ambrosiaiuB of old had been revived by the boys of our 
Mother Chapter, and that I should talk of that charmed circle of the 
Southern D K E oi years ago. 

The experience of a member of our Fraternity, as such, is individual, 
and, of course, personal ; and, although after the college life is ended, it 
ceases to be a part of his life, yet the close and confidential association 
of the best men in the best colleges, for the best purpose, forms a "tie 
that binds" for all time and under all circumstances. 
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This is, of course, romantic and sentimental; but in the lexicon of 
Youth life is a romance fed by sentiment; and just so far as the senti- 
ment is elevating will the romance bear good fruit. 

The southern character has always been properly esteemed romantic, 
and the Southerner is proud of it. This country was settled by the per- 
secuted ; and when Lord Baltimore brought to the Patapsco the gorgeous 
ritual of the Church of Rome, and Governor Spottiswoode to the lower 
Chesapeake, the "Knights of the Golden Horseshoe," and Sir Walter 
Raleigh to Roanoke, the Silken Cloak, pressed by the feet of Queen 
Elizabeth, and the English Younger Sons and French Huguenots to the 
Carolinas, the sad but romantic lives of Charles the First and Admiral 
Coligny, and the Spanish Dons and French Boulevardiers to Florida and 
Louisiana, the life and customs of their races ; there was implanted, even 
then, in Southern soil, the seeds of romance which have borne fruit for 
generations; not the least in excellence being the first Constitution of 
the D K E Fraternity, drafted for the Mother Chapter at this Grand old 
Institution of Yale, by a student from Alabama in 1846. 

Friendship is the result of a sentiment, and Fraternity is its expression ; 
and the proud and romantic nature of the Southerner, with his peculiar 
isolation, made the South a fertile field for the cultivation of a fraternal 
feeling among the best youths in the best localities. 

Of course, this clearly pre-supposes that the doctrine of selection was 
to be applied; and I never knew a young man who did not, for that 
reason, esteem himself honored by his election to 2i D K E chapter, in 
any college. This was shown by its growth in the South. 

In fourteen years prior to i860, there were forty-six chapters in the 
Fraternity, of which the South, with less than one-fourth of the colleges 
in the country, and one-fifth of the students, had more than one-third of 
the whole number of chapters. 

We thus see that the South early appreciated the wisdom and superb 
example of the Mother Chapter, in founding such an Association; and 
having the desire and a material to make use of its benefits, it proceeded 
with the co-operation of the Parent Chapter, to enjoy these advantages. 

Delta Chapter at the South Carolina College received its charter in 
1852. I was initiated a member of Delta Chapter in the Spring of 1857, 
and, of course, I was gratified and not surprised to find that we had a 
membership of the best "all round" men in college. This was but an 
illustration of other chapters where the high tone in college life was 
regulated by the students. 

Such was the honorable position which our Fraternity occupied in the 
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South in 1857. The following four years were of unexampled prosperity. 
The D K E's were strengthening their bonds of fellowship, and winning 
collegiate honors ; and were in favor with the lovUest of women. What 
more could be desired ? 

Yet, a cloud, no bigger than a man's hand, was hanging over our 
horizon ; and my competitor for the highest honor in our Class (of course, 
Si D K E), resolved with me that we would not open a book during the 
fall of i860, but would devote ourselves to firing the Southern heart, and 
stand our examinations later, as best we could. We thought we fired the 
heart, and were proud of our D K E and Class record; but both fell 
short, at the examination, of winning that coveted honor. 

No D K E failed, however, to receive the prizes of Scholarship and 
the smiles of the fair ; and that was honor enough. 

In December, i860, we vowed eternal all^^iance to Alma Mater, to 
D K E, and to one another, and parted; some for years, and many for 
ever. 

You remember that beautiful chapter on "partings," in which Bulwer 
reminds us of the flippant way in which we are accustomed to part, say- 
ing "soon meet again," and how in heart, soul and spirit, we stand apart, 
"when once more face to face each inwardly exclaims, 'met again.' " 

This may be true of others, but no so oi D K E. 

Four years of awful rupture of apparently every tie passed, and during 
that pericxi I met only six D K E's, two of whom I had never seen before. 
One was a Federal officer lying wounded near the "peach orchard" at 
Gettysburg, during Pickett's charge. My battery had been almost 
destroyed, and I came by, carrying with the aid of another, a favorite 
gunner apparently mortally wounded. A cry from a wounded man for 
water, that he be taken from those jaws of hell, and that he was sl D K E 
caused my canteen to be dropped at his side ; and turning as we passed on, 
I saw the Confederates retiring from the field ; and I knew he was safe. 
The other was a Confederate staff officer, who saw a battery with few men 
and horses toiling up a steep hill on the retreat from Gettysburg to the 
Potomac. A sharp question — "Whose battery is this, and where are your 
men ?" brought an equally sharp answer, giving the name, and that "The 
men are on the field of Gettysburg." A respectful bow from the Staff 
Officer followed, and those worn-out men and horses were supplemented 
by others, which saved them from a dangerous situation. 

Thus were the members oi D K E true to their mystic symbols, and 
to the bonds of union for which all honor is due to the Parent Chapter of 
Yale. 
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But this IS not all. After those four terrible years, a few of us went 
from Appomattox to the University of Virgnia ; and there, in 1866, three 
of us, all College graduates and D K E's prior to i860, returned to our 
studios, revived the "Eta" Chapter, with the hearty rejoicings of the 
Parent Chapter. 

We initiated a number of students during the two following years, 
who have become an honor to the Fraternity in many States; and in 
June, 1868, having accumulated enough of this world's lucre to pay for 
a dinner, with the aid of three embryo bishops, two college professors, 
four briefless lawyers, and five doctors, all with diplomas as assets we 
had a symposium at "Jackeri's," which reminded us of the joys we had 
tasted in the "Fifties," and of the years we had wasted in the "Sixties." 

That the symposium bore fruit is shown by the prosperity of "Eta" 
Chapter from that day to this. 

And now brothers in D K E, what shall I say of the future. 

The members of the Fraternity, all sons of Phi, through their chapters 
scattered over the land, have served and are serving their country and 
Fraternity, with zeal, affection and distinction, in every sphere of life. 

Their careers are examples of conservative progress, freedom fr<xn 
the isms which mark the extremes of modern thought, and a con- 
sciousness of responsibility which is the anchorage of every thoughtful 
man. 

This responsiblity is increasing with time and our growth. 

Our country has more than trebled its population since 1865. ^^^ 
South has more than quadrupled its wealth since 1880. 

Southern boys no longer frequent European Universities, but are in 
every great institution of learning throughout our land ; and in the ranks 
ol D K E will be found worthy successors of those who have preceded 
them. 

Our vast increase of wealth and population has been accompanied 
with a corresponding increase in the number of colleges and universities. 

To maintain and increase its power and influence, let our Fraternity 
closely observe this steadily enlarging volume, and meet the best young 
men in the best localities, with that fraternal encouragement which we 
have always extended in the past. 

Thus will the influence of our Fraternity for good keep pace with 
the growth of our land, and when troubles hereafter come, as come 
they will, the D K E's with one accord, will proudly rally to her support 
under the shield of a common country.

All the toasts were given in a manner in keeping with the jolly 
spirit of the occasion. From time to time a good Deke song, sung only 
as banqueters can sing, helped the good fellowship of the evening. At the 
conclusion the circle was formed and the count given showed eighty-seven 
to be present. The brothers pronounced it one of the best banquets ever 
held. 

Mountain Association of D K E. 

The mile-high Mountain Association of Delta Kappa Epsilon has 
punctuated the calendar regularly each month the last quarter with the 
usul informal Deke dinner. D K E's recently arrived are Lieut. P. G. 
Rifenberick, Jr., Kenyon, '94, who has been stationed in Denver and 
detailed with Headquarters Staff, U. S. A., Dept. of Colorado ; and A. W. 
Belden, University of North Carolina, '97, who will assume charge of the 
construction and experiments of the U. S. G. S. Fuel Testing Plant soon 
to be erected. 

Lack of suitable assembly rooms has been a constant handicap for 
this organization, activities having been limited to dining. The advisa- 
bility of renting rooms had been discussed, but for forty-five men, thirty- 
five of whom were initiated previous to 1890, it did not appear necessary 
although desirable. When the idea of forming a permanent inter- 
fraternity dub in Denver for college Greek-letter men was suggested by a 
local ''Greek" (not a Deke) it was discovered that some twelve other 
fraternity alumni organizations were in a condition parallel to the Dekes. 

The suggestion met with instant approval. Cordial co-operation 
among all the "Greeks" resulted, within eight weeks, in the formation of 
the Pan-Hellenic Club and the formal opening of its comfortable quar- 
ters in the Adams Hotel. This is where the Dekes have been meeting 
for the past four years. 

A brief exposition of the Club may be of interest. The organization 
is incorporated. Membership in some national Greek-letter college fra- 
ternity, either academic or professional, constitutes eligibility. A mem- 
bership committee, consisting of one representative from each fraternity, 
some twenty-seven in the Club's enrolment, acts upon each application. 
The Board of Directors, consisting of the four officers and five others, were 
chosen by general election, and by constitution represent nine different 
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fraternities. It is curious that four members of the Board are members 
of fraternities unrepresented by chapters in Colorado. Enrolment mem- 
bers, 245 active (alumni), 60 non-resident, and 75 Junior (under- 
graduate) members. 

The Club has leased for three years the entire top floor of the Adams. 
The quarters comprise the assembly room, with its seating capacity for 
three hundred ; a reading room, where one may find all fraternity maga- 
zines; a writing room, pool room, office for secretary, three card and 
committee rooms, cloak room and bath. Three exits open upon the finest 
roof garden imaginable. The Club cafe is upon the ground floor.

Although not recent, the death of Aurelius E. Mestre is worthy of 
notice. After graduation, Mestre took a post-graduate course in 
Engineering with Professor Compton with the intention of study- 
ing at Cornell or the Rensselaer Polytechnic for his C. E., but 
interrupted his studies to go to Cuba to take charge of family 
estates. For about ten years he was extensively engaged in super- 
vising sugar planting and production for the Mestre and other 
estates. He returned to the United States in 1896 and was en- 
gaged in the machinery business until war was declared with 
bpam, when he considered it his duty, both as an American 
citizen and as a native of Cuba, to volunteer. He served with 
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great distinction on General Wheeler's staff in the Santiago cam- 
paign, being especially mentioned and commended in despatches 
for gallantry. In the negotiations with General Toral for the 
surrender of Santiago, he acted as interpreter and was of especial 
service because of his intimate knowledge of Spanish and of Cuba 
and its conditions. 

From illness contracted in this campaign he never recovered, 
and died at sea in 1899 on his way to the Canary Islands in quest of 
health. 

His father, Joseph M. Mestre, was Professor of Law in the Uni- 
versity of Havana, and was exiled by the Spanish Government 
in 1869 because of his sympathy with and services for the cause 
of "Cuba Libre'* Coming to New York to practice law, he 
matriculated at Columbia Law School in order to qualify himself 
for admission to the New York and Federal Bars. Tradition has 
it that, when Professor Dwight would put a question to Professor 
Mestre, which happened to overtax the English of the learned 
Cuban, he would plunge into Latin. As Dwight was an accom- 
plished linguist, the recitation or discussion would go on in Latin 
to the delight of the Class. Professor Maestre soon built up a 
large and lucrative practice, especially with Spanish and Latin- 
American clients. 

An elder son, Alfred, A. B., Nu, '80, is an LL. B. of Columbia, a 
member of the N. Y. Stock Exchange, and now head of the 
banking and brokerage firm of Alfred Mestre & Co., of 42 
Broadway. A daughter, Clemencia, married H. G. S. Noble, 
A. B., Nu, '80, and their son, Floyd Clarke Noble, is named 
after R. Floyd Clarke, Nu, '80. Noble wrote and illustrated 
the brilliant "History of the Class of '80, by Prof. Bon, S. G. H.," 
in the "Class Day Book of the Star of '80," and Clarke edited 
and wrote a large part of the book.

*oi. Brother George A. Marden, several years Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States, in charge of the Sub-Treasury at Boston, died on 
December 19, 1906, at his home in Lowell, Mass. The cause of 
his death was angina pectoris, from which disease he had suf- 
fered for about five years, although he had attended to business 
most of the time and was confined to his bed only four weeks. 
He was bom in Mount Vernon, N. H., in 1839, ^^e son of a 
mechanic. At an early age he learned the shoemaker's trade, and 
until he was sixteen years of age much of his time was devoted to 
work at the bench. He worked his way through college by the 
help of his trade and by teaching school. 

In the latter part of the year 1861 he entered the army, enlisting 
as a private in Company G, Second Regiment, Berdan's United 
States Sharpshooters, and later was transferred to the First 
Regiment, Berdan's Sharpshooters. He saw service under Mc- 
Clellan during the peninsula campaign. 

After he was mustered out of service in September, 1864, he re- 
turned to New Hampshire and pursued legal studies at Concord. 
N. H., at the same time being employed as a writer on the Con- 
cord Daily Monitor. For a short time in 1866 he published the 
Kanawha Republican, a weekly newspaper, in Charleston, W. Va., 
but soon after returned to New Hampshire, where he assisted in 
compiling and editing a history of each of the New Hampshire 
military organizations during the war under the direction of the 
adjutant-general's office. 

Here he acted as Assistant Editor of the Boston Advertiser in 
the early part of 1867, and later in that year became one of the 
owners of the Lowell (Mass.) Daily Courier and Lowell Weekly 
Journal. He continued in the newspaper business up to his death 
owning a controlling interest in the Courier-Citizen Publishing 
Company of Lowell. 
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Brother Marden served as a Member of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives in 1873, and from 1874 until 1883 was 
Clerk of that body. In the latter year he was again elected a 
Member of the House and became its Speaker, and was re-elected 
to the same position in 1884. He served as a Member of the 
Senate in 1885. He was one of the four Grant delegates from 
Massachusetts to the National Republican Convention at Chicago 
in 1880. 

From 1889 to 1893 he served as Treasurer and Receiver- 
General of the State. President McKinley appointed Mr. Marden 
in 1899 to be Assistant Treasurer of the United States at Boston 
and he was reappointed by President Roosevelt in 1903, holding 
that position at his death. 

Brother Marden was a member of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion and was the First Commander of Post 42, G. A. R., 
of Lowell. He was elected President of the Dartmouth Alumni 
Association in 1889. 

His wife and two sons, Philip S., Pi, '94, and Robert F., Pi, '98, 
survive him. Both the sons are connected with the Lowell 
Courier-Citizen, the elder as Managing Editor of the paper. 
'73. The Phillipian, the student publication of Phillips Andover Academy, 
publishes the following article in the issue of January 9, 1907 : 

"Mr. Matthew S. McCurdy, of the Faculty, who was kept from 
his work during the fall term because of an attack of typhoid fever, 
resumed his regular duties at the opening of the current term. 
The school at large extends to Mr. McCurdy its hearty congratula- 
tions on his complete recovery and his ability once more to take up 
his class room work. 

"Mr. McCurdy has enjoyed a remarkable and unique record as 
a teacher in Phillips Academy. He began his work as a teacher 
here in the fall of 1873, the same year that the late Principal Ban- 
croft took up his duties in Andover. Both men were graduates of 
Dartmouth College (Doctor Bancroft in the Class of '60). 

"Since 1873 Mr. McCurdy has taught almost without inter- 
ruption, up to the present time. Barring his recent illness, he has 
never been absent from his classes for more than a day or two at 
a time. Even these absences have been rare and the record com- 
prises many years in which not a single absence was recorded. 
Mr. McCurdy has always been an enthusiastic follower of the 
athletics of the school and enjoys the unique distinction of having 
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never missed an Andover-E^eter contest since games were started 
between the two schools. But the record in which Mr. McCurdy 
takes probably the greatest pride is that of having been officially 
connected with the school longer than any other one man in the 
Academy's long history. Through all these long years of service 
Mr. McCurdy has endeared himself to hundreds, even thousands 
of old Phillips boys who will hear with genuine rejoicing of his 
recovery and return to work." 
'74. Brother Frank S. Streeter, Chief Counsel of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad for the State of New Hampshire, has tendered his resig- 
nation, which has been accepted with the understanding that it will 
take effect December 31. Mr. Streeter has been prominent as a 
railroad attorney for twenty years, and has been identified with 
the amalgamation of the several railroads. He was Counsel for the 
Concord Railroad during the years of the contests before the Legis- 
lature between that corporation and the Boston and Maine, and 
was interested in the revocation of the lease of the Boston, Concord 
and Montreal to the Boston and Maine. 

He was conspicuous in the amalgamation of the Concord and 
Boston and Concord and Montreal Railroads to form the Concord 
and Montreal, and was a prominent factor eleven years ago in the 
accomplishment of the lease of the Concord and Montreal to the 
Boston and Maine. 

Since the lease went into effect General Streeter has been the 
Chief of the L^al Staff of the Boston and Maine in New Hamp- 
shire, tr3ring many civil actions and appearing for the railroad 
before Committees of the Legislature.

The most noticeable increases in the number of chapters are Kappa 
Sigma, which has jumped from 14 to 76— over 2j4 per year ; Sigma Nu, 
which has jumped from 6 to 56; Sig^a Alpha Epsilon, from 16 to 67; 
Kappa Alpha (Southern), from 18 to 50; Alpha Tau Omega, from 26 
to 56 ; and Phi Gamma Delta, from 27 to 57. Phi Delta Theta and Beta 
Theta Pi have kept well together, going from 44 to 70 and 69, respectively. 
Alpha Delta Phi and Psi Upsilon have advanced from 17 to 24 and 22, 
respectively, and Theta Delta Chi, from 13 to 24. 

Delta Kappa Epsilon has advanced from 29 to 41, and Delta Upsilon 
from 17 to 37, Delta Kappa Epsilon standing twelfth on the list and 
Delta Upsilon thirteenth. At the rate of Delta Upsilon's present progress 
in this direction, a very few years should see them exchange places. 

Zeta Psi, Chi Psi, Delta Phi and Sigma Phi have made slight gains, 
while Chi Phi and Delta Psi have each suffered a net loss of one. 

In 1883 Delta Kappa Epsilon was sixth on the list; in 1890, eighth; 
and in 1898 and 1906, twelfth. 

The net increase in chapters appears to have been considerably greater 
for the eight years ending with 1906 than for the eight years immediately 
previous to that period. This is particularly so in our own case, our 
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increase being six for the last mentioned period and only one for the 
first. 

An interesting and, to us, significant portion of the above tables is 
that part showing the number of chapters lost. It will be seen that these 
losses, by all these twelve fraternities having the largest chapter rolls, 
have been very large, with the single exception of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

Alpha Delta Phi, Psi Upsilon, Delta Upsilon and Sigma Phi have had 
no losses, and Delta Kappa Epsilon and Delta Phi but one each. But 
the best record in this respect appears to be held by Delta Upsilon, with an 
increase of 20 and no losses, and Delta Kappa Epsilon, with a net increase 
of 12 and but one loss — and that was the Harvard Chapter, which was 
withdrawn by the Fraternity. 

Those two conservatives. Delta Phi and Delta Psi, show losses. Delta 
Phi, with 1 1 chapters, a loss of one, as above stated, and Delta Psi, with 8, 
a loss of two. Among the more liberal conservatives Chi Phi with 20 
chapters shows a loss of 12.

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During this period the large increases in membership have been 
approximately as follows: Phi Delta Theta and Sigma Alpha Epsilon, 
each 12,000 ; Beta Theta Pi, 10,000 ; Phi Gamma Delta, 9,000 ; Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, 8,000; Delta Upsilcm, Phi Kappa Psi, Delta Tau Delta, Kappa 
Sigma, Alpha Tau Omega, Sigma Nu and Kappa Alpha (Southern), each 
6,000; Psi Upsilon and Sigma Chi, each 5,000, and Alpha Delta Phi, 
4,600. 

The membership of all these last-named, except Delta Kappa Epsilon, 
Psi Upsilon and Alpha Delta Phi, in 1883, twenty-four years ago, was 
less than 4,000 each, except Beta Theta Pi, which was less than 5,000. 



Mathematical demonstrations of statistical facts are necessarily devoid 
of rhetorical ornamentation, and generally make dry reading, but we have 
endeavored to put the above facts and figures in as concrete and concise 
form as possible, with the view of bringing to notice certain salient points 
which we deem worthy of consideration. 

One conclusion must stand out prominently, and that is that we shall 
probably soon lose that numerical supremacy which we have enjoyed these 
many years. Eleven fraternities already exceed our chapter roll, some 
of them by almost double. The net increase in the number of chapters 
of eleven exceeds ours for the period from 1883 to 1906, one by over five 
times, two by over four times and five by over twice. We are now being 
closely pressed in point of number of members by Beta Theta Pi and Phi 
Delta Theta. Beta Theta Pi has 69 chapters and Phi Delta Theta 70, as 
against our 42. It is safe to presume that "the largest college fra- 
ternity," a few years hence will not be Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

Another conclusion which appears to be justified is that, of the largest 
fraternities, Delta Kappa Epsilon is the most stable. Within the last 
twenty-nine years we have lost but one chapter — Harvard, which was 
withdrawn. This stability is strengthened by our age, not that tottering 
age of senility, but that age which adds vigor with the years. Twenty-two 
of our forty-two chapters are over fifty years old. Another element of 
the stability lies in the character and standing of the institutions where our 
chapters are maintained. 



CRKKK NEWS AND CLIPPINGS. 

A negro has won a Rhodes scholarship from Pennsylvania. 

The Annapolis crews will participate in the Poughkeepsie regatta this 
year. 

The annex to the Tilton Memorial Library, at Tulane, was dedicated 
last month. 

The 1906-1907 enrolment of Vanderbilt is 874, the high-water mark at 
that institution. — Record, Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 

One hundred and seventy-five schools and colleges have entries for 
Pennsylvania's spring Relay Carnival at Philadelphia. — Record, Sigma 
Alpha Epsilcm. 

At Columbia, the fraternities are considering an agreement not to bid 
men for two months after college opens. At the end of this time it is 
proposed to set aside a week for pledging. — Record, Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 

The Tulane Law School, the only law school in the country which 
teaches the old Spanish, Roman and French civil law, has recently been 
reorganized with Judge Eugene D. Saunders, of the United States District 
Court, as Dean. — Record, Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 

Chicag^o has served notice on Michigan that all athletic relations 
between the two universities will be broken unless the latter agrees to 
abide by the Western Conference rules at all times. Michigan contends 
that it should not be held up to these requirements when playing against 
colleges not in the Conference. Michigan has been recently readmitted 
into the Eastern Intercollegiate Association. — Record, Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon.

The article on "The Province System," in the October Scroll, has been 
copied by a number of our contemporaries. A few of them have called 
attention to errors. Beta Theta Pi was the first fraternity to divide itself

into districts, each district having a chief assistant secretary. This went 
into effect at the beginning of 1874. The Rainbow quotes the proceedings 
of the Delta Tau Delta convention held in May, 1874, to show that that 
fraternity then divided itself into four districts. However, each of these 
districts, instead of having an executive officer at its head, had a grand 
chapter, besides which there was a grand chapter for the whole fraternity, 
and the grand chapter system continued in Delta Tau Delta until 1883. 
The Trident of Delta Delta Delta calls our attention to the fact that the 
province executive in that sorority is called "grand vice president of 
Alpha province," etc. Delta Upsilon has adopted the district system. It 
has 37 chapters, divided into five districts, called "district I," '^district 
II," etc., each comprising from 2 to 11 chapters, and having a president 
and secretary. The Delta Upsilon Quarterly is much pleased with the 
workings of the district plan. On the other hand the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon Quarterly in an editorial disapproves of the district system, 
which, it says, has been adopted by "several of the large-membership 
fraternities." The editorial says: 

"While this system may seem to have its advantages, and may even 
in some cases be believed, at first blush, to have been more or less of a suc- 
cess, as it is fair to presume it has, judging from the fact that it has been 
and is regularly maintained by several of the numerically large fraternities, 
yet we are decidedly opposed to any such innovation in our case. Delta 
Kappa Epsilon is pre-eminently national; in the abstract, its aims and 
purposes, and in the concrete, its territorial domain." 

The Phi Kappa Psi Shield quoting further from the D K E 
Quarterly says : 

"We do not know what the Quarterly means by 'large-membership 
fraternities,' D K E being one of the big ones. And as to apprehensions 
about sectionalism, we can say, after nearly twenty years' experience with 
the district idea, that it is ridiculous. * * * * Of all the fraterni- 
ties that have adopted the plan, which is only in line with the system of 
organization that prevails in almost every national body of importance, 
none have discarded it, but this fact seems to have no weight with our 
D K E contemporary. It discovers that such plan must necessarily 
produce sectionalism, and so a 'pre-eminently national' fraternity like 
D K E — ^it has a chapter or two west of the Mississippi — must necessarily 
regard it as both 'useless and pernicious.' * * * * We have no idea 
we could convince our friend D K E \n the face of his preconceived 
opinions. We assure him, however, that up to this date we have failed to 
witness 'the spectacle of a fraternity, or several fraternities rather, within 
a fraternity.' ''—Scroll, Phi Delta Theta. 
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A SKETCH OF ALPHA ALPHA. 

*'Krifiod€v ^cAo( 'act" 

In the spirit of these words our chapter was founded; inspired 
by them it has grown. The real history of Alpha Alpha cannot be re- 
corded in cold t3rpe. It is something which is enshrined in the hearts 
of our members, for each differing, yet for all something precious, some- 
thing to be cherished in memory, something which gives to their devotion, 
to the ideals of our Fraternity, a "local habitation and a name." 

Alpha Alpha, the fifteenth of the chapters oi D K B, was founded in 
1854. At that time Middlebury College, which had just passed its 
semi-centennial anniversary, contained about one hundred men. Only 
two of the present buildings were then standing, the Chapel and Painter 
Hall. Several general societies had been formed among the students, 
such as the Philadelphian, which has for its purpose the maintenance 
and enlargement of a suitable library. There was one secret society, 
the Alpha Mu Chapter of Chi Psi, which had been founded eleven years 
before. This chapter had succeeded in putting itself under the ban 
of the Faculty. 

Such were the conditions in Middlebury when Horace Holmes Thomas 
entered college in the fall of 1854, having passed his Freshman year in 
Colby, where he had become a member of the Xi Chapter of Delta Kappa 
Hpsilon. At Middlebury he found himself an ardent "Deke," with no 
chapter ofDKB within a himdred miles. He therefore resolved to 
found a chapter there. 

Possessed of indefatigable energy, he was also a congenial man, of 
exceedingly attraEctive manners, one who encouraged intimacy, and pos- 
sessed the rare attribute of drawing men to him at will. 

In the founding of the new chapter the first obstacle to overcome 
was the opposition of the Faculty, who were at that time all-powerful 
in the life of the undergraduates. All agreed that the one secret society 
then in college had a bad influence. The question was, would another 
such organization make matters worse, or would the rivalry of the two 
preserve a balance beneficial to the college? On this point the Faculty 
were divided, but President Labaree favored the project. Thomas, 
armed with this knowledge, proceeded to select five men who seemed 
to him to represent the most scholarly and intellectual element in col- 
lege. Those chosen were Edwin C. Johnson, '55; Martin L. Mead, 
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'55 ; Walter C. Dunton, '57 ; Stephen Knowlton, '57, and Chas. W. Seaton, 
'57. Thomas and Johnson were selected to make the application for a 
charter. They accordingly attended the Convention of 1854, which met 
at Dartmouth, and secured the coveted charter. At that time the Alpha 
Chapter at Harvard had become inactive, and the new Middlebury 
Chapter was given the name of Alpha. At the same Convention a 
charter was granted the Iota Chapter at the Kentucky Military Insti- 
tute (now the Central University of Kentucky). Perhaps a word regard- 
ing the subsequent lives of the charter members of Alpha Chapter, as it 
was then known, would be timely. 

Horace Holmes Thomas was bom in Hubbardton, Vt., December 
18, 183 1. While he was still a boy, the family moved to Brandon, 
Vt., where he received his preparatory education. After graduating 
from Middlebury at the age of twenty-five, he studied law, was admitted 
to the Bar in 1859, and practiced in Chicago. In 1861, at the breaking 
out of the War of the Rebellion, he was, upon the recommendation of 
Senator Solomon Foote, of Vermont, appointed to an important position 
in the War Department. In this position he was brought into intimate 
relations with the great War Secretary Stanton, and was much trusted 
by him. Desiring to see active service in the field, upon the recom- 
mendation of Secretary Stanton, he entered the military service of the 
United States early in '63, as First Lieutenant and Adjutant of the 
8th Tennessee Infantry, U. S. Volimteers. For a time he was stationed 
with his regiment at Camp Nelson, Kentucky, serving as Post Adjutant 
until the invasion of Bast Tennessee by General Bumside in August, 
'63. Being then assigned to duty as Acting Assistant Adjutant-Cxeneral 
on the staff of General Carter, he continued in such duty until the 
arrival of General Bumside's command at Knoxville, Tenn., partici- 
pating in the siege and defence of that city, shortly after which he was 
made Provost Marshal-General of East Tennessee, while serving as 
Assistant Adjutant-General on the staff of General Bumside. In Jan- 
uary, 1865, the command to which he was assigned joined the 23d Army 
Corps in North Carolina. Thomas served with this Corps in the cam- 
paign from Newbem to Raleigh, N. C. The war over, he was mus- 
tered out of the service of the United States in May, 1865, having been 
as good and true a son of his fatherland as he has been a brother in 

DKB. 

With the office of Brigadier and Quartermaster-General of State 
Militia, he now acted as private adviser to the celebrated Gov. Brownlow, 
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of Tennessee. At the expiration of the latter*s term of office, Thomas 
moved to Chicago, where he served three sessions in the Illinois House 
of Representatives, one of them as Speaker, and was also in the State 
Senate from 1888 to 1892. He was for a time Private Secretary of the 
Postmaster of Chicago. In 1898 he was appointed by President Mc- 
Kinley, U. S. Appraiser of the Port of Chicago, whidi office he filled 
till his death in 1904. During his long and eventful life. Brother Thomas 
yet found time to show his lively interest in the chapter in whose found- 
ing he took the leading part 

Edwin Charles Johnson, Valedictorian of his Class, was appointed 
during his fourth year after graduation Professor of Latin in Chicago 
University, but died in 1863, having filled the Chair but four years. 

Martin Luther Mead studied Medicine in the Albany Medical Col- 
lege, was Professor of Chemistry in Wooster University for a time, and 
served as Contract Surgeon of the Fourth Regiment of Michigan Vol- 
unteers during the war. Moving to Colorado, he was one of the most 
successful physicians of that State till his death in 1899. 

Walter Chipman Dunton was admitted to the Bar in 1858, and re- 
moved to Kansas, where in i860 he was a member of the Territorial 
Legislature. After the war, in which he served conspicuously, he prac- 
ticed law in Rutland, Vermont. He was a member of the State Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1870, and also served as State Senator for 
some years. He was Probate Judge twelve years, and finally a Judge of 
the Supreme Court of Vermont. He died in 1890. 

Stephen Knowlton was ordained a Congregational Clergyman soon 
after his graduation, and spent a successful half-century in this work 
in Vermont. He is the only one of Alpha Alpha's charter members now 
living. His present address is West Medway, Mass. 

Charles William Seaton served during the war, rising to the rank 
of Captain. At the close of the war, he went into the Census Office at 
Washington, D. C, where he remained until his death in 1885, at which 
time he was Superintendent of the Tenth United States Census. 

Of these six charter members two were Valedictorians, one a Salu- 
tat^rian, and the remaining three all elected to Phi Beta Kappa. 

The chapter's first "frat. rooms," which were occupied for twenty 
years, were in a building on the bank of the Otter, which fiows through 
the village of Middlebury. In the words of an alumnus of that time: 

"D K B Hall was in the Nichols Block, at the south end of the 
bridge and on the east side of the street. In 1900 Frank Bond had a 
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clothing store in that vicinity. The Chi Psis had theirs over the bank, 
north of the Addison House. The ''Oudens" (you call them Delta 
Upsilons now) had their hall over the Chi Psi Hall. I may be mistaken 
as to which one occupied the second floor. Freshmen were not sup- 
posed to know where our Hall was. We were taken down the old 
dry ravine of the river blindfolded, and led backwards to the Hall, and 
put into the furniture store rooms just opposite the entrance to the 
D K E door which was on the left side of the stairs. The room 
was entirely dark, except where some Deke rubbed phosphorus on the 
walls — ^you know what a ghastly appearance that makes. The initiation 
fee was used to pay for the banquet. The latter was held in an old 
rookery at the other end of the bridge. A dudish sort of fellow by the 
name of Ike Goodrow waited on the table. He looked and acted so 
much like a girl that we were uncertain as to his sex." 

During the first few months of the chapter's existence twelve new 
members were initiated, thus bringing the membership up to eighteen. 
Among the first initiates were Moses Marston, who died a Professor 
of English Literature in the University of Minnesota; John C. Labaree, 
son of President Labaree of the college ; Brainard Kellogg, the author of 
several text books and for mnay years Dean of the Brooklyn Poly- 
technic Institute ; Stephen A. Walker, afterwards President of the Board 
of Education of New York City, and District Attorney of the County 
of New York; and Charles M. Mead, one of the translators of the 
Revised Version of the Bible, a theologian of international prominence. 

When the Alpha Chapter at Harvard was revived, no little confusion 
was caused by the fact that there were two chapters oi D K E, both 
bearing the name of Alpha. This difficulty was settled by the Conven- 
tion of 1857, which changed the name of the Middlebury Chapter to 
Alpha Prime, by which name it was known for many years. 

In 1859 ^'^ chapter met with adversity. All the delegfation of '59 
left college before graduation except one, who obtained his degree and 
was Valedictorian of his Class. At this time also an incident occurred 
which threatened ill to the new chapter. One member of '59 had been 
expelled and had entered Chi Psi. This caused a great commotion in 
college circles. He soon left Middlebury, but appeared at Amherst de- 
manding admittance to Sigma. Alpha Alpha, however, fought him out 
oi D K E hy carrying the case to the 13th National Convention which 
met with Bowdoin in '58. An alumnus of that period writes: "Little 
wonder that in the Class of '60 we got but one man and he fell out before 
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A. B. It seems surprising in the retrospect that we rallied sufficiently 
to get a fair delegation from '6i. To be sure, not all pulled through to a 
degree, but there was nothing calamitous in our experience, and we got 
a large (eleven) and every way satisfactory delegation from '62 — 
althougfa many fell out — for these were Civil War times." 

Of her war record Alpha Alpha is justly proud. Of the forty or so 
members of D K B in Middlebury between 1861 and 1865 twenty-six 
joined the Army. One of them, Aldace P. Walker, '62, came from his 
regiment to graduate with his class, and, clad in his officer's uniform, de- 
livered the Valedictory address amid unbounded enthusiasm. A letter 
from an alumnus of this stormy period runs thus: "The men in the 
war seemed to be in such serious surroundings — ^we cannot indicate to 
those of latter days the feeling that all at home had, as if the air was 
charged and surcharged with an acute expectation every day of an 
eventful to-morrow — ^that they had no time or feeling to write the chap- 
ter or members of their experiences. You, who have read the history 
of those days, can see now how it was. The war seemed to be an ever- 
lasting experiment. Always marching, countermarching, encamping, 
breaking camp with no knowledge or information given to anyone but 
the commanding general or his immediate officers, of what the plan was, 
or where the eventual point of concentration lay. The boys evidently 
were all at sea as well as at war. I imagine the boys felt all the time as 
if something was in progress and that when some event worth while 
was consummated they would give us account." 

This is Alpha Alpha's Honor Roll of veterans of the Civil War: 
George Daniel Davenport, '56, Captain Co. B, 5th Vt. Inf.; Walter 
Chipman Dimton, '57, Captain Co. H, 14th Vt. Inf.; Charles William 
Seaton, '57, Captain Co. F, ist Reg. Sharpshooters; Horace Holmes 
Thomas, '57, Brigadier General, Army of Tennessee; Samuel Emmons 
Bumham, '58, Captain Co. E, 5th Vt. ; Stephen Ambrose Walker, '58, 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, U. S. A.; William Henry Button, '61, 
Private 12th Vermont Vol. ; Samuel Barrett Pettengill, ex-'6i, 
N on-Commissioned Staff Officer, Co. B, 7th Squadron R. I. Cav. ; 
Fernando Cortes Beaman, ex-'62, Captain 98th N. Y., Inf.; Henry Au- 
gustus Eaton, '62, Captain 17th Vt. Inf.; Edward Harmon Hobbs, '62, 
Adjutant 98th N. Y. Inf. ; Edward Henry Pettengill, ex-'62. Private, Co. 
D, i6th Vt. Inf.; Edward Hesbut Randall, ex-'62. Chaplain 13th Vt. 
Inf.; Charles Carroll Smith, '62, Private, Co. E, 19th Vt. Inf.; Aldace 
Freeman Walker, '62, Lieutenant-Colonel, nth Vt. Inf.; William David 
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Brennan, '63, Captain Co. A, 1426 N. Y. Inf.; Nathan Button Smith, 
'63, War Correspondent (at front) ; Richard Stanley Tuthill, '63, Scout 
Service and First Lieutenant, Bat. H, ist Mich, Light Art.; Frank 
Gray Clark, ex- 64, First Lieutenant, Co. A, i6th Vt. Inf.; Lewis 
Hunt Hemenway, '64, Corporal, Co. K, 12th Vt. Inf. ; Erwin Van Ness 
Hitchcock, ex-'64, Ordnance Officer on Staff of General Banks, New 
Orleans ; John Abner Mead, '64, Private, 12th Vt. Inf. ; Cyrus Thomas, 
ex-'64, Second Lieutenant, Bt. B, nth Vt. Heavy Art.; Hiram Taylor 
French, cx-'65, Second Lieutenant, Co. D, i42d N. Y. Inf. ; Charles Gas- 
tine Newton, ex-'65, Second Lieutenant, loth Vt. Inf.; Nathan David 
Yale, '67, Private, Co. F, Berdans' Sharpshooters. 

Three of the above lost their lives in the battles of the Wilderness 
Campaign. Of these, three — Davenport, '56; Eaton, '62, and Newton, 
ex-'65, particular mention should be made. 

George Daniel Davenport was one of the first initiates of the chapter ; 
enlisted as a private in the 5th Vermont Infantry; rose in the ranks 
to be Captain of Company G; was severely wounded in one of the bat- 
tles of the Wilderness, May 5th, and died a week later. 

Henry Augustus Eaton enlisted in '62 immediately after graduation ; 
served during the Gettysburg Campaign as Captain of Company G of 
the i6th Vermont Infantry; and was severely wounded at the battle 
of Gettysburg. He afterwards re-enlisted in the 17th Vt. Regiment, 
serving on the staff of General Potter for a considerable time, and was 
in command of his regiment at Poplar Grove Church on the 30th of 
September, 1864, when he was killed. He was commissioned Lieutenant- 
Colonel at the time of his death. 

Charles Gastine Newton enlisted in the summer of 1862, and was 
soon commissioned a Lieutenant in his regiment, the loth Vermont, 
serving continuously until June ist, 1864, when he was shot through 
the head while on the skirmish line before Cold Harbor in the act 
of recognizing a flag of truce. 

To these heroes Alpha Alpha dedicates the sentiment: 

"Nihil ex omnibus rebus humanis est praedarius aut praestantius quam de re publica 
bene mercri." 

The collie life and customs of those days were much changed from 
those of to-day, and may seem strange to our generation. The coll^^e 
year was divided into three terms. The first began early in September 
and lasted tmtil Thanksgiving. A vacation of eight weeks followed. 
Then the second or winter term of thirteen weeks commenced, after 
which came the spring and summer term. Commencement was held in 
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August. The daily college exercises began at 7 a. m., when compulsory 
devotional exercises were held in the chapel. This early hour apparently 
caused no inconvenience to the serious, earnest students of those times. 
Directly after chapel was a recitation period, followed by a recess until 
eleven, and then another recitation. The college exercises of the day 
closed with an hour of recitation from four to five. All courses of study 
were prescribed. No elective courses were given. The college men 
entered into the social life of the town, and many were the good-natured 
rivalries. For a time a female seminary, situated in the vicinity of 
the residence of the College President, flourished, and the yoimg lady 
members of this school were popular with college men. This institu- 
tion soon, however, died a natural death. 

On September loth, 1875, a disastrous fire broke out in the village 
and destroyed nearly all the business portion. Through this fire the 
chapter lost almost all its property, including a fine library, valuable 
mementoes and pictures, and its most valued possession — ^the Charter. 

The chapter at once set about to repair its loss. A committee, consist* 
ing of O. W. Dodge, W. S. Austin, B. W. Lamb, and J. McD. Mulchahey, 
prepared and sent a letter to all the alumni asking for assistance. The 
alumni responded liberally, funds were raised, and a Hall was specially 
constructed in one of the new blocks erected after the fire. The library 
was restored, and the rooms newly furnished, although many of the 
chapter's belongings could not be replaced. Several sister chapters also 
furnished aid. Pi Chapter sent a copy of the Constitution. A new 
charter was provided by Phi, the parent chapter, to replace the one which 
had been destroyed by the fire. 

In 1885 the chapter had grown to such an extent that the old rooms 
were no longer adequate. New quarters were therefore obtained in 
the Masonic Building. The two secret orders, however, kept their goats 
securely fastened and no secrets were disclosed by either. These rooms 
were occupied for twenty years. 

It was not until 1887 ^^^^ ^^^ chapter at Middlebury received its 
final name. The similarity between A' and the A of the Harvard Chapter 
caused confusion, so the Chicago Convention of '87 rechristened the 
chapter at Middlebury Alpha Alpha. 

For many years a house was the goal of the chapter's ambition. In 
1898 a plan for raising a fund called the Temple Fund was adopted, 
whereby each alumnus at graduation pledged himself to an annual pay- 
ment for five or ten years. Under this plan the fund grew slowly, until in 
1900 enough was realized to buy an excellent building site opposite the 
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campus. Meanwhile the chapter leased and occupied a house on Wey- 
bridge Street. 

On the death of Professor Eaton in 1904, his comfortable and care- 
fully built house, immediately adjoining the campus, was purchased by 
the chapter. In that same year Alpha Alpha celebrated her semi-cen- 
tennial with appropriate exercises, and welcomed to her new home a 
large number of her loyal alumni. A corporation consisting of the local 
alumni was formed in 1905, which holds title to the property, leaving 
the general responsibility for its good management to a committee of 
undergraduate members. The house was paid for from the accumulat- 
ing Temple Fund and the subscriptions of older alumni, many of which 
were obtained through the efforts of Brother Brainerd Kellogg, '58, 
to which he added his own generous contribution. There is still a small 
mortgage on the house which the chapter hopes in a short time to pay. 

The house is admirably adapted to the chapter's purposes, is roomy 
and well arranged, and accommodates twelve brothers. It is finished in 
hard wood throughout and is equipped with modem bathrooms, elec- 
tric lights, steam heat and open fire places. Through the generosity and 
interest of Mrs. Eaton the house contains many of its original furnishings. 
The lawn is spacious. Immediately adjoining is the campus and the 
new Starr Library. The piazza is broad and well shaded. The windows 
command an eastward view of the Otter, of so many "tender" memories 
to all Middlebury alumni. The westerly windows look out to the Adi- 
rondacks. 

This year a' meeting-room has been fitted up in the basement and ren- 
dered proof against sound or intrusion by marble walls. Here the 
trophies are deposited, which remind the alumni of earlier days. Among 
the furnishings of the house, special mention should be made of a num- 
ber of pieces of Mission furniture given by Brother John A. Fletcher, '87, 
and of a collection of trophies gathered in the Far East and presented 
to the chapter by Brother Robert M. Collins, '89. This collection includes 
Boxer emblems and standards, Fillipino weapons, utensils, and coats of 
mail, and many rare mementoes of the Boxer uprising in China and the 
American occupation of the Philippines. 

Alpha Alpha's history would not be complete without mention of a 
few of her representative alumni, who have never lacked in loyalty to her 
interests. Besides those already mentioned we find the following names : 
H. F. Severens, '57, U. S. Circuit Court Judge of 6th Judicial Circuit; 
W. R. Shipman, '57, Dean of Tufts College; G. E. Plumbe, '61, of the 
Editorial Staff of the Chicago Daily News; A. F. Walker, '62, ex-mem- 
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bcr of the Intcr-State Commerce Gimmission, Chairman of the Inter- 
state Railroad Association, and, at the time of his decease, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Pe system ; R. 
S. Tuthill, '63, author. Judge of the Circuit Court of Illinois; G. Z. 
Erwin, '65, now deceased, for years a republican leader in the New York 
State Legislature, and Speaker of the Lower House; Judge J. S. Grin- 
nell, '66, Prosecuting Attorney in the celebrated trial of the Chicago 
Anarchists; A. Barton Hepburn, '71, Vice-President of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank, New York, and member of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce; J. W. Chapman, '79, Episcopal Bishop of Alaska; Prof. 
Samuel Sheldon, '83, President of the American Society of Electrical 
Engineers; Frank H. Knowlton, '84, one of the well-known younger 
scientists of the country ; Robert M. Collins, '89, now at the head of The 
Associated Press in London. 

The record of Alpha Alpha and of the college where it has been fos- 
tered may well be summarized in the words of Professor Kitchell of 
Yale University at the Centennial celebration of Middlebury College 
in 1900 : "I presume you have seen in the public prints an analysis of the 
list of the altunni of Middlebury College for the last century. I will 
simply say I have read it with wonder and delight. I do not see how 
that record can well be matched. I will honestly say that I do not 
believe our record for our two centuries will be, in quality, equal to 
that. One reason for this is because, it seems to me, Middlebury has 
had an advantage over larger institutions in the stuff you have had to 
work with. I think that the Vermont boy, as he has come up from his 
country home nestling amid your mountains, is about as good stuff for a 
university to make a record of its alumni with as could well be had. 
I believe in young men who have their futures before them and not 
behind them — ^young men coming from frugal homes, homes of frugal 
abundance, full of work, full of energy, with all their vitalities untainted, 
all their ambitions unsated by luxury and wealth — such is the stuff out 
of which great alumni are made. I have thought there was a certain 
likeness in that material to the marble which you dig out of your moun- 
tains. It is good stuff to work at. It pays for the toil you put upon it. 
It takes a polish, and when the structure is done, wherever you set it, 
there it stands, age long, resplendent and enduring." 

"One little word more and my duty is done : 
A health to our Mother from each mother's son 1 
Unfading in beauty, increasing in strength, 
May she flourish in health through the century's length! 
And next when her children come round her to boast, 
May 'Esto Perpctua' then he the toast." 



THE FOUNDING OF MU. 

Marinus Newton Ali^en, '56. 

(From "Fifty Years of Mu of D K E.") 

Early in December, 1855, Jonas H. Browne, a student of Madison 
— ^now Colgate — University, at Hamilton, N. Y., a member of the Theo- 
logical Seminary Class to be graduated in 1856, and Marinus N. Allen, 
another student in the same University, of the College Class of 1856, 
incidentally met, and, in the course of a conversation between them, re- 
ferred to the fact that they were to finish their respective courses at 
the University in the coming summer, for Browne, who was graduated 
in the College Class of '54, and who was pursuing a course of two 
years in theology in the Seminary, would leave the institution at the 
next Commencement, the same time that Allen would be graduated 
from the College. This led, among other subjects discussed, to the 
disadvantage — as they thought — ^which they had suffered in coll^;e, 
and would suffer after graduation, ^rom the want of membership in 
some intercollegiate fraternity. 

But there was a fundamental difficulty. The By-Laws of the uni- 
versity positively forbade its students from forming a branch, or chap- 
ter, of such inter-coUegfiate society, a restriction well within the juris- 
diction of the legal powers which the charter of the institution con- 
ferred upon its officers in governing the students in attendance there, 
since the charter clothed the officers with full discretion in establishing 
the limits of jurisdiction, and in the choice of By-Laws. The students, 
by enrolling their names as students, agreed to obey whatever rules the 
officers thought fit to adopt in the management of the institution. The 
prohibition was absolute and final. So far as could be known, the Fac- 
ulty of the University at that time were in perfect sympathy with the 
rule excluding fraternities of the kind mentioned. If possibly some 
member of the Faculty secretly doubted the wisdom, the expediency, 
of such rule, he did not indicate, at least to any of the students, his 
private impression. What was law was law and it must be obeyed, 
and every member of thfe Faculty was loyal to the existing authority 
of the University. 

Such was their understanding of the obstacle which confronted them. 
But the greater appeared the difficulty in the way of the end which 
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their talk looked to, the stronger grew the desire to surmount the obstacle 
by some method, if possible, which would not bring them' into collision 
with the authority of the University. All the conceivable risks of failure 
of an attempt to evade a conflict, and at the same time secure member- 
ship in some general college society, before graduation, were discussed, 
without the discovery of a way of probable success. So the young men 
adjourned the conference, agreeing to meet at an early date for a fur- 
ther comparison of views, each in the meantime to continue the study 
of plans for a successful surmounting of difficulties of so grave a char- 
acter, in fact to solve the problem of how to avoid the committing of 
treason to Alma Mater, and yet win membership in a College Fraternity 
having its branches in many institutions of learning throughout the 
United States. At their second meeting Browne and Allen agreed upon 
a scheme which gave to Madison University the Mu Chapter oi D K B. 
Right or wrong, the scheme was successful both in establishing the chap- 
ter, without a clash with the authorities of the University, and in contin- 
uing it peaceably so long as the policy originally adopted was main- 
tained by the members of the chapter. Of course there was always dan- 
ger of a breach in observing the regulations which at first had been 
regarded as necessary for escaping a collision, and of this some explana- 
tion will be made later. Meantime an understanding of existing politi- 
cal conditions is necessary. 

In 1854 a political movement based by its orators upon religious and 
race jealousy swept over the United States. The end, of course, of 
its prime movers was political advantage. In 1854 the old Whig party 
was nearii^ its final disintegration. Of its leaders who foresaw its inevi- 
table dissolution, not a few were anxious to save something out of the 
wreck. In the Democratic party there were at the same time political 
adventurers, men of malodorous records, ready to embark in any enter- 
prise which might afford an opening for promoting their political for- 
tunes, who readily coalesced with the dissenters from the Whig party, 
who by the union sought to reap— if only once — ^the fruits of a political 
victory. The name of the new organization was suited to its character. 
It was a dark-lantern association. For months after it had begun its 
work, its existence was neither known nor suspected outside of its actual 
members, who took an oath, solemn in form, not to disclose the exist- 
ence of the order, and who, if questioned for information, or opinion as 
to such an organization, were instructed to answer, in substance, ''I 
know nothing about such an affair." From that expression the party 
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came to be called "Know Nothing." The windows of the buildings in 
which the lodges of the Know Nothings met for business were all dark- 
ened. The members went after dark to the meetings, quietly, singly 
and stealthily to the anterooms, which were also darkened, and giving 
the signals required were admitted; upon adjournment they slipped out 
of the buildings and away in the same stealthy manner. The applicant 
for membership took an oath to vote for no Roman Catholic for public 
office, and in some parts of the country to oppose the election of all 
foreigners to office. At the fall election in Pennsylvania that year the 
Know Nothings swept the State. The Whig candidate for Governor 
was elected, because he was himself a Know Nothing and had helped 
found the party in his State. In the State of New York that year 
the Know Nothings were not so well organized as elsewhere. But in 
1856 they called themselves "Americans," and the party the "American 
Party." They held a national convention and nominated ex-President 
Millard Filmore for President and H. J. Donaldson, of Tennessee, for 
Vice-President. And in i860 they nominated Edward Everett for Presi- 
dent and John Bell for Vice-President. 

This seeming digression has a purpose. Here was the example, 
here were the methods of a successful sub rosa organization. The 
inference was natural. The two undergraduates, Browne and Allen, 
hit upon the plan of establishing a branch of some general college fra- 
ternity at Hamilton for the benefit of a limited number of students of 
the University and of confining the knowledge of such an organization 
almost exclusively to the members, who, under all the attendant circum- 
stances, could be trusted to hold their tongues, with the idea that if the 
Faculty of the University should know nothing of this clandestine society, 
there would be disclosed to them no rebellion for their suppression. 

Having matured this plan, Mr. Browne sounded Mr. Caleb H. Gallup, 
of the College Class of '56, and found him ready to join the movement 
upon the lines above described.* Other students were in like manner 
approached, every one of whom entered into the proposed compact. 
When the time came for the selection of a Fraternity into which this 
limited number of students would seek admission, as a distinct chapter, 
the choice, after some discussion, finally became unanimous to apply to 
Delta Kappa Epsilon. To Mr. Gallup, more than to any other member 
of this little confederation, is due the credit of that decision.* He had 
a friend, a student at Kenyon College, Ohio, who was a member of the

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D K E Fraternity, and who so strongly advised Mr. Gallup to give 
D K E the preference, that Mr. Gallup was warm in his arguments in 
favor of selecting that association. When the vote was finally taken, 
it was unanimously in favor of Mr. Gallup's motion. This action was 
taken after the association numbered at least half a dozen members. The 
character of the compact to be entered into was discussed in advance 
with not a little care. The young men about to disobey a positive law 
of the institution, from which they were expecting to go forth as grad- 
uates into the world, were conscious of the fact that they were taking 
a risk of committing the fatal mistake of their lives. The end which 
they were seeking as they viewed the subject, would be of inestimable 
benefit to them, after they should have entered upon the serious busi- 
ness of life. That they were likely to magnify the advantages to be de- 
rived in after years by belonging to a college society whose membership, 
extending widely over the country, should embrace the best brains of 
the land, may be believed. The young men did realize that their under- 
taking was loaded with danger of personal disgrace, if by any means 
their plot should come to the knowledge of the Faculty, before their 
graduation. But they had set their hearts so strongly upon leaving their 
institution with a membership in a great college fraternal association, 
that they were willing to take, not only a small, but a large risk. They 
were generally personal friends of most of the Faculty, upon whom 
they would grieve to bring trouble. But to most men, when the desire 
of some end is excessively strong, the finding of an excuse justifying the 
use of questionable means is easy. Our undergraduates were hardly 
superior in moral principles to the average of mankind. They were 
far too considerate to desire a conflict with the Faculty over a violation of 
the published laws of the University, much less were they eager to cause 
an open rupture. 

It is not the purpose of this comment to justify or to condemn the 
conduct of those undergfraduates, who fifty years ago secretly conspired 
to disregard a positive enactment of the University, prohibiting the 
founding and maiif«dining of such a society, a branch of a confederation, 
extending from college to college over the United States, as the D K E 
Fraternity. But it is intended in this narrative to record substantially 
what was done by those undergraduates, the motives which prompted 
their action, the reasons which they gave one to another for their insub- 
ordination to the authority of the institution of learning, whose rules 
they were practically pledged to obey, and the means they employed 
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for attempting to evade the consequences of their disobedience. They 
practically said: "We want to go from this institution clothed with the 
advantages possessed by the graduates of other colleges when they 
enter active life, carrying with them the bonds of friendship, which be- 
ginning at college last throughout life. We want a standing that will 
enable us wherever we may go, when meeting a member of a great Fra- 
ternity to which we belong, no matter from what college he may come, 
to find a brother. Wherever Deke meets Deke who have never met 
before, two friends are joined in loving fellowship. Nearly all colleges," 
they said, "permit within their gates such Fraternities. We will stay 
here and finish our studies, but we don't want to take our discharge 
under disabilities. We love and respect our teachers. But we detest 
a system, for which they probably are not responsible, and we propose 
to benefit ourselves in a way not to harm them." Such was the spirit 
which prompted the founders of the Mu Chapter. They deprecated both 
the color and the essence of insubordination. To avoid trouble they went 
ahead and organized the most perfect Know Nothing society ever formed. 
They did not bind themselves by oaths, nor swear to tell lies. But there 
was that understanding among them, which is the strongest bond for 
maintaining secrecy, to avoid all reference to their association outside 
of themselves, and to do nothing which could excite suspicion of the ex- 
istence of their society. There was a practical agreement to confine 
the membership to a small number, so as to insure secrecy. It will 
be admitted that common safety was an inducement to the exercise of 
good faith ; but the first members oi D K B Bt Madison were always to 
be trusted without a formal pledge of honor, and it is not too much to 
say that they were never known to distrust one another. The mem- 
bers preserved their personal independence both inside and outside the 
order, and the result was harmony in their ranks as Dekes, while 
they were free to differ in matters away from the order. 

When they were ready, they signed a petition to the parent chapter 
oi D K B 2Lt Yale Coll^;e for admission, as a chapter to the Fraternity. 
The request was made that the Madison Chapter should not be known 
to the public, for the reasons heretofore mentioned. Full explanations 
of existing conditions were made. With reasonable promptness the 
parent chapter granted the petition, together with the accompanying 
requests, and thus the Mu Chapter oi D K B came into being. There 
was no blare of trumpets, but a still small voice was sponsor at the christ- 
ening. For some time the meetings of the chapter were held in the 
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Masonic Hall. The meetings were held late in the evening. Nothii^ 
was paid to the Masonic lodge for the use of the hall, at least for the 
use that winter. There was very little business transacted for several 
months. The members were at no time in hiding. But the understand- 
ing that they were to do nothing to direct suspicion toward the secret 
society was enough to restrain every Deke from giving the smallest 
token or sympton of the existence of the society. The winter wore away 
very slowly. Snow that winter had a depth of six feet in the woods 
where the wind made no drifts. April, 1856, came, but spring was not 
a little behind. Little by little, after the opening of what then was 
the beginning of the spring and summer term of the University, in 
some mysterious way, one student applied, and was admitted to mem- 
bership in the chamber of the Dekes. And then another student, with a 
hushed voice, applied for admission and with the most decorous quiet 
was taken in. But still there was not the slightest publicity attaching to 
the D K B order. 

At the Commencement of 1856, which then came in August, son^e- 
thing occurred which might have raised a storm, but did not Two sons 
of the President of the University were members of the graduating dass. 
Not long before the Commencement these two young men went to Ham- 
ilton College, at Clinton, N. Y., were there initiated as members of the 
Sigma Phi order, and then returned to Hamilton village, each wearing 
a Sigma Phi badge. They both delivered graduating orations, wearing 
their badges while on the platform. Now, there was 2, D K B Chapter 
at Hamilton College, and some of the Clinton Dekes learned of the 
Mu Chapter. They came to the Commencement of Madison, bringing 
their D K B badges with them. They easily made the acquaintance of 
the Dekes, two of whom were also to deliver graduating speeches. Th^ 
two Mu Dekes, noting that the two Sigma Phis were, as they thought, 
flaunting their badges before the assembled crowd, borrowed each a 
Deke badge from their Clinton brethren, pinned it conspicuously upon 
their breasts and delivered their orations, each with a Deke badge in 
full view of the Faculty and the entire audience. But their intended 
defiance was lost. No one among the Faculty, or among the audience, 
seemed to notice the badges at all. If either of the badges was per- 
ceived by any one, the chances are that no one suspected that the pin 
had in itself peculiar significance. Whether Browne, who the next day 
delivered an address, as a graduate from the theological department, 
wore a Deke badge, when on the platform, is not remembered. It is not 
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doubted by those who knew him that he possessed the nerve and the 
fidelity due to his society, to maintain, in any emergency, the honor of 
4he association to which he belonged. 

At the Commencement in 1856 the Mu Chapter held its first annual 
banquet. It was at the Park House, the hotel at Hamilton of many, many, 
many memories. Eli Barber, who owned the property and was manager 
of the hotel about forty years, furnished this first social entertainment 
given by the members of the chapter. It opened at about 10 o'clock 
in the evening, and, if any detectives had been lurking around, they would 
have discovered only a body of students taking supper at a late hour. 
But it is not probable that any detectives were near. Mu Chapter was 
at least six months old. And if any detective had made a count of the 
members at their first regular meeting, and a count at the first annual 
banquet, he would have found an increase of more than 100 per cent 

Of the troubles which came to the chapter about six months after 
the banquet, when the Faculty had finally discovered the fact of its 
existence at the University, this record will not speak. In the foregoing 
f)age8 the aim has been to give an impartial and faithful narrative of 
what actually occurred. "Nothing extenuate, nor set down aught in 
malice." 

All history of important events should afford lessons of philosophic 
interest. It is perhaps well to keep in mind that a great deal of legislation 
is not law. When the Faculty of Madison University made the discov- 
ery that certain growing forces were becoming too strong for them 
successfully to suppress, they probably yielded to the pressure of cir- 
cumstances, which is often a higher law than arbitrary enactments. 
We live at an exceptionally changeful — if not really a progressive- 
period. If we don't choose to march with the procession it may be as 
well to keep in sight of it. It is all the time "mutantur" and "mutamur."

ALUMNI ASSOCIATIONS. 

Annual Meeting op New York Association. 

The annual meeting of the D K E Association of New York City 
was held at the Yale Club on the evening of Thursday, April i8th. Col. 
John J. McCook, the President of the Association, presided and gave a 
brief revie-w of the year, referring to the large increase of membership, 
the successful meetings, and especially the famous "Peary Dinner," and 
the continued bright outlook for the Association in the future. James 
Anderson Hawes, the Secretary, then read his report, which showed 
542 members in good and regular standing on the rolls of the Associa- 
tion, the Phi Chapter leading with no members, being two more than 
one-fifth of the entire membership. As heretofore, the Nu Chapter of 
the City College was shown to come second with 89 and the Gamma 
Beta Chapter at Columbia third with 75. Among other things the Sec- 
retary referred to the new Year Book which would be issued during 
the summer. John T. Conover, the Treasurer, then presented a most 
satisfactory report showing for the first time a considerable balance at 
the end of the fiscal year, and stated that from this balance the Audit- 
ing Committee had authorized him to repay certain members of the 
Association for advances made by them during the past to meet cer- 
tain deficits which arose from time to time. He reported total receipts 
of $2,286.98 with disbursements of $2,077.54. Since March ist, the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year, more dues had been paid than in any six 
months during the past four years of the life of the Association, and 
that he had on hand more than $1,000. Mr. Herbert H. Gibbs, Chair- 
man of the Membership Committee, reported on the work done by his 
committee during the year and stated that they had elected 91 new 
members, 33 from the Yale Chapter, 12 from Columbia, 9 from the 
City College, nearly all the chapters being represented. Mr. William 
Clifford Moore, as Chairman of the Nominating Committee, then pre- 
sented its report, and the following officers were unanimously elected: 
For President: Frederick B. Jennings, Williams. For Vice-Presi- 
dents : Henry E. Howland, Yale ; Vernon M. Davis, City College ; John 
P. Munn, Rochester; Edward M. Grout, Colgate; A. Barton Hepburn, 
Middlebury. For Secretary : James Anderson Hawes, Yale. For Treas- 
urer: John T. Conover, Columbia. For members of Executive Com- 
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mittec, to serve until April, 1909 : Richard T. Greene, Rutgers ; Charles 
F. Mathewson, Dartmouth; Roberts Walker, Amherst; John DeWitt 
Warner, Cornell. 

NoTB. — ^The following members of the Executive Committee will 
remain in office until April, 1908: Charles Baskerville, North Carolina;

Hon. Vernon M. Davis, Justice of the Supreme Court of New York, 
then made a brief reply on behalf of the incoming officers and gave a 
tribute to Colonel McCook who, he stated, ever since the organiza- 
tion of the new Association, had been its most loyal supporter and to 
whom its success was largely due. The Secretary then read a letter of 
good wishes to the Philadelphia D K E Association, which was to hold 
its Banquet on the following evening and to the Convention of Alpha 
Delta Phi Fraternity then in session, both of which letters he was di- 
rected to forward. Colonel McCook then introduced the speakers of 
the evening and explained the topic: "Russia — The Other Side of the 
Story," and gave a very interesting account of his visit to Russia as 
one of the representatives of the United States at the time of the coro- 
nation of the Czar and of the statements in regard to the ancient friend- 
ship of the two countries made by the Czar to the Commissioners. 
Count Tcherep Spiridovitch, Major-General in the Russian Army and 
President of the Slavic Societies of Moscow and Paris, then read an 
interesting address on the present political and social condition of Rus- 
sia. He was followed by M. Leon Nabakoff, a nephew of the former 
Premier of Russia, who gave a statement relating to the organization 
of the Douma and stated that he would answer an]^ questions regarding 
the general condition of affairs. This led to an interesting and instruc- 
tive series of questions and answers, in all of which the distinguished 
Russian proved himself well able to take care of himself and to repre- 
sent his side of the question against the sentiments of a number of 
those present as evidenced by their questions. The newspapers on the 
following day referred to this meeting at length, and an editorial in 
the Evening Post expressed itself as being in total disagreement with 
the explanations and defense of the bureaucratic side of the Russian 
story as presented by these gentlemen, but to all of those present it was 
certainly a very interesting presentation of the matter, and this side 
fotmd many sympathizers, and the unusual opportunity was appreciated 
by the members of the Association. 
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After the addresses were concluded, the meeting adjourned to the 
large dining-room, where supper was served, after which they returned 
to the meeting hall where the balance of the evening was spent in the 
usual informal D K B manner with singing, cigars, light refreshments, 
and concluding with the usual march around to the tune of the "Phi 
March Song,'' and the final "Mystic Circle." During the evening there 
was music by Bennett's Orchestra of six pieces. The Committee in

EDITORIALS. 

The Annual Convention this year is to be held at Louisville, Ky., 
on November 14th and 15th. The Headquarters of the delegates will 
be at the Seelbach Hotel. Our hosts of the Southern chapters have pre- 
pared an excellent program of entertainment, and we hope that all of 
our chapters will be represented. 

Important matters will come before the business session of the 
Convention. We should like to see a large attendance from among the 
Alumni of the Fraternity. Louisville is centrally located, with good 
railroad facilities and excellent hotel accommodations. The detailed pro- 
gram is printed elsewhere. 



The Council has just completed the publication of a second edition 
of 1,500 copies of the Song Book, containing all the songs, words and 
music of the former edition, with two extra Marches and Two-Steps 
added These Marches and Two-Steps are ttmcful and spirited and are 
sure to become popular in the Fraternity. 

The Council is to be congratulated on the excellent workmanship 
of this work. The type and music are clear and distinct and easily read. 
The paper is of excellent and durable quality, and the binding is neat and 
artistic. The books are handsomely bound in blue cloth with the impress 
of the Great Seal of the Fraternity in gold on the front cover. It makes 
a verv neat and convenient volume for use. More than half of the edition 
has already been sold and distributed, although the books were not issued 
from the press until October isth. The Council has fixed the price of 
the book at $1.00 per copy, which is exceedingly reasonable, and, it is 
beUeved, will cover the cost of publication. 
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The latest edition of The Sorority Handbook — the second that has 
come to the editor's desk within six months — ^is a most interesting little 
volume and one that reflects great credit upon its author and publisher, 
Mrs. Ida Shaw Martin. Mrs. Martin founded Delta Delta Delta dur- 
ing her student days at Boston University and served on its grand coun- 
cil for a period of twelve years — experiences that could not fail to 
make her a keen student of fraternity history and conditions. 

The Handbook was issued primarily for sorority women, but there 
is much between its covers to interest fraternity men, notably the page 
of men's fraternity badges and the academic fraternity chapter rolls. 
These did not appear in the first edition, but were inserted at the request 
of prominent sorority leaders and by the courtesy of fraternity grand 
councils. The general subject matter is handled in a unique and 
original way. Grand council addresses, alphabetical chapter lists, varied 
and interesting data about badges, pledge pins, flags, colors, flowers, 
calls, magazines and conventions, make the book invaluable for reference. 

Under the head of Statistical Data is given a wealth of information 
concerning the colleges open to women. Most of this is three years in 
advance of the Government reports and much of it has never before 
appeared in print in such accessible form. The author has grouped 
the colleges attended by women as co-educational, independent, affiliated 
and coordinate and has given considerable space to famous locals at 
well-known colleges closed to national sororities. With very few excep- 
tions all prominent co-educational colleges admit national sororities. 
All but four of the twelve independent colleges — ^Vassar, Wells, Bryn 
Mawr and Trinity (Catholic) — sanction sororities in some form or other, 
the majority favoring local Greek letter societies. The word affiliated 
is used by the author to designate such colleges for women as are under 
the supervision or tutelage of the administration of a college for men. 
This list includes Barnard, Brown, Newcomb, Radcliffe and Western 
Reserve, Radcliffe being the only one without any sorority life. The 
word coordinate is applied to those colleges that, having instituted par- 
tial separation of the sexes, are in the transition stage between the co- 
educational and the affiliated college. Of these there are but four — Buck- 
nell, Chicago, Colby and Middlebury. Chicago alone is closed to na- 
tional sororities except in the medical school, but the women in the 
academic department have a number of local secret sororities with char- 
acteristic names and badges. 

Entertaining and significant as all these data are, however, the three 
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introductory chapters appeal to the writer as being the most valuable 
part of the book, for here the author has gathered together a mass of 
facts that cannot fail to be of permanent interest, facts with which every 
coU^e woman should be familiar. The educational progress in the 
United States during the last century, the rise of the fraternity as a 
most natural consequence of conditions in the colleges of the young 
Republic, the evolution of the sorority system, the part that this system 
has played in the lives of college women, the work that it has done and 
is yet to do in making the college a more vital force in its influence upon 
the student body, are all topics that the author has handled in a masterly 
manner and at times with more than average literary ability. 

In the chapter on "The Higher Education of Women,'' the successive 
steps in the movement that resulted in the opening up of collegiate oppor- 
tunities for women are well brought out. The building of railroads, the 
consequent growth of cities, the revival in educational interests, the trans- 
fer of many industries from home to factory which deprived women of 
their usual occupations and left them with a large measure of leisure, 
the spirit of the times, all tended toward giving women greater freedom 
in thought and action. It is to the Civil War, however, that Mrs. Mar- 
tin ascribes the complete emancipation of women in educational matters, 
and her reasoning is quite convincing. The continuous fighting during 
the four years of the war, and the consequent drafts upon Northern 
States, resulted in women entering the secondary schools as teachers. 
Collie education for women was the only natural sequence. Few 
institutions of any rank, few institutions with even a pretense of offering 
collegiate instruction were open to women prior to the sixties, but the 
decade following the Civil War saw all State and many privately endowed 
universities admitting women and witnessed the establishment of four 
independent colleges — ^Vassar, Wells, Wellesley, and Smith. 

In the chapter on "The Evolution of the Sorority System," the author 
has shown how very natural and spontaneous was the origin and devel- 
opment of the fraternity in the colleges of the United States. "While a 
college is small it is possible for every student to know intimately all 
the others and to be in dose touch with the different members of the 
faculty, but as the numbers increase the personal relation between pro- 
fessor and student is eliminated more and more, and the undergraduate 
is forced to find sympathetic companionship in a small group of class- 
mates. The crowded class room, the ascetic dormitory, the cheerless 
boarding-house gave birth to the fraternity. They have given birth to 
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worse impulses, but to no better. That the fraternity became a college 
society instead of a more limited organization, that it eventually included 
members from all classes instead of being restricted to those of one par- 
ticular year, is a tribute to the democratic spirit and magnammity of 
the American college student." 

Although the most prominent sororities of the present time were 
founded in co-educational colleges where fraternities were already in- 
stalled, it is interesting to note that the earliest secret societies among 
college girls were established at independent colleges for women — Wes- 
leyan 0)llege of Georgia and Elmira of New York, Kappa Sigma at the 
latter being organized in 1856 under the guidance of the President, 
Augustus D. Cowles, D. D., Union, '41, and a member of what after- 
wards became a chapter of Delta Upsilon. The growth of the sororities 
between 1870 and 1880 was necessarily slow, for the higher education 
of women was scarcely an accomplished fact, but the quarter century 
since that period has seen the establishment of over two hundred chap- 
ters by more than a score of sororities. Profiting by the experience of 
their brothers' fraternities, college girls have been able to work out m 
a comparatively short time a splendid system of organization and have 
gone even a step farther in perfecting an Inter-Sorority Conference, 
which, although still in its infancy, has much to its credit in the line of 
accomplishment and bids fair, unless all signs fail, to become a force of 
no mean moment in college and sorority life. 

In her words on "The Mission of the Sorority," words that the fra- 
ternity man as well as the fraternity woman may well take to heart, 
Mrs. Martin has done the fraternity world a distinct service in pointing 
out how much these organizations are doing in supplementing the work 
of the college and in enhancing the value of its training for the student 
Bspedally strong is the claim that the sorority, and we believe this is 
also essentially true of the fraternity, is doing a great work for its 
members in preparing them for leadership. The author believes that 
the college of the past gave this preparation in the days when the per- 
sonal relation between professor and student was noticeably strong. She 
also believes that the college of the present, though pledged to prepare 
for intellectual and spiritual leadership, sometimes fails of its aim, falls 
short of its mark — ^not because of any lack of devotion to high standards 
on the part of the college but simply because the individual is lost in 
the crowd and because modem exigencies and modem methods have 
built up barriers between professor and student. The day when Mark 
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Hopkins at one end of a log and a student at the other would constitute 
a university is gone forever, not because a Mark Hopkins cannot be 
found, but because no student who would be willing to sit at the other 
end of the 1<^ can be found. The twentieth century boy selects his col- 
lege because it has a famous name, and the famous name means an 
enormous enrollment, yet "in the big classes, in the large literary socie- 
ties, in the great student leagues of our famous tmiversities, there is op- 
portunity for only a few to rise above their college mates. The many are 
submerged in the ocean of mediocrity. To follow, not to lead, must be 
their position. It is just here that the sorority, and we will add the 
fraternity, is in a position to supplement the work of the college in its 
endeavors to prepare for leadership by presenting opportimities for ap- 
prenticeship such as the college of itself is unable to give save in limited 
degree." The sorority, and no less the fraternity, fosters individuality 
by arousing enthusiasm, inspiring courage, engendering faith. It exerts 
a wholesome discipline by keeping always a very definite aim before its 
members, by demanding consideration for the rights of others, by ex- 
pecting ol>edience to the terms of the order. It teaches lessons that 
every youth should learn — the need of assuming responsibility, of exer- 
cising patience, of being sympathetic. Other benefits (that the author 
believes come) from membership in the Greek-letter organization are 
numerous — business training, development of a national t3rpe by doing 
away with provincialism, providing students during college residence 
with family affiliations and those essential elements of a home — sym- 
pathetic interest, wise supervision, disinterested advice; and last, but 
not least, of course, what we, as fraternity people, have always claimed 
—the forging of friendships' ties. Through it all there runs an earnest- 
ness that carries conviction, a faith that makes a powerful appeal. It is 
a book that college faculties would do well to read, for it shows as- 
suredly what one founder's serious purpose was, and what her belief in 
that which every sorority has accomplished and may yet accomplish, a 
belief that has its foundation in years of experience and prolonged study 
of college conditions.

Zeta Psi was the first American fraternity to enter Canada, going to 
Toronto nearly thirty years ago. Until 1892 it was the only fraternity in 
Canada; in that year Kappa Alpha entered Toronto. "Now," says the 
Kappa Alpha Theta, "the proportion of fraternity men in the student body 
at McGill and Toronto is as gjeat as in the average American College." 
Kappa Alpha Theta was the pioneer sorority, entering Toronto twenty 
years ago. The chapter surrendered its charter in 1888 and was re-estab- 
lished in 1905. The other American woman's fraternity in Canada is 
Alpha Phi, with its chapter at Toronto in its second year. — Caduceus. 



There are four local societies here striving for charters from as many 
national fraternities. The oldest of these, the Pi Thetas, who have been 
steadily petitioning Alpha Delta Phi for a number of years, it is rumored 
are about to combine with several other local clubs at other colleges, and 
form themselves into a national fraternity to be called Pi Theta. The Pi 
Thetas, however, would neither confirm nor deny the report. The Aztec 
club, who have been seeking a Psi Upsilon parchment for the past four 
years, are still hopeful. Nothing can be learned as to their ultimate 
success, at present. The Comus and Oax clubs are petitioning Chi Psi and 
Theta Delta Chi respectively. The latter's efforts, it is said, will meet 
with success in the near future. Concerning the entrance by fraternities 
into Illinois, it seems that the material here, while it is steadily improv- 
ing, does not justify any conservative fraternity in entering for a few 
years at least. A chapter of the Masonic fraternity has been installed 
here, but is not classed among the fraternities. — ^University of Illinois 
correspondence, Delta Tau Delta Rainbow.

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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONVENTION. 

With the gates of the city extended wide and the traditional hospitality 
of the South everywhere in evidence, the Sixty-first Annual Convention 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon began at the Seelbach Hotel in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, on the evening of November 13th, under the auspices of Iota 
Chapter, of Central University, and Gamma Chapter, of Vanderbilt. Dele- 
gates from forty chapters were in attendance and a large number of the 
alumni of the Fraternity raised the attendance to nearly two hundred. 

The entertainment provided for the first evening was in the nature of 
a "smoker," being given in the large roof garden auditorium of the Seel- 
bach. Accentuated by the spirit of Dekedom days, dignity and reserve 
were put aside by the alumni and so thoroughly did the active and 
alumni members of the Fraternity become acquainted with each other that 
the first session resulted in an auspicious send-off for the success of the 
Convention, which promised to break all records for good fellowship. 
That the occasion might be truly Southern in style, a neg^o minstrel had 
been engaged to perform during the evening and the plantation songs and 
dances proved a novelty to the Dekes from the North and East. Long 
tables, stocked with every kind of Dutch palatables, were stationed in the 
rear of the auditorium, and there a large force of waiters were kept busy, 
seeing that everybody was properly served. Toward the end of the even- 
ing, the members formed themselves into the "Serpentine" and made 
divers and circuitous routes over the roof space of the hotel, engaging in 
songs, yells and dances, that brought back to the oldest alumnus vivid 
memories of his college days. Adjournment was taken reluctantly at 2 

A. M. 

The Convention got down to work in earnest next morning, convening 
in the auditorium again at 10 o'clock. Brother Frank Cook, Delta Pi, 
was chosen temporary chairman. The election of the officers for the 
Convention was then proceeded to, resulting in the selection of Brother 
R. G. Estee, Gamma Beta, President; ist Vice-President, Brother John W. 
Thompson, Pi ; 2d Vice-President, Brother Ralph D. Jennison, Omicron ; 
1st Secretary, Brother A. K. Morris, Kappa ; 2d Secretary, Brother Em- 
bree William Potts, Gamma ; Sergeant-at-Arms, J. W. Harlan, Iota. The 
results of the elections were popular and a spirit of unity marked the pro- 
ceedings of the first regular business session. 

The session adjourned for lunch, and the Fraternity picture was taken 
at I o'clock on the steps of the First Christian Church, Fourth and Walnut 
streets. 
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Reconvening at 2 o'clock, an extra business of two hours was called. 
At 4 o'clock the delegates went for a drive over the city and were ^own 
the principal residence and business sections. The line of carriages ex- 
tended several squares, and night had fallen when the delegates found 
themselves back at the Seelbach. Only a short time was left in which to 
prepare for the dance to be given that evening. 

By 9 p. m: the Convention ball was under way at the Woman's Club, 
the affair being especially managed by representatives of Gamma Chapter. 
On the floor were the 1907-08 debutantes of Louisville, representing 
the genuine beauty for which the daughters of the State are famed, and 
twelve patronesses, to whom the delegates individually introduced them- 
selves and were, in turn, made known to the lady of their choice. The 
occasion was conspicuous for the elegant gowns worn and was recorded 
as one of the major events of the Louisville social season. 

The third and final day of the convention began with the concluding 
business session on the morning of the 15th. Hartford was selected as 
the place for the next convention, to be held with the Phi and Alpha Chi 
chapters in conjunction with the New York Alumni Association. Other 
matters of routine importance were brought up and transacted at the 
morning session, adjournment sine die being taken at noon. 

The concluding social events of the Convention began with a theatre 
party at the Mary Anderson Theatre in the afternoon, which was attended 
by most of the delegates. In the evening the farewell banquet was given, 
at which were present many prominent members of the Fraternity, in- 
cluding the delegates, representatives of more than a dozen alumni asso- 
ciations, especially the association of Kentucky. The affair was turned 
into a sort of love feast, in which the health of the hosts was drunk, and 
many a toast to the ladies, who had attended the ball at the Woman's 
Club on the previous evening. 

Brother James Lewis Howe, Sigma, '72, President of Washington and 
Lee University, and a former member of Iota Chapter, presided over the 
banquet, occupying a seat at the first of the five tables. The decorations 
consisted of the colors of the Fraternity, chrysanthemums and roses, ar- 
ranged in rich profusion, and small pennants, which stood before each 
plate. The souvenirs were small jugs, filled with a good brand of Ken- 
tucky sourmash, and bearing the name of the State, together with the 
letters D K E. 

Brother Muir Weissinger, of Louisville, was the first speaker and was 
followed by Senator James B. McCreary, Brother William H. James, 
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Brother Harry Rose Danner, and others. Dr. Philip Barbour, of Louis- 
ville, presented a loving cup to Dr. Howe from the Alumni of Iota Chap- 
ter, as a mark of appreciation of his services rendered years ago when 
he so ably assisted in the reorganization of the chapter after the Civil 
War. 

Fcdlowing the conclusion of the programme, a remarkable manifesta- 
tion of brotherly love and good fellowship was indulged in, in which 
good-byes were tendered with regret and the gathering diminished slowly 
with the departure, one by one, of the delegates and visiting members of 
the various chapters and alumni associations of the Fraternity. 

The toasts and speeches, which were delivered at the banquet, were as 
follows : 

The Toastmaster (Dr. James Lewis Howe) : "Kentucky has al- 
ways been a unique State sandwiched in between the North and 
the South, and this was never more apparent than it was in x86i, 
when Kentucky refused to go with the South and refused to allow 
the North to go through Kentucky to reach the South. However, 
the feelings were very high, and the recruiting stations got within 
her borders. I believe that Kentucky was peculiarly unique in this 
respect, that while the flower of her youth went into the Southern 
army, she always had her coterie in the Northern army. This was shown, 
and also feeling at the time, in the history of the Iota Chapter. The 
last record, as some of you know, of this old chapter before the war read 
something like this : that all the members have gone to the front, with one 
exception; he goes to-morrow; and sometimes since, in hunting up the 
records of the old Iota Chapter for the catalogue of 1890, it was my good 
fortune to come in contact, by writing, at least, with all of the living mem- 
bers, and to learn regarding practically every member who had passed 
away of the old Iota Chapter. There was but one member of the old 
Iota Chapter that was not on one side or the other of the war, and that 
brother resided on the banks of the Ohio River and ran a station on the 
undergrotmd railroad from the Gulf of Mexico to Canada. We all know 
the D K E was always the only national fraternity, the only fraternity in 
the war days whose chapters extended north and south, and many of the 
northern chapters contained a large per cent, of southern men. There 
were but two chapters that survived the ordeal. When I was in college, I 
only knew of two southern institutions. I had never heard even of Wash- 
ington and Lee at that time. The only ones I knew were the University 
of Virginia and the University of Mississippi. It is needless to explain 
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why they were the only ones I had ever heard of. They were the only 
ones at that time that had living chapters oi D K B's, and in this connec- 
tion let me recall, if my brothers from Phi will permit it, a little incident 
that occurred in the year 1882 in Germany. There was a very warm 
friend of mine, a member of the Phi Chapter, who is now, I believe, a 
practicing physician in New Haven, who wanted to get his certificate so 
he could go up to his examination. He went before the Board to put in 
his application, and the diploma he had from Yale. The reply that came 
to him from the Gxnmittee of the college was something like this : 'The 
University of Michigan we know, Amherst we know. Harvard we know, 
the University of Virginia we know, but where is Yale ? As this fellow 
was something of a swordsman and something of a sport, they found out 
where Yale was a little later. 

''I am sorry that we have not with us to-night one whom we had ex- 
pected, but who was detained by illness in his family, and one of my 
dearest friends, Dr. Frank Preston Venable, than whom there is no more 
loyal D K B, and so we are obliged to pass his toast, and yet we cannot 
pass Virginia without hearing from a representative. As I say, in my 
college days, the University of Virginia was one of the two institutions in 
the South I had heard of. Virginia is one of the institutions that has 
been known for its history, for the magnificent position that it has held 
educationally in this country, the first institution, I believe, in this country 
to recognize in full the principle of academician Phi Chi, an instituticxi 
that has been the leader, among the institutions of the South, in educa- 
tional lines, and that within the past few years, with a new President, has 
started on a new and yet higher and more useful career, as we believe. 

"Now it is necessary to couple the toast intended to have been delivered 
by Dr. Venable with the toast, 'Raising a Kid for D K £,' to which Hon. 
Jeff McCarn, of Gamma, '92, was to respond, but he said he thought that 
all of ^t D K E chapters were well supplied with goats, and he didn't 
think he need to come on to tell them anything about how to raise kids. 
However, there are some at this table beside me, who, I believe, know 
something about that. I have on my left a distinguished friend who 
raised a kid for D K E, and I believe that kid is now raising another. I 
have the pleasure of introducing Brother Muir Weissinger, who will 
speak to the toast of 'Raising a Kid for D K E' Brother Weissinger is 
of the Class of '88. 

Mr. Muir Weissinger: "Mr. Toastmaster and Brothers m D K B, I 
appear this evening in the place of the Honorable Jeff McCam, but in 
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no way shall I attempt to take his place, for that would be impossible, but 
I shall endeavor to make a place for myself. Brother McCam, no doubt, 
is a star, the light of whose eloquent words would illuminate your 
thoughts, while I am merely a sut^titute. Some of you may have at- 
tended performances at the theatre where the star, for some reason or 
other, could not be present, and have seen the labored attempts of the 
understudy to take his place, and while you may have tried to sympathize 
with him, nevertheless you made comparisons, if not openly, at least 
mentally, with the acting of the star, and at the end of the play had a 
feeling of disappointment. I will ask you to bear with me and make no 
comparisons, for I am somewhat in the position of the little girl baby, 
whose parents were disappointed that she was not a boy — ^it wasn't her 
fault. 

"In thinking over the peculiar wording of the toast to which I am to 
respond, I am a little perplexed as to just what subject I am expected to 
discuss. 'Raising a Kid for D K E.' What does that sentence mean? 
What does the word 'kid' mean? I know that the dictionaries define it 
as 'a young goat.' Am I then to discuss the question of raising young 
goats? Of course, all of us know, and especially the youngest members 
present, the great usefulness of the goat, for that has been impressed upon 
them, and if they have not made his acquaintance, they have at least felt 
his presence. But brothers, I am not going to discuss goats, in spite of 
their usefulness and interesting antics ; I am going to discuss boys, taking 
the slang expression, 'kid,' to mean boy as well as goat. In the first place, 
I want to endorse the use of the word 'raise,' when applied to the rearing 
of young boys. It is a word commonly used in the South in place of the 
word rear, and to may mind it conveys strong action. Raise, make them 
grow, that is the desideratum, so that while we might better use the word 
rear when the boys grow older, I much prefer the term raise when they 
are very young. 

"Fortunately, Mr. Toastmaster, I have been assigned a subject upon 
which anyone, even the most stupid, can wax eloquent, and upon which I 
am peculiarly qualified to expatiate, being unmarried. I doubt whether 
there is a man present this evening, whether he is married (and I do not 
think there are many here who are) or otherwise, who has not an idea 
that he could praise a boy a little better than anyone else. I know that I 
have always felt that I would make a most excellent papa, and that I 
could raise a boy who would be something remarkable, the hottest and 
reddest pepper in the patch. I have my own theories as to how he should 
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be raised. In raising a boy, a person has to be very careful, and then still 
more careful. I should desire that he be educated at school with a view 
to his entrance at some college, and whether it be located in the North or 
the South is not a matter of grave importance, as both sections are replete 
with grand institutions of learning. Certainly, it would broaden the 
northern boy to be educated in the South, and the southern boy to be 
educated in the North, and it would to an almost certainty cause the elimi- 
nation of all sectional feeling, as the attrition of the two sections would 
wipe away any prejudice that might exist. I should want him to attend 
college, not only because of the higher education he would receive, but 
because in that miniature world he would be associated with men of honor 
and sense, and would be thrown more on his own responsibility, and 
would have his little idiosyncrasies brushed off. I should want him to 
attend college for another reason and a very important one, namely, in 
order that he might become a member of a fraternity, and I should select 
for him the 'Dekes,' as I believe it to be the best. And I should hope that 
he should reach that standard of the 'Dekes' symbolic of courage, hon- 
esty, truth, good-fellowship and everything else which appeals to the best 
that is in human nature. That the best Greek letter fraternities are bene- 
ficial to colleges and collie students should not be questioned, because 
they appeal to the best in human life, and it is not true that they injure 
athletics^ for if proof of that statement is necessary, we can point to Yale, 
than which no college in the country has a more brilliant record in 
athletics; this same Yale where our Fraternity has its mother chapter 
and where numerous other fraternities flourish, and I can make such a 
statement for I am impartial, as I attended two other colleges, the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and Columbia. 

''I was initiated as a Deke at Eta, the University of Virg^inia. It 
took me some time to decide which fraternity I should like to join (not 
that I could have joined any that I wished, although I believe if anybody 
can lay claim to such an honor, it is a Deke), and like most other men 
who take their time, I received something of a rush. We all know how 
the old members used to put up our curtains for us, sometimes tack down 
our carpets, and take us out riding, and do ever3rthing in fact but send 
us flowers, and how we flirted with them like debutantes. When a youth 
first arrives at college, he thinks he is considerable of a man, and his head 
grows larger on account of these attentions ; but after he spends a short 
time there he finds he is not so much of a man after all, and after he 
joins and comes to the Freternity meetings, flushed with the previous 
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attentions which were heaped upon him when he was solicited to join, 
he thinks himself qualified to advise the older members, and when he 
essays to do so he is much surprised and deeply humiliated when his 
words receive no attention, and from then on he is sat upon until his 
head is reduced to its normal size, and he eventually concludes that 
instead of being a big man, he is not even a small one, but simply a 
school boy. These are the things which every boy has to learn, and these 
are the events in his young life which have the most beneficial effect 
upon him. 

''I attended the University of Virginia for three years, and from there 
I went to the Columbia College Law School. I was told before I went 
to Columbia that the Northern Dekes always tried to lord it over the 
Southern Dekes and paid little attention to southern members. It was 
firmly impressed upon me that when I invaded the North, so to speak, 
I should carry a chip upon my shoulder and should be ready to dispute 
and argue every point with anybody, especially concerning anything 
relating peculiarly to the South. I did not exactly think that was right ; 
nevertheless, I went there feeling that I would have to fight my way 
along; and what was niy experience? Like most men from a different 
chapter, I was very backward in presenting myself to the Ganuna Beta 
Chapter. In fact, I didn't do it at all, and there is where I think the 
mistake is made by most members similarly situated. As soon as the 
Columbia boys, God bless them, found out I was a Deke, they took me 
into Gamma Beta, and I became almost as much of a Ganuna Beta 
man as I had been an Eta one. If anybody tells you Southern Dekes 
that you will not be received by the Northern ones, you tell them it is 
not so, and you tell them this little story : There was a group of negroes 
gathered together, and, like negroes, they were laughing and joking, and 
one of them, a big black fellow, put this conundrum. He said, 'Dah's 
two people got de same father and de same mother, and deh ain't no 
kin. 'Splain dat?' One. of the other negroes spoke up, 'You says dah's 
two people got de same mother and de same father and deh ain't no 
kin?' and he scratched his head awhile, and said, 'I can't 'splain dat; g^ve 
it up.' Thereupon a smart-looking neg^o spoke up, ' Put dat nunbrum 
to me. I's pretty good at 'splaining things.' 'AH right, you answer dat 
question, you so smart.' The smart-looking negro began to scratch his 
head and repeated the question: 'You say dah's two men dat got de 
same mother and de same father and deh ain't no kin. Dat's de question, 
is it ? Well, 111 tell you what it is ; it's a damn lie, that what it is.' And 
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that is what it was when they told me that the Northern Dekes would 
not receive the Southern Dekes ; it was a lie. It was not an intentional 
one, but they just didn't know what they were talking about It was that 
old Southern feeling that had not been killed ; but since that time, thank 
God, prejudice, both on the part of the North and the South, has almost 
passed away, and its elimination completdy is only a question of a few 
years. I am proud to say that I believe the City of Louisville, by its 
entertainment of the G. A. R.'s a few years ago, has contributed 
immensely to the result. 

"If my voice could help to do it, I would like to join the Southern 
Dekes with the Northern Dekes and to make every member here pres- 
ent and every member all over the country feel that we are one body of 
men, that the Southern Deke is a Northern Deke, and the Northern 
Deke is a Southern Deke, and that just because the Ohio River separates 
Kentucky from Ohio it is no reason why the men from either State 
should not feel almost, if not, as brotherly toward one another, as the 
Northern members feel to the Northern and the Southern to the 
Southern, and when I look at these faces before me I feel that such is 
really the case. This feeling ought to be inculcated, especially in the 
young members of the Fraternity. 

"I think the Fraternity should be very careful in granting charters to 
new chapters. The Fraternity ought not to try to cover too much ter- 
ritory, and this reminds me of a story which I think illustrates this 
question : There was an overgrown man in a crowded railroad-car, who 
was a great bully and had a good deal of fire-water in him, and he 
said, using a great many oaths, like a bully, 'I can lick any man from 
Jefferson Gjunty,' and he looked all around, and nobody said a word. 
He then said, *I can lick anybody from Shelby County,' and he looked 
all around and still nobody said anything. Emboldened he bellowed, 
'I can lick any man in the State of Kentucky.' He had hardly finished 
when a great big raw-boned fellow got up and said, *My friend, you 
can't lick me.' The bully, very much surprised, looked him over, and 
seeing that he was powerful and determined, he began to back-pedal, 
and with a sickly grin on his face, stammered, 'Stranger, you will have 
to pardon me, I talked too much. The trouble with me was that I tried 
to kiver too much territory.' 

"I am really sorry that you gentlemen will have to leave us so soon. 
You have only been with us two or three days, and while I have seen 
considerable of you, I have not seen nearly as much as I would like. It 
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is a pleasure to Kentuddans to entertain Northern peq)le. It is, of 
course, a pleasure to entertain other Southerners, but we particularly 
want to entertain Northerners. We want to show them Kentucky hos- 
pitality, and we want them to feel that they should be as much at home 
in Louisville as they are in New York, or in any of their Northern 
cities. So much have I enjoyed meeting you, and so much have I en- 
joyed this convention, I would be willing to have another one here next 
year. Do not think I am trying to boom Louisville for another con- 
vention. I know it will be a long time before you will be here, accord- 
ing to the usual run of events, but I hope you will come again, and I 
hope you will not wait for another convention to be held here. If I 
could tell you all the handsome compliments that were paid you gentle- 
men by the ladies who met you at the ball last evening, I do not believe 
that there is a man here that would leave to-night, and from the looks 
which some of you were giving them, and which they were returning, 
I believe that we may expect another visit. I did not take much part in 
that dance in the dancing way. I went around on the outskirts watch- 
ing here and there, observing with much interest and curiosity what 
effect my dubmates were having on the girls, and tAcc versa, and it did 
my heart good to see that these Kentucky girls were appreciated by the 
members of D K B and that the Dekes were so appreciated by them. 

You must leave us and. may pay us a final adieu, 
But you can't take away our fond remembrance of you, 
For the hours with you were so happily passed 
That we almost account them as riches amassed. 

"My brothers, we citizens of Louisville and of Kentucky do not work 
all the time. Some of us during this meeting have taken from business 
considerable time, and it has been time well spent, to meet our brothers 
inD K Bf and if you shall return, we will give up our time for the pur- 
pose of showing you around, and introducing you to our friends. You 
haven't seen one-tenth of this city. We would like to show it all to you, 
but we cannot do it now, as the time is short. When Daniel Webster 
was a young boy, his father called him and his brother Ezekiel, who 
was called Zeke, to him one day and said: 'Zeke, I want you to cut 
that pile of wood over there to-day, and Daniel, I want you to help 
Zdcc.' He then left the boys and was absent from his farm all day, 
and after his return in the evening, he called the two boys to him and 
said, Well, Zeke, what have you been doing to-day?' 'Nothin',' was 
Zcke's reply. 'Ahem,' said Mr. Webster, and turned to Daniel, 'Daniel, 
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what have you been doing?' 'Been helping Zeke/ said Daniel stoutly. 

Now, whenever you feel like helping Zdce, we want you to come down 

here, and we will help you help Zeke. 

"The memories of this Convention and especially of this gathering 

around this festive board will long remain cherished by me, and I believe 

by you. 

Long, long be my heart with such memories filled 

Like this jug* in which whiskey has (they say) been distilled. 

You may break, you may shatter the jug if you will, 

But the scent of the whiskey will cling to it stilL" 

The Toastmaster: "Speaking of Yankees, I think Brother Weis- 
singer was saying something about Yankees. I think it ought to be 
told the brothers here that up here on Green Street is the place that 
Proctor Knott got off one of his great jokes. He was telling about 
two darkies that were down there on the comer of Third and Green, 
just after the electric cars had started running. One was a city darkey, 
and the other one was from the cotuitry. The dty darkey was showing 
off the dty, as the Louisville people sometimes like to do, as you have 
found out. He said, 'Do you see these cars?' 'Yes.' 'Do you know 
what makes these cars move?' 'No, I don't see anything to make them 
go.' He said, 'Electridty makes these cars go.' 'But where is the 
mules? I don't see the mules.' The other replied, 'It ain't mules, it 
is electridty.' 'Yes,' he said, 'but where is the mules? I don't under- 
stand it.' 'There ain't no mules about it' 'How did that come along?' 
'Oh,' his friend said, 'The Yankees did that.' The country darkey said, 
'Them Yankees I Them is funny fdlows; they came down here and 
they free the niggers, and now them come down here and frees the 
mules.' 

''When I first came to Kentucky, one of the first men to greet me 
was a Deke, and in the years that I lived here in this State, my friend 
was always ready to help me in every way he could, and he often could 
very substantially. I have always cherished his friendship very much; 
and espedally in connection with D K B. I think we are very fortunate 
to-night in having him with us. I should like to give him as a toast, 
perhaps, D K E in War; perhaps D K B in Reconstruction Times; 
perhaps D K B in Peace. However, I see by the programme he has 
been assigned to the toast, 'The Congress of the United States.' I take 
pleasure in introducing Senator James Bennett McCreary, of Kappa 
Psi, '59"

Senator McCreasy: "I am glad to be present on this interesting 
occasion. I was very busy, and hardly had time to come here to-night, 
but I felt like I wanted to be young again, and look into the faces of 
the boys that belonged to the Z7 JT £ Fraternity. I felt like I wanted to 
come here and see the faces of very many of the best citizens of this 
union and say to them, 'God bless you, we welcome you all to Ken- 
tucky.' I have listened to what my brother has said about my brothers 
coming in contact with Kentucky girls, and I can tell you that I can 
recommend them for good wives; and I hope that we will be able to 
say that while down here there were occasions where 

'Eyes looked love to eyes that spake again, 
And all went merry as a marriage bell.' 

I hope the sequel will be that many of you will come back here to carry 
fith you to your homes the blue-eyed and black-eyed girls as good 
wives. 

"I am thankful to the Toastmaster for giving me a line for my 
theme. I was in a good deal of perplexity as to what I would say. 
When you talk about G)ngress, it is a dry subject unless you are up 
there drawing your salary. But my brother, the Toastmaster, when he 
talked about war and talked about peace gave me a line, and I was in 
a strait until he did it. It makes me reminiscent this evening. 

"In many events of my life members of the D K B Fraternity have 
greatly contributed to my success and happiness. When I was a law 
student at the University of Tennessee, Kappa Chapter took me in its 
embrace, and gave me honor and comfort. You spoke of war. In the • 
Civil War, which caused bloodshed, sorrow and suffering in our coun- 
try, I was captured in battle and put in confinement on Morris Island, 
between Fort Sumpter and Charlestown, South Carolina. The Federal 
officer in command, passing around the place, saw that pin which is 
now more than forty years old. He was a man from New York, and 
he came to me, and in our Fraternity it makes no difference whether 
a man lives in the North, South, East or West, and it made no differ- 
ence during that war. When he saw that pin he came to me and gave 
me the grip, and said to me that anything he could do for me that was 
honorable he would be glad to do it. It was not a great while from 
that time until I was honorably discharged, and there was Hit D K B 
Colonel, acting honorably, but helping to have me exchanged, and I 
was exchanged down there at Charlestown through the efforts of this 
Cdond in command. 
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"Now, my friend spoke of peace. The D K E is great in war and 
great in peace both. When the war was over, and the Angel of Peace, 
with soothing, healing wings, fanned the hearts of the people, and 
changed foemen into friends, humble as I was, I was elected Governor 
of Kentucky, and when I had taken the oath of office, and was con- 
ducted to the executive department, sl D K E man, who belonged to the 
chapter at Yale, came to me and brought to me the great seal of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. I had been in doubt up to that time who 
would be Secretary of State, and I made him Secretary of State on the 
spot. When I was elected to Congress, and went to Washington, and 
was sworn in and assigned a seat, when the hour of adjournment came, 
a committee came to me, and said, *We will escort you to-night to a 
banquet where you will be an honored guest,' and they did so, and that 
was the first time I met my brother D K E's in Washington. So that, 
my brothers, in four of the most important events of my life, I was 
honored and greeted by members of the D K E Fraternity. 

"From the four first acts I pass to the fifth, which will close the 
drama of the day, and Time's noblest offspring will be the last. God 
only knows what that is, but I hope when it comes it will be the same 
as it has been in the others — that I will be surrounded by my brothers of 
the D K E Fraternity. 

"As I understood the Toastmaster, I was expected to speak to the 
subject, 'The Congress of the United States,' and if I have digressed, 
and if I have indulged in reminiscenses, it has been brought about by 
your distinguished Toastmaster, who threw out the line. 

"My subject is both comprehensive and interesting. It is compre- 
hensive because it concerns the government of our great Republic. It 
is interesting because it recalls to my mind many of the most pleasant 
associations of my life, and many of the most illustrious men that have 
graced and honored the Halls of Congress. I wish I could now read 
to you the names of all the illustrious D K E's that have occupied posi- 
tions in the Senate of the United States and the House of Representa- 
tives of the United States. But I would not want to keep you here 
until to-morrow morning at sunrise. 

"I am only going to keep you a short time, and I will read those 
that I have had the pleasure of associating with at the last session. 
There are six United States Senators who belong to the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon Fraternity. They are Honorable Henry Cabot Lodge, of Mas- 
sachusetts ; Honorable A. J. Beveredge, of Indiana, and I am sorry he 
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is not here to-night; Honorable John F. Dryden, of New Jersey; Hon- 
orable Frederick T. Dubois, of Idaho, and Honorable F. B. Brandegee, 
of Connecticut. 

"There are fourteen members of the D K B Fraternity in the House 
of Representatives. They are Elbert H. Hubbard, of Iowa; T. Hedge, 
of Iowa ; A. P. Gardner, of Massachusetts ; C. G. Washburn, of Massa- 
chusetts; C. N. Pray, of Montana; Peter A. Porter, of New York; 
Herbert Parsons, of New York; C. L. Knapp, of New York; DeAlva 
S. Alexander, of New York; William R. Hearst, of New York. The 
last, but not least, is yet to be mentioned, and I am glad he is a member 
of iht D K B Fraternity — Theodore Roosevelt. 

"One of his cabinet, and who, by the way, is one of the best men in 
the United States, I served in the Lower House with him when I was 
a member there. Secretary of the Navy, Metcalf, is also 3, D K B. 

"But I must not dwell even upon the names of those who are mem- 
bers, and every man whose name I read is to-day an illustrious and dis- 
tinguished member, either of the House or Senate. 

**The three great co-ordinate departments of our government are 
the Executive, Legislative and Judicial. Of course. Congress belongs 
to the Legislative Department. ' The world's great legislative assem- 
blies are classified as Parliaments or Congresses. The old world is 
the home of Parliaments. The new world is the home of Congresses. 
The example of the Parliament of Great Britain was followed by France 
and Spain and Holland in that period just after the downfall of Napoleon 
when we had a constitution-making epoch. And after that time Ger- 
many and Italy, and other nations, including Austria, followed the 
example of Great Britain. The example of the Congress of the United 
States was -followed by every Republic of the Western Hemisphere. 
The striking contrast in our government, that which distinguishes 
it from all other governments in the world, is not alone between 
monarchical government and popular government, but it is also be- 
tween parliamentary government, which is mainly government by a 
responsible ministry, and congressional government which is government 
by the people through their representatives. 

"Three great ideas are paramount in the history of the world's 
nation-making. They are, first, government by conquest; second, gov- 
ernment without representation; and, third, government by the people 
through their chosen representatives. Although Anglo-Saxons away 
back in the eleventh century declared in favor of self-government it 
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was not until 1215 when the Magna Charta, the great charter of lib- 
erty, was wrested from King John at Runnymede, that personal liberty 
and personal rights were proclaimed, but that was overshadowed by 
monarchy, and it remained for representative government to have its 
natural growth, its rich fruition, its splendid triumph as the best govern- 
ment, and the best government of the world is the United States of 
America. 

"The Constitution of our country declares in the first section, and 
in the first article, 'All legislative power herein granted, shall be vested 
in the Congress of the United States, which shall consist of the Senate 
and House of Representatives/ No grant of power could be more 
comprehensive or more emphatic than that, and although so much has 
been said about executive power and executive interference with the 
rights of Congress, I want to say to you as a man who entered Congress 
in 1885, that during my whole service, in my opinion, the Congress 
of the United States has always maintained its power and authority 
under the Constitution; and no President has ever been able to take 
away from the Congress the power that it was entitled to. The framers 
of the Constitution seemed to concentrate all legislative power in Con- 
gress. Among the great powers given to Congress are the power to 
lay and collect tiaxes; to provide for the common defense; to regulate 
commerce with foreign nations and among the States ; to coin money and 
regulate the value thereof; to defend and to punish offenses against the 
laws of nations ; to declare war ; to raise and support armies ; to provide 
and maintain a navy; suppress insurrection and repel invasion. They 
were the g^eat powers g^ven to Congress, and the same Constitution gives 
Congress the power to pass laws to enforce those powers, and then under 
the Constitution Congress reaches its highest power when it has the right 
to impeach any Federal officer from the President down to the lowest. 

"So that we say that the framers of the Constitution had that much 
respect for Congress that in the very first section, and the first section of 
that great instrument, it provided for those powers to be vested in it. 

"Another wise provision is that the President may propose, but 
Congress disposes. The Constitution gives authority to the House of 
Representatives to originate all revenue bills, and to present articles of 
impeachment. It gives also the exclusive power to the Senate to say 
when a treaty shall be ratified, because no treaty, until it receives the vote 
of two-thirds of the Senators present, can be ratified and promulgated, 
and all ambassadors, ministers, consuls, cabinet officers, Judges of the 
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Supreme Court, Judges of the United States Circuit Courts. Judges of 
the District Courts, army officers and naval officers before they are 
commissioned have to be confirmed by the Senate. 

"Another safeguard is the checks and balances that are thrown around 
each department, and makes our form of government ideal. We have 
to-day the check and balances of forty-six States — I am count- 
ing Oklahoma, because it will come in to-morrow — ^we have the checks 
and balances of forty-six different States against the general gov- 
ernment. We have the Senate as a check and balance against the 
House of Representatives; and we have the House of Representatives 
as a check against the Senate. We have the executive authority as a 
check and balance to a considerable extent with the veto power against 
the Congress of the United States. We have the Senate as a check 
and balance against the appointing power of the President, and we have 
the Senate as a check and balance against the ratification of any treaty. 
Then comes in the Constitution of our country as a check and balance, 
and says that all powers not delegated to Congress or prohibited to 
the States are reserved to the States, or to the people; and then comes 
the Election Day! I believe there has been an election in Kentucky 
lately — where the people are sovereign, and the man that is set up to be 
greater than the people feels the power of the people when the election 
comes off. 

''It was these things in our Constitution that caused that great 
man, that grand man, Gladstone, to say that the ConstituticHi of the 
United States was the best instrument ever penned by the hand of 
man; and thus it is that the Congress of the United States ranks 
among the best — if it is not the best — in the world, and is a model for 
all people who love a government of the people, by the people and for 
the people." 

The Toastmaster: "On an occasion of this kind, there naturally 
comes to the minds of some of us who have been present before at 
gatherings like this convention, and other D K E gatherings, the 
faces of ones familiar to us and who are missing here to-night I 
think, for example, of one whom I have seen, I think, at every D K B 
gathering that I have been present at in this State before. Bishop 
Dudley, who was a most loyal D K B. I think of another, not known 
to most of you perhaps, though well known to me, Tom Leavell, and 
I recall the last Convention that I attended, the Cincinnati Convention, 
when we heard a great deal of Kappa, the second Kappa; the old 
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Kappa Psi was the original Kappa. Miami has given many loyal 
sons; and when after some years the chapter had been non-existent, 
and the revival of the chapter was considered, among those who were 
leaders in that movement were Whitelaw Reid, who still lives, and 
Senator Brice and Samuel P. Hunt. Samuel P. Hunt I knew well 
I knew his loyalty to D K E, and I remember how he was the great 
moving spirit of the Cincinnati Convention. Within the past few 
months he has passed away from the scene of his earthly labors. It 
seems to me that it is fitting in our festivities to-night that we should 
recall some of those who have passed away, who were once so loyal 
to us, and that it is eminently fitting that one who knew Judge Hunt 
so well should speak to us to-night upon his life and character, and I 
take pleasure in introducing Mr. William H. James, of Kappa, 'oo, 
who will speak to us of Judge Hunt." 

Mr. William H. James: ''Mr. Toastmaster, and brothers in the 
DKB, 

" * Into each life some rain must fall, 
Some days must be dark and dreary/ 

And so into the deliberations of every D K E Convention, and even 
into the wit and humor and felicitations of a banquet such as we 
are holding this evening, there must come the thought that during 
the past year some of those who were wont to meet with us have 
passed beyond the twilight of the purpling hills into the great beyond. 
Standing beside the casket of Harlan Cleveland, one of the most 
distinguished lawyers who ever practiced at the Cincinnati bar, a 
friend and a lawyer who had been associated with him in many cases 
turned to those about him and said, 'It is a pity that some men should 
ever die,' and as I heard read this morning the list of names of the 
D K E's who had passed away during the past year, this thought came 
very forcibly to me, and it is because Kappa Chapter wishes that some 
mention should be made in this Convention of their distinguished 
brother, Samuel P. Hunt, and it is because of their wish to keep green 
his memory in the minds of the Pratemity at large, that I am here this 
evening. 

"Were I to attempt to-night a biographical sketch of Brother Hunt, 
the mere recital in some logical order of the principal features of his 
life, the honors he attained, the positions of trust and influence which 
he acceptably filled, my task would be, indeed, an easy one. While 
yet a boy I found delight in gathering clippings from the press in 
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which his name appeared, and these, together with his published 
orations and newspaper clippings, preserved by my father, would be 
abundant data for such a life history as I have mentioned. These 
are of such an interest and coupled with other events in his life are 
of such importance that their mere recital would be instructive; but 
I have chosen for myself a somewhat broader task, the task of re- 
vealing him to you as he was known and honored by his friends, and 
few men are harder to reveal in this intimate way than Judge Hunt. 
His personality baffles description. The secret of his hold on those who 
were near to him was indefinable, and there was about him at all times 
an emotional atmosphere which made at once a meeting an opportunity, 
and intimate association with him a privilege. 

"Judge Hunt was bom in Springdale, Ohio, Oct. 22, 1844. His 
father, Dr. John Randolph Hunt, was a native of New Jersey. Before 
coming to the then western country, Dr. Hunt had well prepared 
himself in his chosen profession. He was a graduate of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of New York. Judge Hunt's mother 
was also a native of New Jersey. She was a woman of intellectual 
power. Even in her old age she was alert and animated, and interested 
in all that was going on in the world about her. With such parentage 
as this. Judge Hunt entered into life especially fortunate. His task 
was not the task of most boys, the task of forcing recognition from the 
start; but his was that rarer and ofttimes harder task, the task of 
living up to the hopes and ambitions of his friends. 

"There was a private school in the community where the Hunt 
family resided, and there they received their earlier education. In 
this school Judge Hunt prepared himself for college. After this prep- 
aration he entered Miami University, where he took an active interest 
in the debates and literary societies which then stood for so much 
in- college life ; and without disparaging in the least degree the gifts 
or abilities of the men who were associated with him at Miami Univer- 
sity, I think it can be said he was the most rarely gifted man in at- 
tendance at that institution. Graduating with the Class of '64 the 
same year he received a degree of A.B. from Union College, New 
York, and at other times in his career he was honored by his Alma 
Mater with the degrees of A.M., LL.D., and L.H.D. After completing 
his college training. Judge Hunt spent some time with the Union 
Army, though not as an enlisted man. He was with the Union Army 
at Shiloh, and with General Whitsell when he entered Richmond, and 
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after his brief army experience he went abroad and traveled as far 
as Egypt and the Holy Land, dropping letters of travel to the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer, which were read with interest and gave him an in- 
troduction to the people of the Miami Valley as a man of keen obser- 
vation and as a gifted writer. On returning from abroad, he entered 
the law office of Stanley Matthews, afterward Chief Justice of the 
United States, and began his preparation for law in the Cindmiati 
Law School. 

''Success at the bar and in politics followed. In 1869 ^^ ^^^ elected 
to the State Senate of Ohio, and was chosen by that body as its President 
pro tern., making him acting Lieutenant-Governor of Ohio. In the fol- 
lowing year he made a spirited but unsuccessful campaign for the Legis- 
lature. At one time he was nominated by his party for the office of 
Lieutenant-Governor of the State. He was Chairman of two State Demo- 
cratic conventions. In 1873 he was appointed as a member of the Consti- 
tutional Convention of our State, and coupled his name with that clause 
in our Constitution which gives to the Governor the veto power. He 
placed in nomination Governor James £. Campbell for the office of Gov- 
ernor. Governor Campbell was elected, and a vacancy occurring on the 
Superior Court Bench of Cincinnati in 1890, Governor Campbell appointed 
Judge Hunt as Judge of the Superior Court. By election Judge Hunt held 
this office until 1898. 

''But all his gifts and abilities as a lawyer are, to my mind, secondary 
to his gifts and abilities as an orator. For a period of over twenty-five 
years he was the one most sought after for occasions of note in the 
southern portion of our State. His reputation as an orator was by no 
means local, and colleges east and south demanded his services for Com- 
mencement occasions, and, in fact, he spoke in all parts of the country at 
conventions and occasions of note. 

"But it is interesting to know what were the forces which impelled 
him forward and led him on in his career as an orator. Judge Hunt had 
deep-seated in his innermost nature an ambition to leave an impression 
upon the lives of others. Any one who came into his presence became 
conscious of the subtle power of his personality. No matter when or 
where you met him, he seemed always at his best. 

"Because of his habits of study, his personal visitations to points of 
interest in this and other lands, he became acquainted with the men and 
women of culture of his day. His orations were put together with that 
nicety and care which would suggest time and effort and preparation, yet 
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delivered with that spontaneity and ease which would denote extempo- 
raneous effort. But above them all, in them all, and through them all, 
was the orator, the voice, the gestures, the man who by a word, look or 
modulation could lift men up and inspire them with noble and patriotic and 
even holy ambitions. It was a great power eierted by Orpheus when in 
response to his Apollo-given lyre trees and rocks and inanimate objects 
gathered around him and followed after him. It was a still greater 
power exerted by the gracious goddess Venus, which changed the statue 
of Pygmalion into flesh and blood. But both of these, g^eat as they were, 
are not for one instant to be compared with the power of spoken words. 
This power to a very great degree was possessed by our brother; but, 
alas, for the mortality of such a gift! The lines of the sculptor's chisel 
will remain, and the harmonies of the musician will remain while man 
exists on the earth, but the orator's silver tongue goes with him to the 
grave. No one knew better than Judge Hunt how effervescent must be 
the impressions of his greatest gift, and so in later years he strove to put 
his orations in some form that would make them more lasting. With 
loving care he collected, revised and indexed his published orations. Some 
of them had passed entirely out of his hands, and were being preserved 
by others. These, too, were gathered in, so that to-day his family is in 
possession of a finished work, and sooner or later they will give it to the 
world to be read, to be criticised by some, and to be preserved as a price- 
less heritage by all those who had come in vital touch with its author. 

"It is hard to speak of Judge Hunt in the past tense. But even while 
that wonderful fiute-like voice w^s echoing the passion of youth, and 
every movement of that wonderfully agile body was in sympathy with 
the rhythm of his thought, disease touched him and he stood silent. With 
the light of other days gone from his eyes and the strength gone from his 
limbs, yet he did not complain of what to him must have been most pain- 
ful, enforced idleness and quietude. 

''But it is as a Fraternity man that we miss Judge Hunt to-night. 
Every inch z D K E ht entered enthusiastically into every phase of the 
work of his chapter. He planned for her, he worked for her; but his 
love ioT D K E was greater even than for his chapter. He kept in close 
touch with his Fraternity, and one of the best orations which he ever 
prepared was delivered before the thirtieth annual convention of this 
Fraternity at Williams College, Massachusetts, in 1876. His love and 
his enthusiasm ior D K E has been passed on to some of us younger men 
in southern Ohio, and it is our purpose to pass it on to others. Just since 
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I came to this convention, I heard that a young man from Cincinnati 
who had gone to an eastern school, had refused a tap, I believe they call it, 
from Alpha Delta Phi, which is something of a Fraternity, and had ac- 
cepted an invitation from D K E» Well did I know the reason why that 
young man refused the tap from Alpha Delta Phi. Something of the 
spirit of Sam Hunt had entered in this young man's breast, and he left 
Cincinnati with the firm resolve that for him, D K E or nothing. 

"In the rush and bustle of a busy work-a-day world, we naturally 
displace from the mind of to-day the things and the happenings and the 
men of yesterday. But there are some things which should be held 
ntefnoria in eterna, and Kappa Chapter holds up for the emulaticxi of all 
true D K E's the love and affection for this Fraternity of Samuel F. 
Hunt, while, in sadness and mourning his loss, she strives to realize the 
hopes and ambitions that he had for her. 

"Farewell, brother, till the daybreak and the shadows flee away, pale, 
and farewell." 

Mr. Frank Wili^iams : "What has been said about Judge Hunt really 
impels me to say something which has not been referred to, and that is the 
revival of the Kappa Chapter, which was strictly due to the personal work 
of Judge Hunt. I happened to speak with Brother Barkelow about it 
during this convention, and he asked me something of the details with 
which he was not entirely familiar. Just before the convention of 1889, 
which was held in Boston, Senator Brice, whom I had the good fortune 
to know through his zeal in the Kappa Chapter, sent word to me and asked 
me to come and see him, and I had heard that he was actively in touch 
with the Council; and Brice said to me — ^he always called me by my 
first name — he said, *Frank, we want you to be at that Convention. Sam 
Hunt is going to be there to ask for the revival of the Kappa Chapter 
which is petitioned for by certain men. I know those men, and I know 
still better the judgment of Hunt, and Hunt knows those men well. They 
can be depended upon to be the right sort of chapter. You can depend 
upon it that Whitelaw Reid and myself will stand by the new men, if they 
are admitted, and see that Kappa Chapter comes up to the standard which 
has been set by our predecessors. I went to the Convention. There was 
a petition there, a very strong letter from Reid was read, and another 
from Brice, and Hunt was there in person. Brice had told me he would 
be unable to be present, and he said, 'Anyway, I am not accus- 
tomed to such public speaking, while Hunt is a leader in that 
regard.' I had known Hunt from previous conventions quite well. 
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At that conTention, the petition having been presented so recently that 
the Council had not much time to investigate it, the charter could only 
be granted at that particular Convention by a unanimous vote of the 
Convention, a thing which you all know is by no means easy to obtain. 
The petition was presented, and I had done what work I could before 
the matter came up, and Hunt spoke. He spoke magnificently for the 
past Kappa Chapter, and its future prospects in the hands of these 
men. I did what little I could after his remarks to forward the same 
motion, and I am happy to say that it was passed unanimously with almost 
every chapter represented in that Convention of 1889. Hunt, of course, 
was very much delighted. We came back to New York, and Brice 
was equally delighted, and a day or^two after Hunt had gone back 
to his home, Brice sent for me, and said, 'I want to give Hunt a worthy 
souvenir of this occasion, and you are familiar with the styles of pins 
that are made, etc. I want you to get the handsomest D K B pin that 
can be worn, with due modesty by a man of the world, and let me 
present it.' I went to the best-known Fraternity jeweler in New York 
at that time, Newman, whom I knew well. Newman submitted three 
designs, all of them handsome. I took them back to Brite, and Brice 
picked out one of them, and I ordered it, and it was subsequently fin- 
ished and forwarded. It had inscribed on the back something to the 
effect that it was the property of Samuel F. Hunt, Kappa Chapter, 
'64, presented by his friend, Calvin S. Brice, and I received the most 
handsome letter from Hunt for the little share I had taken in it, and 
another letter from Calvin S. Brice in the same connection. They are 
both now gone; but I think that the men here to-night ought to know, 
and the Kappa men not present at that time ought to know, what the 
re-granting of the charter in that way, without any investigation, and 
by unanimous vote of the Convention of 1889, was primarily due to 
the magnificent work and the magnificent speech made by Samuel 
F. Hunt in the Convention of 1889." 

The Toastmastrr: "The next toast upon our programme is 
the one that some one has called the 'Balance Wheel of Fraternity,' 
that which has no power in itself, but stirs up and turns out equally 
the combined power of the Fraternity. 'The Council oi D K E* re- 
sponded to by Mr. Harry Rose Danner, of Psi Chi, '92." 

Mr. Danner: "The dignity with which I find myself surrounded 
to-night, and which I feel under great embarrassment lest I should 
in some way lessen, reminds me of a story of a woman who went to 
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a country drcus, and found herself in the side show. There she heard 
a man declaring in a loud voice that he could see through a 3-inch 
plank, and by his actions he seemed to be able to do so. Seized with 
alarm she shouted, *Let me out, let me out, this is no place for me widi 
these thin clothes on.' So I am afraid my dignity may be very easUy 
seen through, and I hesitate to speak because I have already spoken so 
much before this convention. I am reminded of the man who leaned 
far out over the side of the ship, and as he saw the last of the shore 
disappearing beneath the wave, he said, It is astonishing how one 
thing brings up another.' So the story of the clothes reminds me of 
the story told of a certain Madam Malaprop, who was going to a mas- 
querade ball, and being asked what disguise she was going to wear, 
she said, 1 am going as Queen Elizabeth, but my husband is going in 
the garb of a monk.' 

"So m responding to the toast, 'The Council of D K E/ I feel that 
the garb should be worn to-night either by my friend, Frank Williams, 
who for so many years has borne such burdens in D K E. I know 
of no man in the country who has worked as hard and contributed 
as liberally, both in efforts and in money, and has attended so many 
conventions as he, the first President of the Council, I believe; and 
serving through successive terms he has been a tower of strength not 
only in his work, but by his enthusiasm to keep the rest of his line up. 
And if he were not to speak, I wish very much that that loyal D K E, 
Dave Simpson, who was called back to New York this morning, might 
be here. For sixteen years he has served faithfully as Secretary of the 
Council, a task which I know from my assistance of him at various 
times is no easy one. He, by his shrewd, clean, level-headed judgment 
has kept; the Fraternity from many difficulties, and his unswerving at- 
tention will be very much missed after he is compelled to give up the 
honored position and the most influential position which he holds. 

''But it is not to talk of these men who I wish might talk for them- 
selves, but to talk of the Council that I am here, and yet at this 
time it is not fitting or necessary to tell why the Council is or what it 
does. Therefore, in speaking for the Cotmcil I shall speak simply for 
the alumni body of the Fraternity. 

"We have heard to-night from Senator McCreary and some of our 
alumni here. They are men, some of them, of most conspicuous and 
great reputations. But they are not the only ones who have reached 
that fame. In every field of endeavor there have been men who have 
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reached the top — from Commander Peary, who has reached the 
furthest north, to men who have excelled in every vocation in life; 
many as scientists, many in vocations which do the hard work of life 
and are none the less noble. D K E has been through the past marvel- 
ously fortunate in her choice of men. Her men have been men of 
clear judgment who have been able to grasp the difficulties of life, 
and have made their influence felt. Such have been the men of the 
past in our Fraternity. I like to feel of the D K E ^s Artemus Ward, 
I think it was, once said. He said the prettiest thing in the world was 
a pretty little girl, and it is apt to grow on her. So, I think, the D K E 
in the beauty of her achievement, ought to grow more beautiful espe- 
cially because of the examples which have been set before us. No body 
of men could have nobler examples to spur* us on, and when we reach 
that success, whether that success be by becoming conspicuous, or 
simply by leading lives which count, although not conspicuous, all 
that we need to do is to idealize our Fraternity. Let us stand for all 
that is best and noblest in life and in our college life. If we invest her 
with those ideals which we in our hearts know are right and best, and 
then try to live worthy fi her in ever3rthing that comes to us, whether 
the tadc be obscure or whether it be lofty, then we shall be, indeed, 
loyal sons ot D K E, and we shall in the future be looked up to with 
that same veneration as the men whom we have here to-night are 
looked up to by us. Therefore, my toast to-night is, D K E, may she 
always be to us the best in life." 

The Toastmaster: "We come to our last regular toast of the 
evening, that which always to all of us is uppermost, 'Our Fraternity' 
— responded to by Brother R. G. Estee, who has so splendidly presided 
over this 6ist Convention." 

Mr. Estee: "Mr. Toastmaster, and brothers in D K E. I am not 

going to talk to you any more about quorums or majorities, and hat 

bands and extensions, and I am not going to talk much to you because 

I believe (he chimes have already struck the hour of twelve o'clock. 

But there are a few things that have not been said to-night in regard 

to our Fraternity. It does not have to do with the 'Rah, Rah !' and the 

tinsel, or any of the other artificial things that necessarily have to do 

' with fraternities, but it is a thing that one very seldom notices, and 

then only usually in adversity and in trouble. It is a thing that nobody 

can name, and probably few of the men in a fraternity ever get to 

know, but it is a certain feeling that truly and surely exists between 
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the brothers oi D K E which, when they are in trouble, always shows 
itself. There are hundreds and hundreds of examples that might be 
quoted; but I am only going to give one or two. All of you know 
others, but they all tend to show that in some future time, in the life 
of abnost every Deke, there occurs something that brings out the love 
that he bears for his fellow Deke. I was told not long ago by one of 
the most loyal Dekes that I have ever known, Brother Harrington, 
who was the president of the D K E Convention in 1902, convened at 
Washington, that in the time of one of our greatest troubles, one of the 
greatest events in the history of America, the Civil War, that there was 
2L D K E in one of the southern prisons, which, because of lack of 
funds in the treasury of the Confederacy, was in the most awful condi- 
tion, and this Deke was down in one of the miserable rooms, and he used 
to pass back and forth in this room, day after day, and night after nig^t, 
getting no sleep at all, and very little food, and one day a slight ray of 
hope came to him when outside of the walls he heard a few bars of one 
of the D K E songs, and he ran to what little streak of light there was 
in the room, and called out and asked this man who was whistling if he 
was a Deke. The man got permission from the guards to come in, and 
they gave each other the g^p, and in about a week from that time this 
man was honorably dismissed, and taken back and exchanged, and he 
lived to fight for the North as the man for whom he was exchanged 
fought for the South again. 

''One hears again and again about the awful misery that was the 
lot of the North and South, and especially of the South. There are a 
few instances that actually happened in which the brothers of the 
North have helped out the brothers of the South, and vice versa. 
Whenever a Deke got a chance in the lines on picket duty, and on any 
other duty, to do a service to a Deke on the opposite side, he always 
did it. There is another instance that I heard of not long ago of a 
Deke in the Philippine Islands who was riding along on some special 
duty, and he had to pass a number of dead bodies, or bodies presumed 
to be dead; and as he passed along this line of bodies, he noticed on 
the breast of one man something shining, or glinting in the moon- 
light; and he stooped down to see what it was. It was a Deke pin; 
and he felt of the man's heart, and it was still beating, and he took 
him to the camp, and they brought this man back to life, and he was 
taken back to the United States, and he is now far more alive than he 
was when his brother picked him up on the field that night, and one 
of the most loyal Dekes in the coimtry. 
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''However, I can very poorly state to you these things that you all 
know. I almost feel like a stranger speaking to you after such men as 
the Senator, and others, have addressed you, and it almost makes me 
feel as though I am talking in a foreign langfuage; and it reminds me 
of a Frenchman, one of the most noted Ambassadors from France who 
has ever come over to America. He was asked to respond to a toast. 
His. words were not many, and they were very labored, indeed. He 
said, 'Gentlemen, when I came over to this country a few weeks ago, 
my experiences were many, and they came in fast succession, and one 
of the most interesting was when a gentleman asked me to go out 
and have a time with him. I had just given him a letter of introduction, 
and I didn't know what to have a time meant, but I went out, and he 
said, we went out on a lark; and I said, 'Lark?' He said, 'Yes.' I 
looked through Webster's Dictionary, and found that the lark was a 
bird that flies in the air, and has a pretty song. Well, we went out on 
a lark, and he opened up a lot of bottles, and pretty soon my head 
went buzz, buzz, that was fierce, and when I went to bed, away in the 
small hours of the morning, I couldn't sleep; and in about an hour I 
got up and went downstairs, and my landlady said, 'Monsieur, he gets 
up with the lark !* I said, 'No, I just went to bed with that bird.' 

"I think we ought to have a few cheers and let the lions roar for 
Louisville for all the pleasures that we have received here. 

"Are we weak? No. 
Are ¥re strong? Yes. 
Let the lion roar, roar, roar. 
Louder, let it roar." 

The Toastm aster : "Our brother. Dr. Philip Barbour, desires 
to say a few words before we break up for the evening." 

Dr. Barbour: "Many years ago, on a beautiful September morn- 
ing, a group of students were standing outside of the college door, 
waiting for the opening exercises of the college, when they noticed 
a sprightly young man come up the steps. They looked at him, and 
said, 'Who is the new senior?' When the doors opened, much to 
our surprise, that young man walked in and took his seat with the 
Faculty. Pate is a strange alchemist, and who of us can tell the poten- 
tialities of affinity? For, by one of those strange freaks of fate, that 
group of young men, and that young professor were drawn together 
by an invisible affinity. 
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"Iota was born before the war. You have heard from him to-night 
something of her history. You have heard how all her young men 
when the war broke out enlisted, some upon the Northern and some 
upon the Southern side, and fought for what they deemed to be right. 
Many offered up their lives for the sake of what they believed to be 
right, and so Iota fell in sleep. It remained for this band of young men, 
inspired by the enthusiastic yotmg professor, to band themselves to- 
gether into a society and to determine that they would get into the best 
Fraternity or none at all. Their attempts would likely have been futile 
if it had not been for the strong and resourceful support of the youi^- 
old professor; and so Iota woke again from her long sleep, and has 
taken her place again in the sisterhood oi D K E. 

"Brother Howe, we have long desired to express to you in s<xne 
way our appreciation of what that support meant to us. But there 
has never before been an opportunity, nor has a suitable occasion 
arisen. We feel that we owe you a debt of gratitude which we can 
never repay for the tender memories of our college days that grow the 
more dear as we grow older, for the joys of our Fraternal meetings, 
for the good old songs, for the mystic circle, and most of all for the 
warm friendship and fraternity that you inspired to us, and so it is 
with no common pleasure that I stand here to-night, as the representa- 
tive of Iota, and the representative of that band of young men, to 
present to you this cup as a token of our love and esteem, and to 
assure you that as we have always felt towards you so shall it ever 

be. KffpoSfv <^iAoi 'aci ' 

Dr. Howe: "Brothers in Iota, and brothers in D K E. I need 
words with which to respond. The memory of those days is very dear 
to me. I well remember that first day. I remember that almost as a 
boy I came among you. I believe there were those in my classes who 
measured more in years than I did myself. I did not know how it 
was going to seem to be a college professor. You taught me. If I 
have made any success in teaching, and in my work, if I have in the 
now nearly quarter of a century that has elapsed since that date been 
able to help the young men who have been entrusted to my charge in 
my classes, it has been, above all things, due to the way in which you 
broke me in, the way in which you helped me, and especially to those 
of those classes who afterward came into D K E. As I see you here 
to-night, and as I think of the others, of Chinn, and of McElroy, and 
good old Tate Irvine, the politician, it seems to me as if it were but 
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yesterday, and yet the time is passing, and it has dealt royally, I be- 
lieve, with all of us, perhaps, because we have learned the secret of 
keeping young, just keeping with the young, and not allowing our- 
selves to grow old 

"I thank you. I shall take this token of your love back with me to 
old Virginia, and it will stand there as a memento of that love which 
is typified in D K E"

Since our last letter to the Quartskly, Theta has su£Fered a great loss m 
the death of Edward T. Pickard, 'lO^ who died at the chapter house, December 
15th, after a very brief illness due to peritonitis. Pickard was one of the best 
loved boys of the chapter, a member of an old Deke family, and a splendid type 
of the young man whom the world most needs. His sudden death under par- 
ticularly sad circumstances was a terrible blow to all his undergraduate brothers.

EDITORIALS. 

The next Convention will be held in November at Hartford, Corni., 
with the Phi and Alpha Chi chapters in conjunction with the New York 
Alumni Association. 



The entertainment features of the last Convention were exceptional, 
the business transacted important, the attendance large, and the proceed- 
ings peaceful. This combination insures the success of a convention. 
The efforts of the hosts, Iota and Gamma, contributing so largely to 
this success, are appreciated. 



To inject business in the editorial column of this magazine may indi- 
cate a lack of delicacy on our part, and may even savor of a "business" 
editorial in a yellow journal, yet we are constrained to mention a few 
pertinent points. This magazine is not a gratuitous publication. The 
subscription price is one dollar a year, and at intervals we call for this 
dollar. One recipient of the publication for some years, and of various 
bills for the same, was indignant when pressed to pay, stating that he 
had always regarded that his membership in the fraternity entitled him 
to it without pay, and immediately cancelled his subscription when in- 
formed to the contrary. Some few others have shown a similar disa- 
greeable tendency to complain when asked to remit. Cancellations of sub- 
scriptions are rare, except about pay time, and then, we are glad to say, 
they are not alarmingly frequent. 

We believe that every fraternity should maintain a publication, and 
that those few that do not will soon fall behind in influence and prestige. 
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To keep up such a publication as this QuABTEia,Y, in the regular man- 
ner in which it has been maintained during over the past quarter of a 
century — ^without change or retrenchment in the size, in the quality of 
paper, or in other respects, as has periodically happened in the case of 
many other fraternity publications— costs money, and for that money 
we look to a certain extent to our subscribers. The intent in sending a 
bill is not to offend but to g^t money, and to get money that is due. If 
any one is not sufSciently interested in his fraternity to pay a dollar per 
year, for which he gets, in our opinion, full value, namely, this publi- 
cation, the sooner he quits our list the better for all concerned. 



One of the important functions of a fraternity magazine is the 
preservation, by publication, of the record of important events which 
mark the progress and make the history of the fraternity. It has been 
and is the aim of the Quabteri^y to perform this function to the best of 
its ability. During its existence it has published accounts of all the con- 
ventions and of numerous alumni and other gatherings and meetings, 
many of the events of which would have otherwise soon descended to 
oblivicm. It has published many articles and sketches of a historical 
nature, among which might be mentioned such as the "Founding of the 
Fraternity" ; "The History of the Fraternity," read at the Semi-Centen- 
nial Convention; "Our Convention Development"; "The Development 
of the Fraternity," in three series ; "Leaves from the Honor Roll" ; ''D K 
B in Literature" ;"D KB in Science" \"D K B in the South" ; "Treasures 
from Theta's Archives," and many others. It has also published his- 
torical sketches — some of them very complete — of eighteen of our active 
chapters. The histories of twenty-four of our chapters have, therefore, 
not appeared in the Quarteeuly. Fifteen of these were established pre- 
vious to 1880; two of the remaining nine in 1889 and 1890, respectively; 
and the other seven since December i, 1898. Twenty-two — over one-half 
— of our chapters are over fifty years of age, and thirty-three— over three- 
quarters— over twenty-five years of age. 

The importance of these histories is apparent. Some of our chapters 
have from time to time had printed in pamphlet or book form chapter 
sketches containing more or less chapter history. These have served an 
excellent purpose and have been a start in the right direction, but, as a 
rule, they have been much abbreviated. We urge these seventeen chapters 
— ^the fifteen over twenty-five years old and the two over seventeen years 
old — ^to see to it, that their histories are written and sent to the Quarterly 
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for publication with all convenient speed, and to that end we suggest and 
advise that they designate scxne member, or members, of their chapter 
to attend to this matter, and in the selection of this member we further 
suggest and advise that he not only be competent for the job but willing 
to exert himself at it and to stick at it. To do this properly will require 
time, labor and perseverance, as the obtaining and compilation of the 
necessary data for all these years will of necessity be difficult and weari- 
some, particularly in the case of the older chapters. 

To our newer chapters, the last seven, we repeat our advice, making 
our appeal, perhaps, a little less persistent, but at the same time reminding 
them that in these days of rapid transit time itself seems to travel faster 
and that soon they will become ripe with years. Those eighteen, whose 
histories have been published, we would remind that some of them were 
published many years ago, and urge them to keep up their good work 
by bringing it down to date. 

College fraternities are handicapped over many other societies, in that 
the personnel of a fraternity chapter membership is constantly changing. 
Yet, after due allowance for this handicap, we are inclined to believe that 
some of our chapters have in former years been rather weak on the job 
of keeping and preserving their records. It should be comparatively easy 
to write out accurate and complete minutes and to keep these minutes 
from destruction or loss — and you have the history of the chapter from 
year to year. With this material at hand, it should require but little effort 
to pick out and publish from time to time such portions as may be made 
public.

Among other things 
the article states that among the most spacious and beautifully furnished 
are the houses of Phi Delta Theta, Psi Upsilon, Beta Theta Pi, Delta 
Phi, Phi Kappa Psi, Delta Psi, and Delta Kappa Bpsilon. The article 
enumerates fifty-one fraternities which have chapters at Pennsylvania 
including twenty-nine general academic, five local, two sororities, two 
legcl, one engineering, seven medical, three dental and one veterinary. — 
Scroll. 



Delta Chi (law) is struggling with a proposition to exclude general 
college fraternity men from its membership. The 1907 convention 
resolved that the ideal of Delta Chi is one of single fraternity member- 
ship. This problem will sooner or later confront every professional fra- 
ternity and most thinking general fraternities agree that a policy of 
exclusion by the professional will benefit the general fraternities. But 
whether the rule will benefit Delta Chi or any professional fraternity is 
another story. — Alpha Tau Omega Palm. 



Sigma Phi, according to rumor, contemplates establishing a chapter 
at the University of Wisconsin by the colonization of undergraduates of 
other chapters. If this chapter is established, Sigma Phi will have made 
only its second venture west of the Alleghenies. At present the only 
western chapter is at the University of Michigan, where a charter was 
granted in 1858. But two charters have been granted since that time — 
Lehigh and Cornell. — Phi Gamma Delta. 



Beta Theta Pi held its sixty-eighth convention at Niagara Palls last 
July. A charter was granted to the Gamma Phi Society of the University 
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of Oklahoma, and the chapter has since been installed. The petition 
from the G>lorado School of Mines was rejected after a hard fight. The 
Fraternity is rejoicing in the recent dedication of two attractive new 
chapter houses at Ohio State University and Dickinson College. The 
house at Ohio State is an especially handsome specimen of colonial 
architecture. At the last meeting of the trustees of the Fraternity the 
question of standardizing the badge was discussed, but final action as to 
the size or sizes has not yet been taken. — Phi Gamma Delta, 



The student council of the University of Michigan will assiune judicial 
powers in addition to its present legislative powers. By arrangement 
with the Mayor of Ann Arbor, the council will try all petty cases which 
fall under police jurisdiction where students are involved. The council- 
men will decide upon such punishment as the cases warrant President 
Angell has offered to support and aid the council in enforcing its de- 
cisions. Hereafter a member of the faculty will be present at each of its 
meetings. — The Record. 



What Phi Psi or what member of any college Fraternity has a record 
equal to that of C. £. Woods, Mayor of Richmond, Kentucky, Grand 
Recorder of Sigma Nu and editor of the Fraternity journal? He writes 
the editor of the Shield that he has attended every meeting of his 
chapter held in fifteen years excepting five, and these absences were due 
to the fact that he was visiting other chapters. He has personally founded 
or revived ten chapters. He is beginning his seventh term as editor of 
the Delta. He receives a salary of fifteen hundred dollars a year for his 
services as secretary of the Fraternity and editor of the Fraternity journal. 
— Alpha Tau Omega Palm, quoting Phi Kappa Psi Shield. 



The new main building, now called Folwell Hall, has just been com- 
pleted at a cost of over half a million. It was named after the only other 
president that Minnesota ever had except President Northrup who now 
holds that ofiice. A new science and pathology building with most up-to- 
date equipment has been added this year. Condemnation proceedings 
have been beg^un to obtain land for new medical buildings which will 
cost in the aggregate nearly a million dollars. Similar proceedings are 
going on which will result in the area of the campus being doubled, at 
the same time securing a beautiful river front on the Mississippi River, 
the whole length of the grotmds. — Minnesota correspondence, Sigtna 
Chi Quarterly, 
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Kappa Alpha (southern) held its biennial convention last summer at 
Ocean View, Va. No charters were granted, and the Fraternity rejected 
resolutions in favor of northern extension, refusing to go on record either 
for or against expansion. Among the important acts of the convention 
were : the establishment of a standard badge ; the levy of an annual assess- 
ment on the alumni ; provision for a card catalogue of members, and the 
authorization of the erection of a memorial hall at a cost of $25,000. The 
project of a memorial hall to be erected at Lexington, Va., on the site of 
the founding of the order in 1865, had been afoot for eight or ten years, 
but very little money had been raised. A vigorous effort is now to be 
made to secure the required sum. An officer styled the Chief Alumnus 
has charge of organizing the alumni and securing from them the annual 
dues of $2.50. — The Phi Gamma Delta, 



The University of North Carolina was established in 1789 and ranks 
as the second oldest of the State universities. It enrolls this year 900 
students, has 91 professors and instructors, and receives an annual appro- 
priation from the State of $95,000. It is one of the few institutions of 
the South maintaining a chapter of Phi Beta Kappa. 

It is interesting to contrast with this the younger University in 
Michigan, which receives $650,000 from the State and enrolls over 2,000 
students. 

The South has not yet come into its own. With the rapid strides in 
every phase of industrial life must come an enlargement of the endow- 
ments of our universities and the upKfting of educational standards. — 
Shield and Diamond, 



TWENTY-TWO YEARS AFTER. 

Lafayette Instali^ation Committee Visits Chaptee. 

More than twenty years ago — in the days when Delta Upsilon 
''planted'' chapters because uninfluenced voluntary petitions for chapters 
were unknown — ^the convention of 1884 instructed the Executive Council 
to take such steps as were necessary to establish chapters at Lafayette, 
Columbia and Lehigh. 

In furtherance of this order on May 30, 1885, the first of these three 
chapters was established at Lafayette. The committee in charge of the 
installation consisted of Marcus C. Allen, Colgate, '81 ; Charles E. 
Hughes, Brown, '81 ; Otto M. Eidlitz, Cornell, '81 ; Edward M. Bassett, 
Amherst, '84; Frederick M. Crossett, New York, *84, and Robert J. Eid- 
litz, Cornell, '85. J. Parker Bryan, New York, '86, accompanied the 
delegation. Upon the committee's return to New York City they had 
a group photograph taken, as all the men had been intimate friends for 
years and actively identified with Delta Upsilon. Twenty-one years 
later the same six men again sat for a group photograph, taken the 
morning after the dinner g^ven by the New York Delta Upsilon Club to 
Charles E. Hughes, Brown, '81, and William Travers Jerome, Amherst, 
'82. On June 19 last, Lafayette conferred the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws on Brother Hughes, and the Lafayette Committee took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to hold a retmion. The same six men, who 
more than twenty-two years ago journeyed to Lafayette College, met in 
Jersey City on the evening of June 18, and proceeded to Easton, where 
they were met by President Warfield and alumni and undergraduates of 
the Delta U Chapter. 

At the rooms of the chapter a small reception was held by Governor 
Hughes, President Warfield and the Rev. Dr. Roberts, Moderator of 
the Presbyterian General Assembly of the United States. For more than 
two hours following, the committee had a heart-to-heart talk with alumni 
and undergraduate members of the chapter; and made a gift of one 
thousand dollars to the Lafayette chapter house fund as a testimonial of 
love and interest. 

The excitement of the evening became so great that not one of the 
undergraduates went to bed that night. Next day the committee visited 
the college campus, looked at available sites for a chapter house, attended 
commencement exercises and returned to New York in the afternoon. 
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This incident is probably unique in college fraternity history. It is 
unlikely that any other committee has returned so many years afterwards, 
in unbroken numbers,- to the scene of its early labors. The lapse of years 
however, has brought many changes, physical and others, to members 
of the Lafayette Committee. In 1885 they were mostly young fellows 
just out of college, abounding in youth, physical strength and ambition, 
and unknown outside of their immediate circle of acquaintances. To-day 
Brother Hughes is the fearless Governor of the Empire State and a strong 
Presidential possibility; Brother Allen is a retired manufacturer; the 
Brothers Eidlitz are wealthy and respected leaders in the building indus- 
try of New York City; Brother Bassett, a former Congressman from 
New York, was recently appointed a member of the Public Utilities 
Commission of New York City, and Brother Crossett is a successful 
publisher and a personal Aide-de-Camp, with the grade of Major, on 
Governor Hughes' military staflF. — Delta Upsilon Quarterly, Dec 16, 1907. 
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THE DINNER TO THE DEKE8 OF THE OLD SOUTH. 

On February 20, 1908, the New York Alumni Association g^ve 
a dinner at Delmonico's in honor of the Dekes of the Old South. The 
attendance was large, the hard times to the contrary notwithstanding, 
and the exuberance and enthusiasm of the occasion larger. Over three 
hundred were present, representing thirty chapters, and ranging all the 
way from '55 to 1910. A list of the notables present would be too long 
to attempt Among those from the Old South present were those two 
veterans, so well known to all of us. Dr. George Tucker Harrison, Eta, 
'SS, and Capt. Hugh R. Garden, Delta, '60. It is chronicled in the daily 
press that we rose to the occasion, and it is in the memory of all of 
us there that we did, several times over; climaxing the effort with the 
lock-step march, in which all joined, around the room to the martial 
strains of the old Phi marching song. 

The whole affair was splendidly managed, the decorations, the flowers, 
and everything being in beautiful accord. At every plate was the minia- 
ture flag of the Fraternity and an ash-tray souvenir of earthenware, 
Delta-shaped, in the colors of the Fraternity, with the Greek letters at 
each point of the Triangle. 

The Committee in charge were: Vernon M. Davis, Chairman; John 
De Witt Warner ; Stanley W. Dexter ; Charles Baskerville ; Charles H. 
Sherrill; Ralph H. Hubbard; Alfred B. Meachem; John T. Conover, 
I'reasurer; and William Clifford Moore, Acting Secretary; Secretary 
James Anderson Hawes returning from his foreign tour just in time to 
lehd a helping hand the last week. 

Frederick B. Jennings, Epsilon, '72, the President of the New York 
Association, presided as Toastmaster, and the following were on the 
regular toast list: Hon. Charles H. Beckett, Pi, '81, Surrogate of New 
York County; Dr. George Tucker Harrison, Eta, '55, ex-President of 
the Southern Socieity; Hon. Edwin A. Merritt, Phi, '84, member of the 
New York Assembly ; Rev. Archdeacon St. Clair Hester, Beta, '88, Presi- 
dent of the Z? IC £ Council ; Prof. Carroll Lewis Maxcy, Epsilon, '87, 
Professor at Williams College; and Mr. Edward Harris Coy, Phi, '10, 
a member of the active Phi Chapter. Col. John J. McCook, Lambda, 
'66, and Charles F. Matthewson, Pi, '82, also made a few remarks at 
the special instance and request of the audience at large. 

The Toastmaster opened the proceedings.

In introducing the first speaker, he said : ''Gentlemen of the i? JC £ 
Association: I know of no more enjoyable position than that of Presi- 
dent of this Association, and not least among its pleasures is the agree- 
able duty which I now have to perform, of welcoming you to our annual 
feast. It may seem to you that it is a little late for welcome at this 
stage of the game. You perhaps have thought the best part of the 
dinner is behind you or within you. I am satisfied that that feeling, 
if you have it, is not shared by the gentlemen at this table, for I have 
w atched my neighbors with a good deal of anxiety and solicitude as the 
dinner has proceeded, and they seemed to me to have been not altogether 
comfortable, and I have been astonished at the small amount that my 
neighbors have eaten, with the possible exception of Judge Davis and 
Mr. Warner, who, I am sure, have been happy. It is very likely that 
our friends have been so full of the speeches that they are soon to deliver 
to you that they have had no room for an3rthing else." 

After continuing in this strain for some time, the Toastmaster then 
said: 

''When the idea was first suggested of making this dinner the occa- 
sion of doing honor to the Dekes of the Old South, it was received with 
enthusiasm. I am sure that we all share that enthusiasm, and heartily 
join in doing honor to our Southern chapters ; but there should be no 
mistake as to our motives in thus distinguishing our Southern chapters. 
During the reconstruction period, and, indeed, until within compara- 
tively recent years, it was not uncommon to show this sort of friendship 
to our neighbors in the laudable effort to heal the wounds and bridge 
the chasm caused by the Civil War. Thank God that is no longer nec- 
essary between men from these two sections, even in the ordinary case 
where there is no special tie save that of a common patriotism. We 
now have a united country, whose sons from the North are no more 
loyal than those from the South, but all of whom alike rejoice in its 
great progress in the past and its splendid prospect for the future; so 
that even all bitterness due to the Civil War has long since happily dis- 
appeared; so that it is no longer necessary in any case even to assure 
our Southern friends of our warm friendship and good will. But, in the 
case of this dinner, we are attempting to do honor, not to Southern men, 
but to Southern Dekes ; and between the Dekes of the North and the 
Dekes of the South there never was any chasm that needed to be bridged." 
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After sketching the history of the Southern chapters, the Toastmastef 
said in conclusion: 

''Our first toast should be to our most distinguished member, the 
President of the United States. We may not all agree as to the wisdom 
of all his acts and utterances, but I am sure we are all with him in 
his loyalty to all college traditions and to old D K E" 

After the drinking of the toast, in introducing Judge Beckett, the 
Toastmaster said: 

"We are fortunate to-night in having with us one of our distinguished 
members who is especially familiar with this subject. He was for- 
merly Secretary of the Council, and he has undertaken to illuminate this 
subject for us to-night. He has recently been appointed to one of our 
most important judicial positions, that of Surrogate of this County ; and 
I suppose you gentlemen are not in any special haste to avail your- 
selves of his judicial services, but I am sure that you will be glad to 
hear what he has to say to us upon this subject of the Dekes of the 
Old South." 

"It gives me great pleasure to introduce Judge Beckett." 

Judge Beckett said: 

I. 

"Mr. Toastmaster, Brothers in Delta Kappa Epsilon: As I 
recall the many notable gatherings of the men of our Society, I recognize 
diat this is a very peculiar and extraordinary occasion; and I seem to 
see, beyond the good will of your familiar faces, that host of brothers 
mingling in Blue and Gray whom we are here this night to honor and 
commemorate. It was my fortune to witness the development of our 
Fraternity under its first Council. For more than three years I had 
the honor to be a member and the Secretary of that body; but I little 
dreamed, as I drudged under Brother Warner's direction, reading proof- 
sheets of the first number of the Delta Kappa Epsilon Quarterly in 
December, 1882, that that publication would extend over a period of more 
than a quarter of a century and would perpetuate upon its pages the 
legends, the histories, and the memorabilia of our Order. It is a sat- 
isfaction to me to have this opportimity to again declare my fealty to 
our Greek Mother ; to become with you all, link in link, a part of that 
great chain that binds our hearts together — a chain that has bound us 
also, and still binds, to our brothers who have gone, with such ties as 
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neither the roar of many battles nor the disaster of fierce conflicts nor 
the rending and severing of mighty States can tear apart or sunder — 
ties which bound then, and in our memories still bind, the high-souled; 
those magnanimous ones of the South and North. 

''The North and South! The Delta Kappa Epsilon chapters of the 
South — ^those stars that have gone out like the lost sun of the Pleiades ! 
The Great Conflict — ^that, whatsoever title has been given to my words, 
that, owing to the noble sacrifice and knightly courage of the men them- 
selves, and because of their honor, their love and their acts — ^acts, Men, 
that is and must be the subject of my story. 

"Sir, to your Board you should have summoned here for this office 
a poet ; for he could have sung to you, excelling the old minstrels harping 
the songs of their palladins, of the heroic deeds of our brothers behind 
the guns ; and, as I think, of the still higher and nobler heroisms — ^when, 
after Appomattox — ^that strangest and one of the greatest events in 
history — ^those brothers turned, each his own way, going back to rebuild 
at their several homes upon the ruins. South and North, of a wasteful 
conflict, a greater, grander and united Empire. 

"It is a subject also for the philosophical historian. Tell me the story 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon and I will write you the history of that war. 
That war b^;an when Brother Theodore Winthrop, of Phi, leading 
the Northern advance, was killed at Great Bethel ; and that war did not 
end until, six weeks after Appomatox, Brother Philip Brent Spence, of 
Zeta, was the last Confederate commander to surrender. 

"But if I could speak with the tongues of men and angels, and though 
I had the gift of prophecy and understood all mysteries and all knowledge, 
I could not tell, and no man will ever know the full blazon of the noble 
deeds of our dead brothers — enacted, alas I in agony and bloody sweat 
during those four awful years. 

"Our Fraternity was founded in 1844. The wisdom of our founders 
created a national Order. Two of the fifteen founders were Southern 
men. Zeta, although situated at Princeton, I regard as a Southern 
chapter, because substantially all of her men were from the South. Be- 
tween April, 1847, and February, 1861, we established eleven chapters 
in the South; two of these, Chi (University of Mississippi), founded in 
April, 1850, and Eta (University of Virginia), founded in November, 
1852, survived the struggle. Four others have since been revived ; Iota 
(Central, Kentucky) and Psi (Alabama) in 1885, Beta (North Carolina) 
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in 1887, and Gamma (Vanderbilt) in 1889. At the opening of the war 
our Fraternity had existed only seventeen years. Its wonderful war 
lecord has been splendidly epitomized by the historian of our Fraternity : 
" 'Of Major-Generals, D K E had 8 (6 Union and 2 Confederate) ; 
of Brigadiers, 31 (25 Union) ; of Colonels, 98 (about equally divided 
between Blue and Gray) ; of Lieutenant-Colonels, 118; of Majors, 170; 
of Captains, 308, and of other staff officers, above 500. Alpha Delta 
Phi and Psi Upsilon are justly proud of their war records. Of the 2450 
members that by 1861 were noted on the rolls of Psi Upsilon, 650 were 
in the Union and 63 in the Confederate service, while of the nearly 
'2,500 who had been the Alpha Delta Phi's, 581 had served in Blue and 
86 in Gray. In other words, 30 per cent of the Psi Upsilon and 27 
per cent of the Alpha Delta Phi membership were in the war on one 
side or the other. When the war broke out there had been enrolled in 
our chapters, including Brothers then dead, some 2,500 members. Of 
these, D K E furnished to the war more than Psi Upsilon and Alpha 
Delta Phi combined. Indeed, D K E gave to each, the Union and the 
Confederate armies, more soldiers than did either Psi Upsilon and Alpha 
Delta Phi to both of them. D K E sent to the ranks more than 1,500 
of her sons — 60 per cent, of all names on her rolls, nearly two-thirds of 
al) the D K E's then living, and probably nine-tenths of all those then 
eligible for service.' 

"II. 

"It was after the terrible two days' fighting at Shiloh, where Grant had 
written the Southern commander that he 'deemed it advisable to have 
all the dead of both parties buried immediately,' and there were dead 
upon that field two of our brothers from Iota chapter, Adjutant-General 
Walker and Howell B. Harris, and one. Major Cassius E. Merrill, 
severely wounded — it was after the news of that bloody conflict had 
trailed its mourning garments through the homes and to the hearts of 
thousands upon thousands in the South and North, that the loth Delta 
Kappa Epsilon Convention assembled with Phi, July 29 and 30, 1862. 
Fourteen chapters were represented by thirty-nine delegates ; all coming 
from north of Mason and Dixon's line. Picture to yourselves that gath- 
ering! Imagine the lofty sentiments and the clear flame of patriotism 
that filled their hearts ! Think of the pathos of our songs as they then 
sung them I Feel with them the pressure of the hand for the last time ; 
and then — ^the camp, the field and the great gulf swept them in; but 
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before they rushed to cross swords with the D K E's of the South, 
they re-read the last letters from the Southern chapters and their great 
lesponse — hear it again — true Northern answer to Southern chiyalry: 

" 'Convention o^ D K B, 

" 'HaU of Phi, July 30, 1862. 
"'Dear Bsotheks: 

" 'The opening of this letter announces to you that the General Con< 
vention of our Fraternity is now in session wiA Ae parent chapter. 

" 'When your name was called, no del^;ate responding, the Secretary 
of the Convention read the last letter received from you by the Phi 
chapter, and in proper order, the latest letters received from our Southern 
brothers. 

" 'The sentiment of their letters was unanimous in their attachment 
to the Fraternity, and in their determination to let no political differences 
interfere with their devotion to its interests. 

" 'The reading was followed by enthusiastic applause and expressions 
on every side of the most fraternal feeling for those brothers, from whom 
the present unhappy strife has separated us, and a committee was imme- 
diately appointed to convey to you, as soon as the way should be open, 
the greetings of the Convention. 

" 'It is necessary to say but little, but we wish you to feel that little 
is from the very heart of all the Northern branches of the Fraternity. 
The Convention deeply regrets that unhappy causes deny us the pleasure 
of seeing representatives from your chapter. The differences of opinion, 
which have led to the division of our country ought not to have any 
influence on those principles, which have so long bound together D K E 
in happiness and prosperity. Whatever may be the result of the National 
contest, we trust that our good old Society Union may remain unimpaired. 
We ask you to resume communication with us, to send delegates to the 
next Convention, and to cherish with us the hope that we may soon be 
working together to maintain D K Bin her present eminence, and advance 
her to her proud destiny. 

" 'Fraternally yours always, 
" 'Henry How, Phi, 
"'Max. F. B. Woodhuix, Kappa.' 

"Brother WoodhuU left that Convention in 1862 a Captain in the 
United States Army, and returned, after three years on the firing line, 
a Brigadier-General. 
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'When your name was called no delegate responded T What were 
you doing, O my brothers, on that day? Now that the smoke of battle 
has blown away, and we may walk about the field and find our dead, 
groping among those shadows of the past, I propose to call that Chapter 
Ron again.

1 kept my altar fire alive. I sent ninety-three men to the front. 
Eight were killed and forty wounded. I gave you Hon. Albert T. 
Bledsoe, Assistant Secretary of War of the Confederate Cabinet, and 
Adjutant-General Joseph Augustus Sykes, killed in battle, a relative of 
the Mississippi Sykes, of Chi; I gave you Bishop Thomas U. Dudley, 
and the poet Lucas, and Virginius Dabney, Thomas Jefferson Adams, 
the two Blackfords, Bishop Peteridn and Dr. George Tucker Harrison, 
w*ho will speak for me.' 

''On December 9, 1865 : 'At a meeting held on this evening, consist- 
ing of H. R. Garden, formerly of Delta, K. Nelson and James Mercer 
Gamett, it was determined to reorganize Eta.' Ah, Captain Garden, Cap- 
tain Garden! It was at Gettysburg you heard the cry for water from 
that wounded man and saw his D K E pin !

'I too lived. Om^;a kept for me my charter and my records, 
although she lost her own by fate of war. I sent one hundred men to 
the Confederate army. On January 8, 1861, 1 wrote Phi : "Though Mis- 
sissippi has seceded from the Union of States, Chi Chapter will never 
secede from her glorious Union of sound heads, stout hearts and kindred 
interests." Among my sound heads and stout hearts were Jefferson M. 
Lamar, James M. Calhoun, Fighting Parson Adams, Eugene O. and 
William S. Sykes, relatives of Eugene Lanier Sykes, Chi, '92, a member 
of your Association.' 
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" 'Psi : 

« 



'Cut off before my tune, I sent all of my sons, save three, to the 
Confederate service. I gave you the Hon. Hilary A. Herbert and Major 
Henry D. Whitefidd, who died before his fond hopes were realized of 
seeing my charter restored to me, as it was in 1885.' 

"'Iota: 

'' 'I have died and I live again. In May, 1861, my last member wrote 
a Northern chapter : "I am the last of thirteen of a week ago, and have 
just been to see three of our band enlist, and am only waiting to finish 
our chapter correspondence to return and enlist myself." Two of my men 
served in the Northern army; all of the entire remaining membership 
save one (disabled), in the Southern army. Confederate Brigadier- 
General Raines, Phi, killed at the head of his troop at Murfreesboro, 
was my founder. Charles Lee Martin and John Hall Morg^ were of 
my sons.' 

"'Beta: 

" 'I wrote Phi in 1861 : "We have no such idea of letting D K B go 
down in North Carolina. We are resolved to perpetuate the honorable 
existence of Beta under all circumstances and at all hazards. The prin- 
ciple of loyalty to D K B is imbedded in our heart of hearts." Franklin 
Garrett and William R. Webb and eighty-five other men I sent to the 
Confederate army. Thirty returned wounded, seventeen were killed 
I too have died and am alive again.' 

'Gamma : 

'I lost my charter, but behold, it has been renewed to me again. I 
gave fifty-four sons to the war, thirty-six to the South, the rest to the 
North.' 

" 'Tau Delta : 

" 'No answer comes. The last meeting of the Chapter was held in 
April, 1861. All of her sons served in the Confederate army. The col- 
lege buildings were destroyed by war, and two battles were fought upon 
her campus.'

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"From these chapters I hear no answering call. 
'All, all are gone, the old familiar faces/ 

'Let me speak for them : 

'Of Delta's men we delight to honor Captain Hugh R. Garden, Gen- 
eral Matthew C. Butler, Colonel William L. Trenholm and Albert and 
John T. Rhett, and Kappa Psi had Senator James D. McCreary, who, 
as prisoner of war when Major of the Confederacy, was exchanged by 
reason of his D K E pin. 

"And'ZETA:* 

''Oh, Zeta, you who were in the North, but whose heart was always 
in the Southland, you who were inactive from 1846 to 1852, and killed 
by anti-fraternity laws in 1857, what a record is yours, as you stand there, 
linking the dead chapters of the South to the living chapters of the North, 
and at a University that has almost forgotten your existence ! Of your 
thirty-nine eligible men in 1861, you sent thirty-one to the Confederacy, 
of whom twenty-eight were commissioned officers, and three, all officers, 
to the North. One Brigadier-General was of your number. Gen. Wil- 
liam T. Griffith, who was killed at the battle of Fair Oaks, and your 
Colonel Philip Brent Spence, who, because like our Captain Garden here, 
he was not 'a quitter,' I will name for the second time. 

"IV. 

''An old man took me out along the Ridge and pointed out to me the 
battlefield. His lips were tremulous, and as he told me what must have 
been an oft-repeated story, I vainly tried to picture that tremendous 
onslaught; to see again 

" 'The lean, locked ranks go roaring down to die.' 

"I tried to catch the fire of that desperate valor that stemmed and 
stayed at last the onrushing tide of war. But Nature, Nature that 
lures us with her strange, inscrutable smile, called me away from those 
imaginings; the grasses waved along the hill, the white clouds floated 
across the face of the sweet heavens, the crows called to each other 
among the pines, and the mighty sun shot his arrows of light upon the 
land; and I remembered how our very children confuse, with what 
seems to us to be almost the cruelty of childhood, that Great Conflict with 
the Spanish War. It is of the beneficence of our Greek Mother that she 
yciW not allow us altogether to forget. My Brothers, she charges us to 
keep these memories green. 
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'* 'For some we loved, the loveliest and the best 
That from his Vintage rolling Time hath prest. 
Have dnmk their Cup a Rotmd or two before, 
And one by one crept silently to rest' 

''Let us arise, and in silence drink a toast to the memory of our heroes ; 
they who were our Brothers in Delta Kappa Epsilon. Loving each 
other, they were pitted against one another ; doing their duty, they have 
risen above our petty conflicts ; 

" 'After life's fitful fever, they sleep well.' " 

After Judge Beckett's speech, the Toastmaster said : "Gentlemen, you 
liave heard the eloquent story of our D K E heroes told by the last 
speaker, and also the story of the 'Dekes of the Old South/ I am sure 
no better proof of their fidelity to D K E can possibly be given than 
the example which the members of this Association had before them 
for the last twenty-five years and more, since the organization of the 
old D K E Club, in the persons of Captain Garden and Doctor Harrison. 
You have heard that both of these, 'the noblest Romans of them all/ 
were present at the re-establishment of the Eta Chapter, after the close 
of the War. We are fortunate in being able to have Dr. Harrison here 
to speak to us to-night, and if he will give us some reminiscences of those 
early days I am sure that we shall all be greatly delighted. It is a great 
pleasure to present to you Dr. Harrison." 

Dr. Harrison referred particularly to "V. Dabney" and "Tom** 
(Bishop) Dudley. Among other things, he said : 

"V. Dabney, or 'Old V,' as his friends affectionately called him, dis- 
tinguished himself in the war between the States as a staff officer, espe- 
cially when he served on the staff of General John B. Gordon. In civil 
life he was teacher, author and journalist. It was as a conversationalist 
however, that he shone. One of his ban mots was on the occasion of 
'Tom' Dudley's third venture in matrimony. Some friend asked: 'V, 
are you going to "Tom" Dudley's wedding?' 'Yes,' was the quick re- 
sponse, 'I always go.' 

" 'Tom' Dudley was one of the most gifted men I ever knew. As 
bishop, priest or orator, he displayed remarkable powers, and was an 
ornament to the Churdi. Pericles calls the distinguishing quality of the 
Athenians 'a happy and gracious flexibility.' 'Tom' Dudley possessed 
this gift to a happy degree. Witness how happily he extricated himself 
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from a dilemma. He was once cauglit by the test question propounded 
by a lady, when the Bishop entered upon his duties as Bi^op of the 
Diocese of Kentucky. The High and Low Churdi parties were each 
anxious to claim him as an adherent The question asked the new Bishop 
was: 'Bishop, are you High or Low?* The ready reply was: 'Madame, 
I am High, Low, Jade and the Game.' 

"Alas! they are both gone — V. Dabney and *Tom' Dudley— and 
the world is the poorer for their loss." 



In conclusion, speaking of the Southerners, Dr. Harrison said: 

"If we erred, we were misled by a splendid illusion of liberty and virtue. 
I appreciate highly the felicity of the sentiment that prompted this unique 
entertainment, and we shall carry away from this notable occasion sweet 
memories to abide with us while life lasts. In conclusion, permit me to 
pledge you a toast: 'To the well-bdoved Delta Kappa EpsilonI may its 
spirit pervade our inmost being! may its fruit be brotherly love, pure- 
iiess of life, and, above all, loftiness of individual character.' " 

The Toastmaster next introduced Hon. Edward A. Merritt. 

Assemblyman Merritt, in the course of his speech, said : 

"Mr. President, I have listened with the greatest possible interest to the 
address that the Judge has made, giving the history of the members of 
D K E in those days long gone by, when this Nation went through a 
struggle which is the greatest and, we may hope, the last, which it will 
ever have to meet. 

"To men of my age, and the age of most of us here, that war is as 
dead as the wars of Caesar, and beyond what we can hear, and what we 
can see of the topography of the country where the great struggle took 
place, we get no realization or sensation other than that, perhaps, some 
lelative, our father or some of our kin, were a part of the struggle, and 
we may have upon our walls a sword, or gun, or cap, or something of 
that sort, which has its story, and which brings us a little bit in touch 
with those times of trial. It is a great source* of pride to know, as I 
have never known before, that this organization was a militant one, and 
that it has always stood for true Americanism upon the field, and for 
the flag, and, in the history of the country, has always been for those 
things which were what the people wanted and what the times required. 

"We are living in a pressing time, but no more so than any other 
t?me has been. The loyal men of to-day, who work on the firing line. 
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have each their duty to perform, have each their part to play in what- 
ever the day or the struggle, or whatever the occasion may be that calls 
upon them for their efforts. Mr. Lincoln laid down a principle which 
was broader than the particular subject to which he addressed himself 
when he said, in one of his debates, diat this Nation could not exist half 
slave and half free. That was applied at the time to the question of 
African slavery — ^that was the subject of high debate. There will always 
be, however, that same subject before our people, and before all the 
peoples of the Anglo-Saxon race. The purpose of civil government^ 
and as it is a thing of human origin, it can never be perfect any more 
than the men who represent it can be perfect — ^is to produce that con- 
dition of life where there shall be equal opportunity for every man ; not 
simply for some men who, by association and combination and the pos- 
session of great fortunes, are in a position to have special privilege; 
they must be curbed, to protect and produce that condition of equal oppor- 
tunity for every man; not for certain men who represent organized 
effort, and work with their hands and their heads and are classified as 
tabor Unions, not for special privileges for them ; but for equal oppor- 
tunity for every man in the proportion of intelligence and honest eflFort 
and ability, that he may have opportunity to make the most of himself; 
that he may have an opportunity to acquire, possess and enjoy that 
which he has a right to have and hold, and have an equal opportunity 
with every other man that lives." 

At the conclusion of Mr. Merritt's speech, the Toastmaster said: ''I 
have a letter from our former President, Ambassador Reid, which I am 
sure you will all be glad to hear. He sailed away on the boat; otherwise, 
he would have been glad to be with us/' 

After the reading of Mr. Reid's telegram, in introducing Rev. Dr. 
Hester, the Toastmaster said : "Our next speaker has a three- fold claim 
upon our attention ; he is one of the charter members of Beta, University 
cf North Carolina, upon its re-establishment after the War; he is the 
President of our D K E Council, and he is one of the most eloquent 
divines in the City of Greater New York. I have great pleasure in intro- 
ducing the Rev. Dr. Hester." 

Dr. Hester said: 

"'Ring out the old, ring in the new,' is a poetic refrain with 
which we are familiar. But this was written before the days of 
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the telephone. To-nig^t we want to 'ring up' the old. We want 
to bear from the silent and about our own who are far away. I want 
to say in the beginning that it is a magnanimous and admirable spirit that 
prompts the desire to honor the Dekes of the Old South this evening 
The part assigned me is to speak as representing the New South. This 
brings the subject home to me and brings me home to the subject, and 
makes it unavoidable for me to speak from any other than the stand- 
point of personal experience. 

"When I became a resident of the South in the late sixties I did not 
know that it was new. Not only the South, but this whole wide world, 
wore the same uniform aspect of newness. Like the Kentucky moun- 
taineer who, in 1885, journeyed down to Richmond, Va., with a drove 
of twenty black boys for sale, I had never heard of the Civil War or the 
Emancipation Proclamation, or the surrender of General Lee. But very 
soon I began to take notice and realize that something very serious and 
tragic had happened not so very long before. Dear old Patsy, who refused 
to be free and remained in the service of the family until her death twenty 
years later, told me how she had wiped the kiss of a Yankee General 
'off de little boy's face, 'cause dere might 'a' ben pison in it.' My father 
showed me two bullets that had been cut out of his body on the field 
of Chancellorsville. Uncle William left a leg in northern Virginia some- 
where. Uncle James went to the war and was never heard of again. 
Grandfather brought another wounded son back to the plantation in 
Granville County, N. C, and he developed small-pox, and in conse- 
quence the family of thirteen children and fifty negroes were all down 
with the disease at the same time« There was a great deal said about 
Reconstruction, and the negroes rising, and the Ku-Klux, and Uncle Joe. 
Uncle Joe was the one whom President Grant commissioned to put down 
the Ku-Klux in the Old North State and he did it, and he was so tm- 
popular afterwards that he preferred to live in Washington City, under 
the shadow of the coat-tails of General Grant and the protection of the 
U. S. Army, the people said. Well, I soon saw that something was the 
matter. Our people were evidently not in the position they had been. 
There were so many widows and crippled men, and we were all land poor, 
and the negroes would not work any more. I was in a dubious state 
of mind, like the colored gent'man up before the Magistrate for some 
offense who had a lawyer to make a moving and grandiloquent plea 
in his behalf, and when the Magistrate inquired: 'Well, sir, what have 
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you to say for yourself?' The colored gent'man replied: 'Well, to tell 
de truf. Boss, 'dis bombastified lawyer of mine done got me so mixed up I 
do'n know what I done nor what I done it fur/ After a while it began 
to dawn upon my increasing intelligence that perhaps our side had been 
licked, but it required about ten or fifteen years of intimate association 
with them to confirm this impression. I could see that it was a bitter 
reflection that they had been placed before the world as the attempted 
destroyers of their country, when, as a matter of fact, it was as dear 
to them as life itself, and for it their fathers had fought and bled and died. 
They seemed to regard it as self-defense or rebellion against a party 
in control of the government of the country rather than against the 
country itself. I asked my teacher one day, 'If I was a rebel.' His 
answer was, 'Not you, my son, but your father might be accused of being 
one.' Like every loyal son, I said, 'I want to be whatever my father is.' 
'Well,' he replied, 'you must win, then, like George Washington. He was 
a rebel once, but not after Yorktown.' 

"Was ours a divided, unrelated country? A country held together 
only by force? Were our people in the South a conquered, inferior, 
subject people? Or were we once more what we had been before the 
estrangement, a united, loyal people in peace, good-will and understanding? 
Were we brethren, compatriots, mutually rejoicing in one another's good 
qualities, mutually appreciative of the contributions each could make to 
our great common country. There was a sense of isolation, of being a 
negligible quantity, a feeling of smarting under harsh treatment, of being 
out of touch with the great popular controlling movements of life and 
thought that ought to belong to every citizen in a republic. Such were 
the questionings, the doubts, the perplexities that occupied and disturbed 
my mind during fifteen youthful years, and there was little explanation 
or answer forthcoming: all was darkness until my coU^^e days began in 
the University of North Carolina. 

"There the awakening came, and the realization was brought home 
to many of us that we were facing a new order of things, new industrial, 
political and financial conditions, and that new men and new methods 
and measures were required to cope with them, that the obligation to 
rehabilitate and revive the exhausted energies of the South pressed 
most of all upon those who were able to receive the advantages of edu- 
cation and culture, those who loved the Old and at the same time appre- 
ciated the opportunities presented in the New South. 
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But the evidence, the fact of a oneness, of a fellow-feeling, any- 
where discoverable or existing between the two sections, was a mere 
supposition or opinion, was still wanting until I came into touch— and 
this is the climax towards which I have been climbing — until I came into 
touch with the spirit of Delta Kappa Epsilon. Here was an organization 
in no sense sectional, in the best sense national, representing the finest 
human product of culture, patriotism and useful service in our American 
life, and at the same time joining a carefully selected membership in 
the strongest bonds of friendship and fraternity. Here was something 
tc appeal to the idealism and inspire the enthusiasm that lightens the 
mind and warms the heart of a young man. Under the tutelage of older 
and wiser heads, who suggested and fathered the movement, we, of the 
New Era, extended our hands, timidly seeking signs of friendship across 
the northern border. However much we may have desired recognition 
a.nd response, it is only truth to say we would not have taken the initiative 
or persevered in our undertaking to revive Beta oi D K E, but for 
the approval, the active co-operation, the affectionate, urgent earnestness 
of the Dekes of the Old South, and especially of ante-bellum Beta. 
Beta was their child, and, like the father of the prodigal in the parable, 
they rejoiced that that which was dead, behold it was to live again. 

"I am glad to take advantage of this occasion to say for myself and 
hundreds of other young men of the New Era, that it is to these D K E 
fathers that we make grateful acknowledgment in largest measure for 
the privilege we enjoy to-day of being numbered in the ranks of the 
Fraternity. The history of my own chapter is typical of the history of 
other Southern chapters. Established first of all the Greeks at the 
University in 1851, it continued first during a prosperous career of ten 
years, initiating men from all parts of the South. There were then only 
ten chapters in all — six in the North and four in the South, increased to 
five the following year, when Eta of Virginia was bom. One hundred 
and nineteen men were enrolled during this period. When the call to 
arms resounded throughout the land the men of Beta almost in a body 
went to the front. The war record of this chapter is truly remarkable. 
Here it is in a word— one brigadier-general, seven colonels, four lieu- 
tenant-colonels, thirteen majors, twenty-five captains, fifteen ist lieu- 
tenants, three 2d lieutenants, one quartermaster-sergeant, three surgeons, 
thirty-one privates, thirty-five staff officers; in other words, eighty-seven 
men out of one hundred and nineteen on the fighting line, say 75 per cent, 
cf the total membership. And the records of Eta of Virginia and Chi 
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of Mississippi are quite as remarkable; indeed it would be within the 
limits of probability to say that over sixty per cent of the Dekes of the 
Old South were soldiers in the Confederate Army. They were as brave, 
chivalrous, royal a company of men as God ever made. This is proven 
by the eminence to which they attained, by the account they gave of 
themselves, by the greatly reduced number remaining to go back to their 
desolated homes at the close of the saddest and bloodiest war in history. 
Brothers and gentlemen, the South owes and the country owes a g^eat 
debt of gratitude to the men who survived this tremendous struggle 
and went back to their several callings with little bitterness because of 
their defeat, without harboring resentment because of failure, with will- 
ing submission to the inevitable, and set themselves to work to repair 
the damage done, to bind up the broken-hearted, to exemplify the same 
fortitude and resourcefulness that had been theirs in war in the cultivation 
of the gentler pursuits of peace. 

"Think of the dreadful passions, the hatred and bitterness war engen- 
ders; think of the wounds it inflicts, not only to the flesh but upon the 
spirit, the pride, the affections of a people ; think of how long a time it has 
required to heal such wounds in other countries than our own. There 
must have been something powerfully soothing, mightily healing, wonder- 
fully drawing and cementing at work in this country during the last 
thirty years, or else our people must have mighty short memories. The 
explanation, one explanation, of the reconciliation, the coming together 
of the divided people, the forgiving and forgetting almost without prece- 
dent in history, was and is the existence of men, North and South, sworn 
to be friends from the heart forever. The ministry of the Greek letter 
men as peace-makers has not been sufficiently understood or appreciated. 
They have leavened with friendship and good will the social and educa- 
tional life of the country. A volume, an interesting, thrilling volume, 
might be written under some such title as 'The Prenicon of the University 
Greeks,' or the 'Contribution of the Greek Letter Societies to our National 
Unity.' Brotherhoods, political parties, even churches and families 
divided, separated and withdrew into hostile camps. There was a Church 
North and a Church South, but never D K E North and D iC fi South. 
The Potomac River was no boundary in Delta Kappa Epsilon. Though 
men enlisted and fought on different sides, according to their conception 
of right, yet underneath and behind the battle and slaughter and death 
there was something stronger and greater than all the battle and the 
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slaughter and the death. The great deep that girdles the earth is greater 
than all the streams that flow into it. The mighty, ennobling senti- 
ment that unites true fraternity men to each other is more powerful and 
enduring than any of the outbreaks or passions or conflicts in the midst 
of which they find themselves involved. Much higher the plane of mag- 
nanimity and toleration and reconciliation is in the Fraternity than in 
the political sphere; a Southern-bom man is to-day President of the 
Council, the Executive Department in the Gk>vemment of the Fraternity. 
The answer gave him great satisfaction, and his words I shall never 
forget: 'Thank God, the war is indeed over, we are all one again and 
D K E helped mightily to do it.' 

"There is no experience more charming and delightful, gentlemen, 
than to meet one of these men of the olden time and give him the Fra- 
ternity g^ip, and make his heart beat faster and his blood flow warm 
as you thus awaken the happiest memories of his youthful days. And 
while to-night I have only words of affection and praise for the veteran 
Dekes of the Old South, I would like in closing to make appreciative and 
tender reference to the veteran Dekes of the Old North. Both are men 
of the same stock, of the same high purpose, of the same elegant culture, 
of the same superior qualities of head and heart. It takes two to effect 
a reconciliation or to cement a union. I once met a dear old gentleman, 
a charter member of old Beta; he was in doubt as to whether the war 
was over so far as the feelings it engendered were concerned. He would 
never have thought that way if he had ever attended an Alumni Associa- 
tion dinner, but he had never had opportunity. He wanted to draw me 
out as to how Southern fellows fared North. He asked this question : 

" 'Do they receive you as one of themselves and not hold the fact of 
your being bom south of the Mason and Dixon line against you?' The 
reply in substance was this: 'Why, Colonel, we fellows of this genera- 
tion have other things to think of than the fights of our fathers. There 
is no difference between us. We are all one, and Fraternity means to 
us mutual confidence and respect, good will, pride in one another's accom- 
plishments and worth. You used to say no Southerner could be elected 
President. That may be true in National politics as the country stands 
to-day, but it is not true m D K E, To show you how. Because men 
differ and even fight is iio sign that they cannot be friends. I may lick 
the little son oi s, D K E who is growing up beneath my roof, but I 
am no less a friend of his by so doing. It is better to close in and fight 
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it out and be done with it than to stand off at a distance and hate each 
other for years. The spirit of friendship was shown to be stronger than 
the spirit of war on many a hard-fought field, and when the struggle was 
over and peace brooded once more over the face of the land, friends 
met friends, hands grasped hands again in fraternal grip, thus proving 
to the world that one heraldic saying certainly is no mere vainglorious 
boast, because *it survives triumphant over all differences and di- 
visions,' and that is our abundantly certified motto, Ki/poScv #cAoi W 
And the way these two — the Dekes of the Old North and the Dekes 
of the Old South, have come together gives to us, their younger brethren, 
a new and a higher conception of the meaning of Fraternity. It teaches 
us the sacredness and inviolability of friendship, how it persists serene 
and undisturbed at an altitude above the disruption and animosity of war^ 
above the prejudice and partisanship of politics, and it convinces us as 
never before of the beneficent mission of our Fraternity, as well as of 
the indissoluble unity of our great and beloved country." 

In introducing the next speaker, Professor Maxcy, the Toastmaster, 
said: "Epsilon is, perhaps, not one of our largest chapters, but there 
are some here to-night who think that it is one of the best; and I am 
sure you will all agree that it is one of the most loyal. We are fortunate 
in having one of her most representative men here to-night to speak to 
us, and if he will only lay aside his proper spirit of dignity and remember 
only that he is a J5 /C £, I am sure we shall all be delighted. I have the 
honor to introduce to you Professor Maxcy." 

Professor Maxcy, after telling a number of funny stories, said : 

"It was suggested to me to-night that I might be prepared to say a 
word or two in regard to the camaraderie of Delta Kappa Epsilon. I 
don't propose to take any of your time to-night in defining what I mean 
by the camaraderie in Delta Kappa Epsilon. When we consider the fact 
that the chapters of Delta Kappa Epsilon are found in two great com- 
monwealths, from the frozen regions of the North down to the regions 
of the Hudson, the rivers of the South, the valleys of the Mississippi, 
the regions of the Far West, and .California; when we see the Blue 
and the Gray, as we have to-night, linked together by the links of the 
golden chain, while above them flies the legend, Ki;poScv ^tAoi 'act, 
camaraderie in Delta Kappa Epsilon is a term that needs no definition. 

"In reading McClure's Magazine in the last month — I think it was the 
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last month — I was very much interested in an article which I think prob- 
ably many of you saw, entitled, 'The Social Value of the College-Bred 
Man.' The attitude taken by the writer of that article was to the effect 
that, as the technical school educates a man to turn out good work, and 
not only to turn out good work, but to know good work, to know excel- 
lent work— yes, to know sham work when he sees it — so the college, with 
its humanities, its literature, its history, and its art, finds its greatest pur- 
pose and its greatest end in teaching us to know a man when we see 
him — teaching us to know man when we see him. The question comes 
to me : What is the function of Delta Kappa Epsilon in a college which 
teaches a man to know a man when he sees him ? And I am rather dis- 
posed to think that perhaps the function of our chapters, the function 
of our Fraternity, is to teach us to know a friend when we see him, to 
bind that friend to us, to join ourselves to him; and I believe that just 
as soon as the chapters in Delta Kappa Epsilon turn themselves to any 
other ideal, just as soon are they going to fail in accomplishing their 
true purpose. Just as soon as we allow our boys to join Chapters in 
Delta Kappa Epsilon because it is a club, to join D K E ^s they would 
join the University, or the Union League, or the Century, or any great 
city club, just so soon is Delta Kappa Epsilon failing to accomplish that 
which it is intended to accomplish. 

"We, if we possess the requisite interpretation — the requisite appre- 
ciation of what D K E stands for, can go on our way enriched by an 
appreciation of what is meant by the bonds of true friendship and by 
the bonds of our Fraternity ; and when we hear, as we have heard to-night, 
not only among the living, but also among the dead, the appreciation of 
all that is meant by loyal brotherhood, loyal friendship in the days when 
the sky was darkened, in the days when war was across the land, in 
the days when sectionalism ran high — friendship and brotherhood still 
held dear — ^may we not realize the aspiration of Beta, and join the Choir 
Invisible of those illustrious souls who have gone from hence and whose 
music was the gladness of the world." 

At the close of Professor Maxcy's speech, the Toastmaster said: 
"Before introducing our last speaker, I wish to propose that you all drink 
a toast of devotion and affection to our faithful brother, Captain Hugh 
R. Garden." 

After the drinking of this toast, the Toastmaster introduced Mr. Coy, 
whom he described as being "As good a D i^C B as he is a good football 
player." 
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Mr. Coy said : 

"When Mr. Moore's letter came to me conferring upon me the honor 
of being present at this banquet, I was very greatly pleased; my only 
regret was that in it, it said I would be expected to say a few words. 
When, a few days later, a note came from some publication in New 
York asking for a copy of my address in full, I thought that was too 
much. 

"Only last November I underwent the series of events that accompany 
initiation; but ever since, I have been able not only to understand the 
difference between good and not so good, but also to understand the 
superiority oi D K E over all other organizations, and I am sure that 
members of other organizations realize this fact, too. To testify, I will 
tell a little story of what happened to a Psi U man once, who was walk- 
ing in the woods, and it began to rain very hard. He got pretty wet, 
and he wondered how he could keep from getting soaked through. So 
he looked around and saw a hollow tree. Thinking that was better than 
nothing at all, he climbed into it with his head out, and decided that he 
was going to keep dry if he possibly could. In the meantime the tree 
had become water-soaked, and, when the rain stopped and he attempted 
to get out, he was stuck. Just then he noticed a big man going by, a 
beautiful-looking man, well built, and he saw him standing there, and the 
wind happened to blow his coat apart, and he noticed b, D K E pin. He 
then thought about Psi U, and how much inferior it was, and how sorry 
he was that he was not s, D K E, and he felt so small that he climbed 
out without any trouble. I won't attempt to enumerate the qualities of 
D K E. You men know them probably better than I do. But this I 
will say: That D K E stands at Yale for democracy. In our band of 
twenty there are three who are not paying a cent in college; they are 
working their way through entirely. D K E stands not only for excel- 
lence in a particular thing, but for a combination of excellence in every 
college activity. In our group of twenty, we have seven members of ath- 
letic teams, five members of musical associations, and six more high 
standing men. Does not this show that D K E Bt Yale, and D K E 
everywhere is strong for more than a concentration of specific things, 
but means broadening of the mind and broadening of human nature? 

"In order to join an organization like D K E, manliness and character 
have to be shown. Whenever the campaign starts, as it does in New 
Haven, when men go around and call on the possible candidates there, 
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the men to decide who are the ones to be chosen, have insight into char- 
acter ; they can recognize a man when they see him, and they know whom 
to reject and whom not to. Men who are capable of being members of 
this organization, I think, are men to whom any position in Ufe can be 
trusted, men who are capable of accepting and filling any position which 
calls them. 

"Jmiior fraternities at New Haven once were not what they ought to 
be; there was great dissatisfaction, and people have long looked for 
improvement. Now I am able to say that there is a steady course upward, 
and D K E is taking the lead. The spirit of the members as shown there 
now is remarkable. They realize now that the friendships they make 
there are the kind that are going to last and mean something through 
life. They are giving up outside social functions that they may come and 
attend the meetings. They are showing all sorts of spirit, and I am sure 
that when the Convention goes to New Haven this year in November, 
as it will be for the first time since the Civil War, as has been referred 
to, that anyone present here and all other members oi D K E will receive 
a cordial welcome from the members of Phi." 



WILLIAM L. ALDEN. 

William Livingston Alden, Rho, '58, journalist, author of many works 
of fiction, a former Consul-General in Rome, and one of the pioneers 
in the introduction of canoeing as a sport into the United States, died at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. E. Coming Townsend, in Buffalo, on 
January 14, 1908. He returned in ill-health last summer from Europe, 
where he had lived since his appointment as Consul-General to Rome, 
in 1885, by President Cleveland. 

From 1874 to 1885 Mr. Alden was an editorial writer on the staff 
of the New York Times. His humorous editorial articles in the sixth 
column of the editorial page attracted wide attention and came to be 
spoken of locally as "the sixth-column article." Two collections of 
these articles were published as books. They were: "Domestic Explo- 
sives" and "Shooting Stars." During the period of Mr. Alden's con- 
nection with the Times there were also published a number of his works, 
largely juvenile fiction, the list including "The Moral Pirates," "The 
Cruise of the Ghost," "The Cruise of the Canoe Club," "The Canoe and 
the Flying Proa," and a "Life of Christopher Columbus." 

To this period also belongs his "Adventures of Jimmy Brown." 

Mr. Alden was bom in Williamstown, Mass., October 9, 1837. He 
was a son of the late Rev. Dr. Joseph Alden, a lineal descendant of 
John and Prisdlla Alden, and once a professor at Williams College and 
Lafayette, afterward President of Washington and Jefferson College, 
and still later President of the State Normal College at Albany. 

After his graduation from Lafayette Mr. Alden studied law in the 
office of William M. Evarts. He practiced law four years and then 
became an editorial writer on The New York Citizen, which was owned 
by Robert B. Roosevelt, the President's uncle. Leaving the Citizen, he 
was with the Times for a short period. Later he was an editorial writer 
on the World and The Daily Graphic, remaining with the latter publica- 
tion until its passing away. Then, in 1874, he returned to the Times, 
and during this later connection wrote the "sixth column" editorials. 

In 1870 Mr. Alden became interested in the sport of canoeing, which 
then was comparatively unknown here. The well-known shadow canoe 
was designed by him. He wrote much on canoeing for the Times, He 
organized the New York Canoe Club, and was the first Commodore of 
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the American Canoe Association. King Humbert made him Chevalier 
of the Order of the Crown of Italy. 

For three years after leaving Rome, Mr. Alden lived in Paris, on 
the staff of The Paris Herald. After that he made his home in London, 
going thence each year for a portion of the time to Italy. In London 
he published a novel, "A Lost Soul" ; a collection of short stories entitled, 
"Told by the Colonel"; a juvenile, "Trying to Find Europe"; "His 
Daughter," and "Drewitt's Dream." He contributed extensively to 
the English magazines. His last piece of fiction published on this side 
was a short story in the December Appleton's. 

Mr. Alden is survived by his wife and by two children, William L. 
Alden, Jr., of Albany, and Mrs. E. Coming Townsend, of Buffalo. He 
was distantly related to Henry M. Alden, editor of Harper's Magazine.

Alfred E. Whitaker, Librarian University of Colorado, responded to 
the toast, "D K B Litterateurs," in the f ollowmg : 

"Greek-letter societies have not been established without opposition, 
nor have they attained the stable and enviable position they now occupy 
in colleges and universities, without many a struggle. The stork that 
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dropped the first 'Greek' into the college nursery did not escape without 
*z ruffling of a feather/ and had he hovered about long he would have 
been thoroughly incapacitated for any further usefulness in that direc- 
tion. The progeny had a struggle for existence — had a battle for its 
growth and expansion ; but he was a vigorous product and won out, and 
is recognized — ^nay, welcomed, as an efficient and helpful element in 
college communities. 

"The two avowed purposes in the establishment of the Greek brother- 
hood were social and literary improvement The first — the social feature 
—drew the fire of its opponents from the very start, they claiming that 
many evils would spring up out of such associations, inimical to and sub- 
versive of coll^ne discipline, as well as ruinous to the morals and char- 
acter of the student body. But these fears, with perhaps one or two 
earlier exceptions, failed to materialize, and it is a peculiar fact, attested 
by numerous expressions of college authorities themselves, that the social 
phase of fraternity life is to-day welcomed as a powerful factor in the 
solution of the many perplexing problems of coU^^e government, thus

or, as Dooley translates it: 

''"Twas a monster of such hijous mien. 

That the more they saw of it, the better they liked it' 

''As for the second purpose — the literary improvement — ^you are all wit- 
nesses to the spirited competitions and rivalry of the several fraternities 
for the coveted honors in Oratory, Debate, in Essay, Scholarship, and 
in every phase of college activity. These were fought for and wcm, in a 
measure, for the honor of the Fraternity, but the experience and train- 
ing gained in these contests contributed largely to the development of 
many of our noted statesmen and litt^teurs. 

"Whether other fraternities can make so good or better showing in 
the field of American literature, I doubt Certain it is that Delta Kappa 
Epsilon has both a long and illustrious roll of honor in the field of litera- 
ture, to which we can point with honest pride.

'56. Gustave Adolph Lemee died recently at Boice, liu 

'57. Rev. George Tucker, the Venerable Archdeacon of Bermuda, died 
at hb residence. Palmetto Grove, Hamilton, Bermuda, on April 
6th. He was bom in Bermuda on November i, 1835, and received 
his preliminary education in that Colony. Two years after graduate 
ing from Yale College, he was ordained Deacon at St John's, 
Newfoundland; after a year spent there returned to Bermuda, 
where he became curate of St George's, receiving priest's orders 
at the hands of Bishop FiekL Returning to Newfoundland the 
same year he became missionary to Notre Dame Bay. In the year 
1864 he was again in Bermuda as Chaplain to H. M. Dockyard, 
and a year later became Minister of Trinity Church, Hamilton. 
While filling this position he was given, in 1866, the degree of 
M.A., both by Yale and by Trinity Collie. In 1869 he accepted 
the living of Hamilton and Smith's, which he held until 1887, 
when failing health obliged him to resign. O^npletdy restored by 
a three years' residence in the United States and England, he re- 
turned to Bermuda and when the living of Hamilton and Smith's 
became vacant in 1890 he again became Rector. In 1896 he was 
appointed Archdeacon of Bermuda, a position which he held until 
he retired from active life in 1907. 

His influence in Bermuda was liberal and uplifting and felt in 
a number of activities. He was for years a member of the Ber- 
muda Board of Education; was the originator of the Central 
Parishes Planters' Club; and was instrumental in the formation 
of the Bermuda Natural History Society, of which he was the 
First President 

He was married in i860 to a daughter of Anthony S. Trott, 
of Bermuda, to whom were bom five sons and three daughters, 
six of whom are now living. Sometime after the death of his first 
wife he married again, in 1892, Miss Anna Emeline Outerbridge, 
who survives him with her three sons and one daughter.

EDITORIALS. 

This year's Convention program promises to be somewhat of an 
innovation, in that it covers three different places; commencii^ with 
the Smoker at the Phi Chapter House in New Haven, the first night, 
followed by the two days' business sessions on Thursday and Friday, 
and the theatre party on Thursday night, with the Alpha Chi Chapter at 
Hartford, and climaxed with the Banquet at the Waldorf in New York 
City on the last night. So that those in attendance will have the oppor- 
tunity of visiting Yale and Trinity and stopping on their way home in 
New York. It looks to us like a drawing card. It is the intention of the 
New York Association to make this banquet a record breaker in the 
annals of fraternity and college dinners — and this means that it will be. 



Dr. Hester is one of our most eminent divines and his eloquent tribute 
is just what we would expect from one of his distinguished lineage and 
learning. His personal association with those reconstruction days and his 
knowledge of conditions add to his fitness for his subject. 



The dinner of the New York Association in honor of the Dekes of 
the Old South was a remarkable success, in a series of dinner successes 
credited to the Association these last few years. The idea was beautiful, 
and it was beautifully carried out. The principal speakers were Hon. 
Charles H. Beckett, Pi, '81, Surrogate of New York County, repre- 
senting the Northern chapters, and Archdeacon St. Clair Hester, Beta, 
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'88, a charter member of the re-established Beta and President of the 
Council, representing the Southern chapters. 

Judge Beckett's address was a classic and will go down in history 
as such. It was a carefully prepared and accurate risumi of the partici- 
pation of our Southern chapters in the war, containing valuable historical 
information, much of which has been heretofore practically unknown. 
The Association has had this address printed in pamphlet form and dis- 
tributed generally throughout the country. 



On reading some of the chapter letters of the various fraternity pub- 
lications, we are reminded of the story told of a certain literary aspirant, 
who, upon the return of his manuscript from a certain magazine, promptly 
wrote the publisher and asked why. With equal promptness the pub- 
lisher replied: "For the following reasons: First, the copy is written 
on both sides of the paper; and second, we fail to tmderstand why it 
was written on either." 

We do not apply this second reason to our own chapter letters, but 
we are frequently reminded of the first. A considerable proportion of 
every set of these letters which we receive are written on both sides of 
the paper, frequently with the list of new initiates or a few alumni 
notes tacked on the same sheet We have alluded to this subject before. 
A course in a memory-training school should hardly be necessary to fix 
in our minds the fact that only one side of the paper should be used, 
and that the chapter letter, alumni news, and list of initiates should 
all be on separate sheets. Let all to whom this may apply take due notice 
thereof and govern themselves accordingly. 



Another year has slipped around, and, with the regularity of time 
and tide, Commencement has again arrived. Within the next few 
weeks the cap and gown will be cast aside, the last words spoken, and 
the many will forever pass beyond the college walls to confront the 
problems of a sterner life. The usual pledges of undying loyalty and 
everlasting fellowship, incident to the occasion and to youth, will be 
liberally indulged in, and as the graduate walks out he will vow with 
himself again that he will never forget nor neglect the old coU^^e, nor 
the friends of these years — a vow invariably impaired by time. 

Man is an animal instinctively social, particularly the college man, 
and more particularly the American college man. The college fra- 
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cemity system, the society dubs, and the entire social life of the Ameri- 
can college are an important part and parcel of the college life, and 
an ever-increasing factor in that life. These associations, welded together 
by four years' constant intercourse, should be lasting, and they fre- 
quently are. 

The recent alumnus, filled to the brim with the best of exuberant inten- 
ti(Mis, for the first very few years keeps up his old college affiliations, but, 
as the span of years grows wider, the harder it becomes to even approxi- 
mate the honest intentions of these early days, and f orgetf ulness creeps in. 
Business cares distract, new associations develop and new duties demand, 
and the man, who never intended to forget, has almost forgotten. 

In perpetuating these old associations and maintaining this college 
spirit we think the college fraternity plays an important part. The fra- 
ternity man is bound to Alma Mater by a double tie. His chapter asso- 
ciations are dose, and this draws him doser to the college. In after life, 
wherever his lot may be cast, he finds himself among his friends, not 
only from his own collie but from many colleges, and his view is 
enlarged and broadened from an extended horizon. The comity that 
exists among all College men is not as strong as that comity begotten by 
fraternity fdlowship. 

To enjoy these benefits to thdr full extent it behooves fraternity 
men upon leaving college to identify themselves with their fraternity 
alumni organizations. The members of our Fraternity will find our 
alumni associations within reaching distance from almost any point 
on the map they may choose to locate. The dues are so nominal that all 
can join. It is the duty of every one to his fraternity, to his college, 
and to himself to join. These after-associations and this fostering of col- 
lege and fraternity spirit in these after-years are the best part of fra- 
ternity life. 
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The University of Wisconsin is to receive $200,000 annually for four 
years as provided for by a recent act of the legislature. — Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon Record.

In this half century of 
existence, Northwestern has attained to about fourth place in enrollment, 
with professional departments of generally acceded superiority and a 
future bright with all sorts of possibilities.

The British War Office has approved the military course inaugurated 
at McGill at the opening of the present session, and the McGill University 
Corps is now on the list of those to which commissions in the British army 
are allotted. Graduates in the McGill course are eligible for rank in any 
branch of the service, with the exception of the artillery, for which special 
training is required. This is a privilege accorded to only one other educa- 
tional institution in Canada, the Royal Military College at Kingston. 
— Scroll. 



Phi Delta Theta on November 27 last laid the cornerstone of its 
handsome memorial chapter house and library at Miami, where the fra- 
ternity was founded in 1848, the second of the "Miami Triad." The occa- 
sion was naturally one of great rejoicing, especially in the presence at 
the ceremonies of the last of the fraternity's founders, John W. Lindley, 
affectionately called "Father Lindley." The fraternity has since been 
called upon to mourn his death, which occurred on December 16, after a 
short illness of pneumonia. — Phi Gamtna Delta. 



Kappa Sig^a has just leased a club house in New York at 304 West 
Fifty-eighth Street. The building is four stories in height, containing 
a reception-room and dining-room on the first floor, a dubroom on the 
second floor, a billiard-room and sleeping rooms on the third floor, with 
the fourth floor given over entirely to sleeping rooms. The New York 
dub is now about one hundred strong, and the dues, which are arranged 
on a sliding scale according to the length of time the member has been 
out of college, range from $5 to $20 for resident members, and from 
$5 to $10 for non-resident members. — Phi Gamma Delta. 



The Carnegie fund has dedded that Wesleyan University (Conn.) 
shall not receive any benefit from the fund, on the ground of being sec- 
tarian, although changes were made in the charter last spring in order 
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that the institution might be eligible for the Carnegie benefits. Accord- 
ing to the charter, thirteen Methodist conferences elect one trustee each 
for the coll^;e, making one-fourth of the total number of trustees. Al- 
though there is no dause requiring president and professors to be con- 
nected in any way with the Methodist Church, this provision regarding 
the trustees is held by the managers of the Cam^e Fund to be an indi- 
cation of sectarianism. — Scroll. 



The legal fraternity Delta Chi now has twenty chapters, having 
established four since the last (1905) edition of ''Baird's Manual" was 
issued — at Virginia, Stanford, Washington (St. Louis) and Texas. 
Unlike the policy of the other legal fraternity, Phi Delta Phi, the present 
policy of Delta Chi is not to initiate men who are members of other fra- 
ternities. Phi Delta Phi has in the last three years entered the University 
of Washington, Vanderbilt, Brooklyn Law School of St. Lawrence Uni- 
versity, and has revived at Illinois Wesleyan. It now has a total of thirty- 
eight chapters, which have recently been divided into provinces, with 
a president for each. Its official organ, the Brief, strongly opposes the 
admission of any more honorary members. — Scroll. ' 



The Denver RepubKcan, alluding to the Denver Pan-Hellenic club, 
says : "This organization, which is unique in the United States, has been 
a success from the start, and now boasts 250 active members, 80 junior 
members, and 57 non-resident members. Its quarters, which occupy the 
entire top floor of the Adams Hotel, have been handsomely furnished and 
decorated during the year, and the dub is in remarkably flourishing con- 
dition." The first annual meeting of the club was held on February i, 
when officers for the ensuing year were elected. Brother F. W. Mahl, 
Cornell, ^89, was chosen as a director. The Republican says: ''It was 
decided to offer two prizes this year, to be known as the Pan-Hellenic 
dub prizes, one of which is to go to the winner of the State oratorical 
contest and the other to the team carrying off the State athletic meet 
in the spring," — Scroll. 



The Record is frequently indebted to Brother James £. Chapman 
(Illinois Psi Omega, '97, New York Mu, '99) for interesting Greek news. 
Following is an extract from a letter to the editor from Matehuala, 
S. L. P., Mexico, dated March 25 : 
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The D K E's in Mexico have laundied a Mexico Alumni Association 
project Some of them got together the other evening in Mexico City 
to give a farewell dinner to Alfred L. M. Gottsdialk, who has just been 
promoted from Consul-General at Mexico City to be Consul-at-Large 
with the Near East territory^Africa, S. £. Europe, and S. W. Asia — 
and they were able to count some twenty-five Dekes in various parts 
of Mexico. Mr. Gottschalk was a member of that fraternity at Kenyon 
CoU^e and New York University ; I don't know what classes. 

OiS A E fellows in the Republic, I think of only two at the moment, 
besides myself — H. C. Enos, New York Mu, of Mexico City ; and Leon 
H. Brady, Missouri Beta and New York Mu, up in Chihuahua. — Record 
of Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 



New York University, with 845 students, maintains the largest law 
school ; Michigan ranking second. Harvard third, and Minnesota fourth, 
Harvard being the only one of the four to demand a baccalaureate degree 
for admission. 

The largest medical r^stration (590) is found at Pennsylvania, 
Northwestern being second, and New York University third. 

As for the graduate schools, Columbia, with 938 students, has by 
far the largest attendance, her nearest competitors being Harvard with 
442, Chicago with 381, and Wisconsin with 353 students. 

Minnesota has the largest number of students of agriculture, 927, 
enrolling more than twice as many as Illinois, its closest numerical com- 
petitor, while the latter leads in students of architecture, 150, being 
followed by Columbia. 

New York University has the largest school of commerce, 675; 
Pennsylvania the greatest number of dental students, 289 ; Northwestern 
still leads in divinity, with 227 students, and Yale in forestry, 61, although 
some of the State universities may actually teach forestry to a greater 
number of students. Syracuse has the largest school of music, 637, and 
Columbia the lai^est teachers' college, 891. 

The Illinois School of Pharmacy, with 260 students, is closely fol- 
lowed by the New York school, afliliated with Columbia. — Extracts from 
College Statistics from 1907-1908, by Rudolph Tombo, Jr. 
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THE EARLY YEARS. 
(From "Fifty Years of Mu of D. K. E/') 

By Wii^liam Newton Clarke, '6i. 

I shall not attempt to portray the storm-and-stress period of our 
chapter in living colors, for I cannot do it from personal knowledge. 
But I shall do what I suppose has never been done before ; I shall present 
the history, compiled from the records of the chapter and of the Faculty. 
Farther on, I shall come to remembrances of my own. In earlier times 
the story of that warfare was supposed to be kept among the secrets of 
the Fraternity, but surely the time has come when the main facts may 
be frankly told. The story is ancient history now, it is honorable to 
the chapter, and it is of interest to the other fraternities of our Univer- 
sity, whose battle we fought for them before they were bom. So I 
assume that what the records offer concerning the early troubles may be 
transcribed for public use. 

Delta Kappa Epsilon is the oldest but not the earliest of secret 
societies in our college. I was told by my classmate Arthur L. Brooks 
that his father. Dr. Walter R. Brooks, was a member of a society known 
as U. C. D., UtUitas Cum Dulcedine, which had a short but happy and 
useful existence about 1840. Dr. Harvey, '45, told me that in his day 
a group of the best men, in which he was included, proposed to form 
a secret society; but they were so loyal and childlike as to consult the 
Faculty first, and were paternally advised to give it up, which they 
did. Steps were taken toward the establishment of a chapter of the Alpha 
Delta Phi Fraternity in Madison University about the year 1850, and 
the chapter of that fraternity in the University of Rochester is an out- 
growth of that movement. Probably there were other attempts and 
short-lived organizations. And, in evidence of the steady taste for that 
kind of thing among good men, it is interesting to note that the general 
catalogue of the Psi Upsilon Fraternity contains the names of seventeen 
men from Madison, between the classes of '41 and '50, who were initi- 
ated into that order at Hamilton College. At Commencement time in 
1848, there were twelve such men here, and some of the best of our 
alumni are on the list of Psi Upsilon. 

The record says that the first proposer of our chapter was Jonas 
Holland Browne, '54. He was a theologue at the time, but theologues 
and collegians then lived together in a common life. His first companion 
in the movement was Caleb H. Gallup, '56. The date of the first meeting

is not recorded, but it was held in the University library room, in West 
Coll^;e, and the time was late in 1855. The names that appear in this 
earliest consultation are those of J. Holland Browne, '54; Marinus N. 
Allen, Caleb H. Gallup, R. LeGrand Thatcher and Charles D. Lewis, '56 ; 
John Ross Baumes, James R. Haswell and Frank T. Pierce, '57 ; John S. 
Appl^[ate, George Arrowsmith, Phineas P. Allen and Enos Clark, '59. 
Mr. Thatcher preferred another fraternity and withdrew, but the others 
united in applying for a charter of Delta Kappa Bpsilcm. The request 
was granted March ist, 1856, and the first meeting under the charter was 
held on March 25th, though the document itself in full form does not seem 
to have been received till somewhat later. The Mu Chapter was the 
twenty-fourth in the Fraternity, which had been founded at Yale in 1844. 
The Tau Chapter at Hamilton College was founded next before Mu, 
and the Beta Phi at Rochester next but one after it. 

The Library proving an unsafe place, the meetings were moved to the 
Park House, where the chapter seems to have had the S3rmpathy of the 
proprietor, Eli Barber, and later to the Masonic Hall, where it appears to 
have been welcome. Numbers rapidly increased, until before any trouble 
arose there were about forty members. As the college then enrolled only 
from 125 to 150 students, it is plain that the Fraternity was relatively 
very strong. It had gathered in more than a quarter of the college. 
What it was in its inward quality, the record of its works will show. It 
was too large, for it had members who did not stand the storm, but it 
had great strength and fine quality. 

Trouble soon came, but not without invitation. There was a college 
law, of date and origin now forgotten, prohibiting all secret organiza- 
tions. On Commencement Day in 1856 the zeal of one member, whether 
with or without the consent of the others I do not know, outran his 
reverence for the statute, and possibly his discretion. It is said that 
Caleb H. Gallup wore the badge of the Fraternity during the delivery of 
his Commencement oration, and thus made the first public announcement 
of the existence of the chapter. Such an act could not well be overlooked, 
and after the college had reopened in the autumn an official inquiry was 
begun. The first record is of December 13th, 1856, when the Faculty 
"Resolved, that the good of the Institution requires that the law against 
secret societies in the Institution be reaffirmed, and that the law be strictly 
enforced." On February 7th, 1857, Mr. Baumes appears to have been 
wanted for consultation, for the minutes of the chapter record that %y 
request Mr. Baumes related an interview with members of the Faculty 
of Madison University," and it was "Resolved, that Mr. Baumes be 
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hereby instructed to use his own discretion in conducting interviews with 
the Faculty relative to the existence of this organization." A fortnight 

later a committee of three was appointed to confer with the Faculty on 
the subject. On March 7th the Faculty instructed its Committee on Dis- 
cipline to "ascertain the names of the members of the secret society in 
the University." By the way, the minutes of the Faculty uniformly 
refer to it as "the secret society." The name of it appears, I believe, 
only once in the whole record, and then in an incidental way. 

Events were moving. On March 21st the Faculty recorded the 
following: "On the request of the committee of the secret society to 
have a hearing before the Faculty, Resolved, that when the Faculty 
wish to hear from them they will let them know," — ^which reads like 
a rather brusque reply. A few days earlier the chapter received from 
James R. Haswell, a missionary's son and afterward an honored mis- 
sionary, a request to be released from his membership, on the ground 
of "the threatening attitude of those in power toward individuals on 
scholarships and members of this organization." The request was laid 
on the table, and though it was afterward renewed there is no record 
of final action upon it. On March 30th the Faculty put itself on record 
thus decisively: ^'Resolved, that it is the view of the Faculty that the 
existence of a secret society in the University is an evil, and that the 
Faculty will hereafter steadily but kindly aim at the extinction and exclu- 
sion of this evil from the University." But another equally decisive record 
had already been made, for a week earlier the chapter had made this 
ringing declaration of intentions: "Resolved, that we hereby pledge 
ourselves individually to maintain our membership in this society until 
the laws of the University are so altered or amended as to allow secret 
societies a lawful existence in this Institution, or we are expelled from 
Madison University. Resolved, that we pledge ourselves individually 
that in the event of our expulsion we will not on any consideration 
again become members of this University, but will complete our course 
of study in some other college or seminary. Resolved, that those who 
can sanction these resolutions be requested to subscribe their names." 
There is no record that any failed to subscribe. 

A conference between the chapter and the Faculty was at length 
appointed, to be held at such place as the chapter might choose. It 
chose Professor Gallup's recitation room, in the old Cottage Edifice where 
Alumni Hall now stands, and the time was the evening of March 7th. 
Both parties made preparation for a meeting so significant. 

The Faculty prepared for the conference by die following action: 
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^'Resolved, that the subject of the secret society be referred back to the 
CcHmnittee on Discipline, with instruction to set before the Society the 
unamimous view of the Faculty, and endeavor to persuade the mem- 
bers on moral grounds to give up the organization/' And further, 
apparently after further consultation, '^Resolved, that while the past 
violation of law in the fcMining of a secret society shall not be r^;arded 
as an obstacle to the graduation of any student of the University, the 
Faculty feel bound by the best interests of the University kindly and 
authoritatively to insist on the ultimate abandonment of the organiza- 
tion." 

Meanwhile the preparation of the chapter for the conference con- 
sisted in the following action : ''Resolved, that the Faculty of this Uni- 
versity may always be represented in this Fraternity by a regular or 
honorary member thereof. Resolved, that the Fraternity will unite with 
the President of the University in elevating the standing and character 
of its members, and that if any of them shall become neglectful of their 
studies, or irregular and dissipated in their conduct, the Fraternity will 
consult and co-operate with the President in effecting their reformation, 
and thus prevent if possible the necessity of their being removed from 
the Institution. Resolved, that all spirituous liquors shall on all occasions 
be excluded from the entertainments of this Fraternity, and that this 
Fraternity will not have a supper or festival occasion which will in any 
way conflict with the established laws of this University. Resolved, 
that we will not lend the influence of this Fraternity for any electioneer- 
ing or political purpose in the literary societies of this University. 
Resolved, that a copy of these resolutions be addressed to the Faculty 
of Madison University." Further, the chapter authorized its G^mmittee 
to answer all questions, at their discretion. And thereupon, in fulfill- 
ment of one of the pledges here given, the chapter proceeded to ballot 
for Professor E. S. Gallup as a member of the Fraternity, and Professor 
Gallup was elected. But this proof of good faith was offered by the 
chapter in vain, for Professor Gallup stood in the Faculty on the other 
side, and never accepted the membership. But now, apparently, the 
chapter was ready for the appeal of the Faculty to give up its organiza- 
tion on moral grounds. 

Neither of the two books contains any record of the conference, but 
it is recorded that the Faculty proposed to overlook the past, on con- 
dition that ''at least for the present" no more initiations should take 
place. This was of course a compromise proposition, under which the 
chapter would live a temporary life with a natural death in sight; and 
the Faculty asked an early expression of the chapter upon it 
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The rq>ly was fbrthoomiiigy and in character it speaks for itself. 
On April 14th, the Committee of the diapter reported to it as follows: 
"By the said communicaticMi'' (summarized above) "the Faculty appear 
to your G>mmittee to stand pledged not to make our connection with 
the D K E Fraternity an occasion for discipline, nor in any way to 
interfere with our free action as an organized body, while our position 
continues to be what it now is. It also appears to your Committee that 
our position can be changed only by the initiation of new members. And 
when in connection with these facts we consider that our chapter is 
already suflSdently numerous, it seems to us that much would be gained 
while nothing would be lost, by a voluntary relinquishment for the time 
being of the right to increase our numbers. Your Committee would 
therefore reccMnmend the adc^tion of the following resolution : * Resolved, 
that we deem it inexpedient to extend our membership, and will not 
increase the number of our acting members during the present academic 
year; unless our relations with the government of Madison University 
are changed within that period.''' This recommendation was adopted. 
The chapter todc the words "for the present" rather literally, for its 
pledge covered only the time from April to August. 

In addition, the Committee presented for acceptance an address to 
the Faculty, which the chapter at once adopted. It certainly is a diginified 
document, worthy, after nearly half a century to see the light. It reads 
as follows: 

"Gentlemen of the Faculty of Madison University: 

"In consideration of the communication made by your Committee 
to our Fraternity, we have adopted the following resolutions" (quoted 
from the record, as above). 

"In connection with this announcement we deem it not improper to 
submit a few considerations bearing upon the future of our organiza- 
tion. We are strongly attached to that organization, and, believing that 
it may continue to exist with great benefit to some and with injury to 
none, we deprecate all measures pointing to its extinction. That similar 
organizations in other institutions may be in some cases productive of 
evil, we do not doubt ; but we believe diat in such cases the evil proceeds 
from causes which need not operate here. In some instances secret societies 
are allowed to multiply indefinitely; in some the main object is con- 
viviality ; and in all there is more of recklessness and less of conscientious- 
ness than in the membership of any society connected with the Madison 
University. 
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''Now we have already evinced our willingness to take restrictions 
upon ourselves. We do not ask liberty to do anything which we ought 
not to do. We earnestly desire to receive a member of the Faculty into 
our society and give him access to all our meetings. In short, we are 
ready to adopt any measures which, without interfering with our free 
action for good, may tend to preclude all pernicious influences. 

"Again, we believe that a needless cause of evil, in other institutions, 
is the treatment of secret societies as necessarily 'tmmitigated curses.' 
One society is crushed, and another springs up in its place; that is 
swept away and another is formed, and thus the struggle continues; 
while one-half of the students feel that their inalienable rights are in 
jeopardy, and the other half feel called upon to contend with all their 
power against secret societies. 

"It seems to us that while organizations like ours are in such favor 
with students as they now are throughout the entire country, there can 
be no peace in any institution where a struggle is persisted in to prevent 
the existence of such organizations. We would therefore respectfully 
ask, Is any good end to be gained by our dissolution? 

"We sincerely believe that such a modification of the existing rule 
as would allow the existence of a limited number of secret societies 
would be a wise and beneficent measure. We believe that it would 
effectually stop all contention on the subject in Madison University, 
and that the result in all respects would warrant the imitation of it by 
other institutions. The above is submitted with the hope that it may 
be considered entirely respectful, and in keeping with the candor and 
manliness for which we have heretofore been commended by the Faculty." 

Of the reception of this document by the Faculty there is no report, 
for the spring vacation immediately intervened. But promptly at the 
opening of the summer term, on May i8th, the following was passed: 
^'Resolved, that the President be requested to announce to the Institution 
the position of the Faculty relative to secret societies in the University, 
and the grounds of it." Upon this, presumably, a public statement was 
made; which, as the President was known to all as a loyal fraternity 
man, it would have been interesting to hear. A week later the Faculty 
went further, and "Resolved, that the secret society be informed by the 
President that the Faculty prohibit the organization from holding any 
more meetings or initiating any more members ; leaving it however with 
the President to take time previous to the announcement to confer with 
members of the society." 
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The minutes of the chapter contain nothing on the subject about 
this time, but the Faculty continued to make records. On June 13th it 
was "Resolved, that a pledge be required of the members of the secret 
society;" and on the i8th it was added, "Resolved, that the following 
be the form of the pledge required to be signed by the members of 
the secret society." But the form is not recorded; instead is written, 
"Sec Faculty papers." In the bode is a loose paper on which the follow- 
ing is written, in the hand-writing of the Secretary of the Faculty. "We, 
the undersigned, certify that the chapter of the Z) if JB Fraternity in 
Madison University has been disbanded, and we hereby pledge ourselves 
that we will no more meet as members of this Fraternity, or seek in 
any way to re-establish or perpetuate a secret organization in this Uni- 
versity." This, however, I judge to be the pledge later referred to in 
the records as "the second paper," for at this stage the members could 
scarcely be asked to certify that the chapter had been disbanded. This 
first pledge must indeed have been a strong one, however, and the 
intention of the authorities at this date must be fairly indicated by 
the paper just quoted, especially as the Faculty immediately added this 
to the vote to require a pledge : "Resolved, that in requiring this pledge 
the President and Committee of Discipline shall have power to say to 
any student refusing to sign it that he is forthwith expelled." 

The crisis had come, and the next day after these actions of the 
Faculty, the chapter met to consider the situation. Already fourteen 
members of the chapter had yielded to the pressure and signed the 
paper as required by the Faculty. Among them was one charter mem- 
ber. The minutes of the chapter record that "after a fair trial of the 
delinquents," these fourteen men were expelled from the Fraternity, 
an act very brief in the records, but full of blood and fire, never for- 
gotten by either of the two groups. But what was the thing to be done 
next? Another meeting was held on the day following, which was 
June 20th, 1857, the day of fate. Discussion was long and earnest 
Some proposals looking toward compromise were offered, and voted 
down. Finally it was "Voted that rather than submit to the arbitrary 
demand of the Faculty to annihilate our society by their action, we the 
remaining members, now disband the D KB Fraternity, promising never 
to meet again in an organized capacity while members of Madison 
University." The chapter had found successful life impossible, and pre- 
ferred suicide to any other mode of extinction. 

As might be expected after such a strife, however, trouble was not 
quite ended. On the same day the Faculty made a record about Mr.

Baumes, to the effect that the privilege of signmg the pledge against 
secret societies was withheld from him ; but the reasoa for this action is 
not recorded. A little later he was suspended for twenty-four hours 
till he made e3q>lanation of his course, and then his suspension was ex- 
tended till the Faculty should act in his case. Later still, he was required 
to put his name to one or the other of the papers "before to-morrow 
morning at lo o'clock, or his suspension will terminate in expulsion." 
Yet for some reason now unknown he did not sign so soon; neverthe- 
less he was graduated, and the University made him a Doctor of Divinity 
seventeen years later. Again, the Faculty voted to investigate "the 
irregularities connected with obtaining the documents belonging to the 
secret society by some of the members,"— an allusion to an entrance by 
ladder to a room in West College, and the abstracticm from an expelled 
member's well-lodced trunk of the charter and records of the^' chapter. 
This felonious entrance did occur, but there is no record of actual dis- 
cipline in consequence of it One man was put under discipline for tak- 
ing his name off from the paper, and the Faculty "Resolved, that he 
be required to put his name again on the first paper, or that he is ex- 
pelled." On July 2Sth the Faculty, "Resolved, that the subject of dif- 
ficulties between the two parties of the secret society be referred to the 
President with power." This doubtless refers to various "difiSculties" 
between the expelled members and the members who expelled them; 
but history does not lead one to think that the President's "power" was 
quite sufficient to remove the difficulties. The last official entry on the 
subject is this: "Resolved, that the subject of requiring the students to 
pledge themselves not to become members of a secret society be referred 
to the Committee of Discipline." There it still reposes, so far as official 
records or subsequent history can show. There is no evidence that from 
the counsels of the Committee of Discipline the matter ever came forth. 
Now all was over, — apparently. But things are not always as they 
seem. By some means Mr. Baumes delayed his signing the paper of 
recantation till the very day of graduation, which then occurred in August 
Then came the decisive step. On his last day of grace he brought from 
Clinton the chief officer of the Tau Chapter, and at or about midnight 
of the i8th of August, in the room of Moses Barker, in West CoU^ne, 
eight men of the then incoming Freshman dass, the class of '6i, were 
initiated to the Fraternity. As Academes they had lived within hearing 
of the whole story and had their sympathies, and now they were ready 
and willing to take up the burden. To them were committed the diarter 
and the records, and they were now the Mu Chapter of D KE. They 
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were William S. Apsey (D. D., died 1904), Sidney S. Babcock (lawyer, 
died 1866), William Mclntyre (soldier, killed in battle 1862), Perry G. 
Packer (soldier, died 1866), Charles G. A. Patterson (lawyer, died 1864), 
John D. Pulis (minister, now living, in Oakland, California), Samuel D. 
Wadsworth (M. D., died 1876), and Charles E. Wilson (lawyer, now 
living in New York City). 

Here was a coup d'etat indeed. The Faculty was victorious in appear- 
ance, but the Fraternity in fact, and there was much silent chuckling 
among those who knew where the real victory lay. The eight Fresh- 
men were left with a secret which they must guard and use for the long 
future, and this they did, most faithfully and with excellent effect They 
were brave boys. As to this I know what I am saying, for I entered 
their dass, the Class of '61, in the Sophomore year, and became in 
March, 1859, the twelfth man in the chapter, Monson A. Willcox and 
Zdotes Grenell, '62, and William F. Benedict, '61, having been received 
before me. With me was initiated Oscar F. Hewitt, ex-'62. 

It was an interesting life that we lived in those days. Of course we 
were under perpetual ban of the law, and we understood it We had 
no reason to doubt that the full force of the law would be used against 
us if we were discovered. Yet somehow we were impenitent about it, 
and our hearts were really in our evil way. By all odds the chapter 
was to us the most interesting thing in college. It had the savor of 
mystery and concealment, and it brought a sense of responsibility as well. 
We kept up the proceedings of our Fraternity with good regularity. 
Meetings were usually held fortnightly, but sometimes not so often, if 
conditions were unfavorable. There was no fixed place of meeting, but 
the most frequent place was the Eagle Hotel, where some one would 
take a room for the evening. Sometimes we met in some member's 
room, but there was danger in that. We had always to be watchful 
We kept up the literary work of the Fraternity with a faithfulness which 
I remember with a good deal of pride. Seeking new members was deli- 
cate business, for it implied announcing our existence. But we rarely 
asked a man who declined us, and I do not remember that we were ever 
injured by an offer of membership. Members of the older group, like 
Lewis and Cordo, '59, were still in college, but they did not attend otur 
meetings. They were good friends, however, faithful in fellowship and 
counsel. 

The Faculty had taught the boys one trick, or suggested it to them. 
The paper that our predecessors had to sign declared that the chapter 
had been disbanded: disbanding, then, was all that the Faculty asked. 
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Very well, they would disband; and by vote the chapter was disbanded 
at the close of every meeting, and reorganized when it met again. Be* 
tween meetings the chapter did not exist The device was not a very 
good one, and was not relied upon for full protection, but it was a part 
of that policy of concealment which the conditions forced upon us. 

Of course our existence gradually became suspected. Naturally we 
stood together in college affairs, though we always carried enough out- 
siders with us to conceal ourselves somewhat I fear we did not live 
up to the pledge of our predecessors, not to make the organization an 
element in politics in the literary societies; or if we did our opponents 
did not. There was a huge fight in the old .Ionian society in '60^1, 
over an election, and as a result the entire Deke body withdrew, taking 
as many more out with them, leaving the society in wrath because of 
all^^ed unfair doings. In many good men there was strong conscientious 
objection to secret societies. Some men also, as they would now and 
then confess, were sore because they were left out by a strong organiza- 
tion, and some were stirred up to fight because there was a fight All 
this was in human nature. So we were watched, and we knew it One 
day in the old boarding-hall an outsider deliberately, and correctly, gave 
me the grip; — to whidi I paid no attention. A class-mate of mine, in 
the Jtmior year, had become sure of us, and felt it to be his Christian 
duty to find us all out and report us to the Faculty. By some means he 
learned one night that we were to meet in the Eagle Hotel, and took 
his stand in a dark hallway that opened upon the sidewalk somewhere 
about where the Maxwell House now stands, and watched us as we passed 
by ones and twos, on the way to our rendezvous. He saw us all, and 
made a full list of us, to carry to the authorities. But when he read 
down the list he said, as he afterward told me, ''Hang it all, every friend 
I have in the whole college is in that crowd, and I want to go in." So 
instead of going to the Faculty he came to us and asked us to receive 
him, which we did^-^and no member was happier than he during the 
remainder of his course. 

In our need of secrecy the charter was once deposited with the Tau 
Chapter, and our chapter was called a branch of that Later the charter 
and records were for some six months in the keeping of Miss Augusta 
Berry, a loyal Deke girl in the village, who kept them stored in a bureau 
drawer. But such precaution gradually became needless. Suspicion 
passed into certainty, and publicity was gradually accepted by the chapter. 
Most of the time there were one or two men who had spent a little time 
in other colleges and been members of chapters there, who of course were 
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entitled to wear their badges. Packer^ one of the original eight, spent 
a Freshman term or two at Middlebury and then returned here ; he was 
known as a Deke, and later there were some other cases of the same 
kind. In the time of the Civil War, such a man once appeared with 
his badge draped ; and I well remember hearing a taunt to the effect that 
he was not really draping it for Admiral Poote, an honorary member of the 
Fraternity, who had lately died, but for Corbin, ex-'63, who had just 
been killed in battle. Slowly the badges became more numerous. The 
light overtodk the chapter, and was welcomed. Light seemed to have 
overtaken the Faculty also, for no objection from that quarter was ever 
raised again. The twilight merged slowly into the broad day, in which 
the successors of those who lived in the dark have ever since lived un- 
molested. In 1868 the chapter took possession of a room on Lebanon 
Street near the Republican office for its regular use, and at the begin- 
ning of 1877 it entered its Temple on Broad Street, which had been 
erected through great self-sacrifice on the part of many. Hard work for 
welfare was not over, but the war was past. 

It is easy to wonder why the war against the Fraternity was waged, 
and yet the reasons are plain enough. Still the situation appears as 
amusing as it was serious. Caleb Gallup wore his badge on the Commence- 
ment platform in 1856; but in the same Class of '56 were two sons of 
the President, who in another college had been initiated into the Fra- 
ternity of which the President was a member, — for Dr. Eaton was an 
ardent member of Sigma Phi, and brought up his sons to walk in his 
footsteps. The two Batons may have worn their badges on that day for 
all that I know, and I prestmie they did, but they did not represent a 
fraternity existing here. Moreover, Dr. Beebee, then influential in the 
Faculty, was one of the men initiated into Psi Upsilon at Hamilton Col- 
lege, and Dr. Dodge was a loyal member of Alpha Delta Phi till the end 
of his days. But though the Faculty was small in those days, and these 
three men might be thought sufficient to turn the tide, there were other 
members who doubtless had strong feeling and conviction against secret 
societies. If my memory is right. Professor Gallup can scarcely have 
been chosen by the chapter for membership on account of his sympathetic 
spirit. More likely they offered membership to the man in the Faculty 
who liked them least. But there is no reason for suspecting insincerity 
on the part of any. At that time the college was not so very far removed 
from the period in which it was solely a ministerial school, and the tra- 
dition of the non-secular time was still strong in its affairs. Moreover, 
it had been almost extinct only seven years earlier, when the great seces- 
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sion to Rochester occurred, and was only just gathering itself up again 
into a vigorous life. It was dependent upon the good-wUl and confidence 
of churches, in many of which the intense anti-Mascmic feeling of an 
earlier time was not yet extinct All the members of the Faculty except 
President Eaton and Dr. Dodge were graduates of this colleg^e, and all 
were anxious to build it up on its historic foundations. The Trustees 
were not college graduates. At such a time it might naturally be felt 
that what might do elsewhere would not do here, and that an element 
so likely to prove divisive and dangerous must be kept out. It is not 
surprising that the effort was made to destroy the Fraternity, and no 
one engaged in the effort need be charged with insincerity. But neither 
is it surprising that "the thoughts of men were widened with the process 
of the suns," so that after 1857 the conflict was never renewed. 

The record of the Faculty shows no account of any offering of 
reasons agamst ''the secret society," except in the most general tenns. 
It contains nothing so thoughtful on the subject as the address of the 
chapter to the Faculty. I do not think that one needs to be a member 
of the Fraternity to feel that the chapter made out the better case. In 
manly fashion our pioneer chapter fought the battle of the fraternities, 
and won, for which it deserves the gratitude of all who profit by its victory. 



CHARLES H. BECKETT. 

Charles H. Beckett, Pi (Dartmouth), '8i, is the candidate on the 
Republican ticket to succeed himself as Surrogate of New York County. 

In college Judge Beckett had a distinguished career as a writer and 
speaker, in senior year taking both the First Speaking and the First Essay 
prizes, and as a scholar as well, maintaining a very high standing through- 
out his course. He was a member of Phi Beta Kappa. He gp:aduated 
from the Columbia University Law School in 1883 ^^^ ^^ admitted to 
the New York State Bar the same year. 

In 1884 he was appointed Probate Clerk of the New York County 
Surrogate's office by Sturogate Rollins. He held this position during 
the remainder of Surrogate Rollins' term and was retained there by 
Surrogate Ransom, although the latter was a Democrat and elected upon 
a Democratic ticket, until 1888, when he resigned and took up the practice 
of law, becoming a member of the firm of Booraem, Hamilton & Beckett ; 
subsequently Booraem, Hamilton, Beckett & Ransom, and then Hamilton 
& Beckett, of which last firm he was a member when he was appointed 
Surrogate by Governor Hughes. While Probate Clerk Judge Beckett 
inaugurated many beneficial changes in the system of the office procedure. 
In 1899 he was appointed a Trustee of the Elmira Reformatory by Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt, and continued to serve as such trustee through 1904, 
being the President of the Board the last year. While a member of this 
Board he was largely responsible for the many reforms which have made 
this institution what it is to-day. Upon the death of Surrogate Fitzgerald, 
Governor Hughes, in December, 1907, recognizing the practically unani- 
mous demand of the Bar, appointed him Surrogate of New York County, 
which position he now fills. 

Judge Beckett's qualifications for this judicial office, one of the most 
important in the State of New York, are exceptional. His five years' 
clerkship in this very office have been followed by an active and extensive 
practice, devoted almost exclusively to Probate and Surrogate's Court 
matters, and this experience of twenty-five years has in turn been followed 
by almost a year on the bench as Surrogate. His fitness has been 
demonstrated by the universal satisfaction with which he has performed 
his duties on this Bench. It is safe to say that, with his learning and 
knowledge of Probate Law and Procedure and with his wide experience, 
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there is probably no member of the New York Bar as well equipped for 
this position as he is. 

Judge Beckett has been a member of the Council and also served as 
the Secretary of that body. He is a member of the New York Alumni 
Association, and last February delivered the address on the ''Dekes of the 
Old South" at the Annual Banquet, which has been published and dis- 
tributed in pamphlet form throughout the country. 



EDWARD B. UFETRA. 

Edward B. LaFetra, one of the candidates for a place on the bench of 
the City Court, is in many respects an ideal nomination. He is a lifelcxig 
resident and citizen of the Borough of Manhattan, and from the time of 
his majority he has taken an active part in the politics of his district and 
of the City and State. Mr. LaFetra's ancestors on both sides of his family 
were residents of New Jersey from its earliest history. Among them was 
Captain Little, of the Third Regiment, a distinguished officer in the Revo- 
lution, and his father, John Little, who was one of the twelve original 
proprietors of that colony. 

Personally he is eminently a product of New York City. He was 
educated at Public School No. 40 in Twenty-third Street between Second 
and Third Avenues, continuing his studies in the College of the City of 
New York, and joined the Nu Chapter ot D K B in 1882. He was 
graduated with distinction in the class of 1886, and from Columbia Law 
School in 1888. 

He made his first appearance in public life upon being nominated in 
the fall of 1893 for member of assembly from the then Eighteenth Dis- 
trict. He was elected and served in the years of 1894 and 1895. His legal 
ability was early recognized by his appointment on the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. After two terms Mr. LaFetra declined renomination, and devoted 
himself to the building up of a successful and lucrative law practice. In 
1904, however, he was prevailed upon to again take an assembly nomi- 
nation. This was the year in which Roosevelt was elected President and 
popular Democrats were in demand. In spite of its being a Republican 
year, Mr. LaFetra was elected by a larger majority than ever, and again 
served two terms, those of 1905 and 1906, serving on the important Com- 
mittees on Cities, on Federal Relations, and on Ways and Means. 

In the law his career has been as steadily progressive. Immediately 
upon his admission to practice, in 1888, Mr. LaFetra formed a partner- 
ship with his brother D K B, George W. Glaze, the firm being LaFetra 
and Glaze, with offices in the Potter Building. In 1900, Stillman F. 
Kneeland, well known among lawyers as Judge Advocate General of New 
York and the author of Kneeland on Attachments and Kneeland on 
Mechanics' Liens, the standard authorities on the subjects of which they 
treat, became a member of the firm, its name being changed to that of 
Kneeland, LaFetra and Glaze, taking offices in the New York Life Build- 
ing. This firm still continues in the same location. 
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Mr. LaFetra's firm were the attorneys for Leo Schlesinger, the Re- 
ceiver of the Federal Bank. The notorious looting of this Bank by Daivd 
Rothschild, now in Sing Sing, left little prospect of the depositors ever 
receiving a dollar, but by the energetic legal work of Mr. LaFetra's firm, 
there was realized by the creditors about fifty cents on the dollar. In 
accomplishing this result they practically revolutionized the law of prom- 
issory notes on the question of the defense of usury. 

Mr. LaFetra is at the present time the l^al expert for the Building 
Code Revision Ccxnmission. 

For a ntmiber of years Mr. LaFetra was a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Alumni Association of the Collie of the City of New 
York and interested in educational matters, having fathered the bill for 
the present new college site in the Assembly of 1895. He is a member 
of the Bar Association, National Democratic Club, and the £> /C £ Alumni 
Association of New York. 



DEKE REUNION AT NORTHFIELD. 

Friday evening, July 3d, a Deke reunion and banquet was held at the 
Hotel Northfield, East Northfield, Mass. Thirteen Dekes were present 
who were attending the college Y. M. C. A. conference at Northfield, 
June 26- July 5, inclusive. A social hour was spent by the brothers 
between 7 and 8 in the hotel parlors, and at 8 they adjourned to the private 
dining-room. Here Brother John Timothy Stone, from Baltimore, sat 
at the head of the table and presided. The room re-echoed with laughter 
evoked by the brothers telling tales of their different college initiations 
into D K B. Deke songs were stmg with a vim and an enthusiasm with 
which only college men are capable, and it was late into the evening when 
the Circle finally broke up. At the banquet were Brother Stringer, Sisson, 
Anderson, Mu; Fifield, Stone, Timberlake, Theta; Husdton, Ross, Pi;

The conference showed that 
D K B is well to the fore in Ghristian activities as well as in other 
activities.

THE SIXTY-SECOND CONVENTION. 

The Sixty-second Annual Convention of Delta Kappa Epsilon 
Fraternity will be opened at New Haven on Wednesday, November 
nth, when the Phi Chapter will give an entertainment at the Hall on 
York Street. The Convention is to be held jointly with the Phi Chap- 
ter of Yale and the Alpha Chi Chapter of Trinity, but arrangements 
have been made with the D K B Association in New York City to have 
charge of the Banquet which will be held in that city. Owing to the 
great interest which has been shown in this Convention, and the 
absence of a place sufficiently large in either New Haven or Hartford 
to hold such a gathering as is expected, the New York Alumni Asso- 
ciation will, while not the host of the Convention officially, take a 
large part and interest in the Convention. During the day and night 
of Wednesday, the headquarters of the Convention as far as mail and 
general inquiry is concerned, will be at the New Haven House, where a 
committee from the chapter will be on hand to take charge. The Hall 
of Phi on York street, situated on the block beyond the campus, will 
be open during the afternoon, and the reception will begin formally at 
9 o'clock in the evening. A book for registry will be open at the Hall 
during the day, and the New York Association expects to run a pri- 
vate car arriving in New Haven at 7 o'clock, and they will have a 
dinner at Hueblein's. The form of the reception and entertainment in 
the Hall has not been definitely arranged for in detail, but it is gener- 
ally understood that, in addition to the usual entertainment offered on 
such occasions, there will be a play, possibly a calcium light parade 
at midnight, and it is in the minds of most of the graduates that the old- 
time sunrise baseball game of Psi U may be tendered to those present. 
In any event it is believed that all those who come to New Haven at 
that time will remember the event for some time thereafter. 

Special cars will be attached to an early train to take the Conven- 
tion to Hartford where the headquarters will be at the All3m House 
during Thursday and until noon of Friday. 

The regular business sessions will be held at the Putnam Phalanx 
Hall on Thursday at 10 a. m. and 2 p. m., and on Friday at 10 a. m. 

The Convention picture will be taken on the Capitol steps on Thursday 
noon. 

A reception will be tendered by Alpha Chi at their chapter house 
Thursday afternoon. 

The theater party will be held at Parson's Theater on Thursday at 
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8:15 p. M. Tickets may be obtained from the central office at the Allyn 
House. 

In the early afternoon of Friday it is expected that a sufficiently large 
number of names can be secured to arrange for an entire special train 
from Hartford, taking up several cars at New Haven, and arriving 
in New York in time to allow the delegates and others to either arrange 
for their own rooms or go direct to the Waldorf-Astoria, where it is pro- 
posed to secure several rooms where they can dress for dinner. For 
the Banquet not only the large ballroom of the Waldorf-Astoria has 
been secured for that evening, namely, Friday, November 13th, but 
also the Astor Gallery and all the smaller rooms on that floor of the 
Waldorf. Tickets should be secured in advance, not only by the grad-

ALUMNI ASSOCIATIONS. 

The Annual Meeting of the Delta Kappa Epsilon Association of New 
York City was held at the Yale Club on Thursday evening, April 23, 1908. 
Through the courtesy of some of the members, the entire two upper 
floors were given to the Association for the evening, and a large number 
of our members was present, and noticeably a large proportion of the 
older and well-known members of the Fraternity residing in or near New 
York. 

In the absence from town of Mr. Frederic B. Jennings, the former 
president, Mr. A. Barton Hepburn presided. 

The secretary, Mr. James Anderson Hawes, presented his report, 
which showed that there were 580 members of the Association in good and 
regular standing on our rolls, the Yale Chapter leading with 115 members, 
or about one-fifth of the total membership, followed by the chapters at 
the City College and at Columbia respectively. This report called atten- 
tion to the several successful meetings and dinner held during the pre- 
ceding year and to the Convention of the Fraternity to be held next faAl 
with the Yale Chapter and Trinity Chapter, to conclude with a joint 
banquet, to be held under the auspices of this Association in the Grand 
Ballroom of the Waldorf-Astoria. 

Mr. John T. Conover then presented his report, showing total receipts 
of $2,562.54 and disbursements of $2,554.73 during the year, but with a 
large number of dues not yet collected.

'67. George Augustus Adee died on August 12, 1908, at Stonington, 
Conn. 

'77. George Edward Langdon died suddenly in New York City on 
June 9, 1908. He was of Colonial descent, being tenth in line 
from the George Langdon who settled in Farmington, Conn., 
about 1657. He was the son of George and Elizabeth (Chap- 
man) Langdon and was bom in Colchester, Conn., September 
23, 1852. After graduation he was engaged for five years in 
book and periodical publishing in New York City and then 
accepted a position in the New York Custom House, which 
he held for two years. He subsequently again engaged in the 
printing and publishing business for another five years, after 
which he returned permanently to the service of the United 
States government, being for many years connected with the 
Custom House at the port of New York. He married Marie 
Louise Doris of New York City on February 24, 1897, and had 
two children, of whom one, a daughter, a little over six years 
of age, is living. His wife died in July, 1907. His mother, 
one sister and a brother survive him. 

'84. Henry Caleb Hopkins died at Ridgefield, Conn., on September 8, 
1908. 

'84. Edward Wells, Jr., died Sunday, Jiily 19, at his home in Peeks- 
kill, N. Y., after a short illness and an operation for appendicitis. 
He was born November 25, 1862, the son of Edward Wells and 
Hannah Nassau Wells. He prepared for college at the Peekskill 
Military Academy and immediately after graduating from Yale 
he began the study of Law in his father's office, and at the same 
time taught rhetoric and English literature in the Peekskill 
Military Academy. In 1885 he entered the Columbia Law 
School, from which he graduated in 1887. While studying law 
he was for a time in the office of Roscoe Conkling. After 
admission to the Bar of New York he was admitted to partner- 
ship with his father and Hiram Barney, and after the dissolu- 
tion of the firm of Barney and Wells in 1891 formed a co-part- 
nership with Hon. Avery D. Andrews. The firm of Andrews 
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and Wells was dissolved in 1900, since which time he has been 
practicing alone. He married on April 24, 1889, Miss Bertha 
Reid. A son, Edward Bertrand Wells, who has been attending 
the Lawrenceville school, survives him. He read the Class 
Poem at the graduation of his class, and ever since graduation 
has been called on for similar services, reading poems at the 
'84 Triennial; at the D K E Convention in Washington in 
January, 1887; at the Semi-centennial of the Peekskill Military 
Academy in 1883, and again at the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the foundation of the academy, June 16, 1908. He at one time 
published a book of sonnets. 
He took a keen interest, not only in the practice of his profession, 
but also in the business, social, and political life of his neighbors. 
He was one of the founders of the Peekskill Lodge of Elks, and 
held high office in that order in the State of New York, was in 
1907 the Democratic nominee for District Attorney of West- 
chester County, and was at the time of his death Corporation 
Counsel of the village of Peekskill. He had taken active part 
in politics, both in Peekskill and in New York City, and was 
frequently called upon in Westchester County for campaign 
speeches and public addresses. He was one of the original 
stockholders and always a director of the Highland Democrat 
Company, a newspaper publishing corporation of Peekskill, 
was a member of the Bar Association of the City of New 
York, Westchester County, and New York State, a trustee 
of the Finch school, director of the Putnam Spring Water 
Company, also of the Ikonog^aph Company, and a member 
of the D. K. E. Alumni Association of New York and of many 
other clubs and societies. He was actively identified with 
fraternity affairs. He had been a member and had also served 
as secretary of the council, and was a former editor of the

'so. Rev. Trueman S. Perry died at Harrison, Me., February 4, 1908. 
Brother Perry was particularly active in the establishment 
of Upsilon Chapter at Brown in 1850. The decade after gradua- 
tion he passed in business pursuits and after 1870 he was in the 
Congregational ministry. 

'53' John Leland Crosby died at Bangor, July 31, 1908. Neither 
Bowdoin nor Theta ever had a more loyal son than Brother 
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Crosby. Through his life he kept in close touch with the chap- 
ter and treasured the pin he wore as an undergraduate, and 
two years ago he had the pleasure of giving the pin to his 
grandson who became a member of Theta, 1910. For twenty 
years he was a member of the college Board of Overseers. He 
was Treasurer of the Bangor Savings Bank and held many 
positions of trust and honor in his city where no man was more 
esteemed. 

'59. David R. Straw, lawyer, insurance man and manufacturer, died 
at Guilford, Me., where his whole life was passed, April 18, 
1908. While in college Brother Straw was secretary of the 
XXIII Convention of D K E which met at Bowdoin August 
4 and 5, 1858. 

'62. Col. Joseph Noble died at Washington, D. C, June 17, 1908. 
Brother Noble went to the front upon leaving college as 2d 
Lieutenant in the 9th Me. Inf., and won his way to a colonelcy. 
Since 1870 he was continuously in the Treasury Department at 
Washington, having been for many years assistant chief of 
the Division of Loans and Currency. He was stricken with 
heart failure at his desk. 

'66. George T. Sumner, a prominent member of the Colorado bar, 
died at his home in Alamosa in that State in July, 1908. After 
graduating from the Albany Law School in 1868 he practiced 
successively in Wisconsin, Nebraska and Colorado, having been 
in the latter State since 1881. 

'67. Rev. Stephen M. Newman has resigned the pastorate in Wash- 
ington, D. C, which he held over twenty years, and is now 
President of Eastern College at Front Royal, Virginia. 

'68. Orville Dewey Baker, president of the Maine Bar Association, 
ex-Attomey-General of Maine and acknowledged by all as the 
most polished and eloquent public speaker of his time in his 
State, died suddenly at Small Point, August 16, 1908, where 
he had gone from his Augusta home to pass Sunday with his 
friend, Samuel C. Manley, Alpha, '89. His law practice was very 
extensive and he had just completed a case in which his fee 
was $50,000. In college Brother Baker led his Class in scholar- 
ship, and he was first baseman upon the first nine ever organ- 
ized at Bowdoin. He graduated from the Harvard Law School 
in 1872, and until his death practiced his profession in his native 
city of Augusta. His father, Joseph Baker, Bowdoin, 1836, was 
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a leading lawyer of his day and was an honorary member of 
Theta, being elected when the convention met at Bowdoin in 
1869. Brother Baker from his graduation in 1868, kept up close 
relations with the Chapter and very rarely missed the annual 
reunion in Commencement week. When the chapter celebrated 
its semi-centennial in 1894 he was the orator of the occasion, 
and when the Chapter House was dedicated in June, 1901, he 
performed the same office. The chapter has lost one of its most 
distinguished and loyal alumni and Maine mourns one of her 
most brilliant sons.

The particular attention of the chapters is called to that portion 
of the Council's Message relating to the Catalogue. It has become the 
unwritten law of the Fraternity to publish a catalogue every ten 
years. It is an arduous, but necessary, undertaking, and one that 
requires great care and labor. This matter should be thoroughly 
discussed. 



The Convention will be held on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 
November 11 to 13th, under the joint auspices of the Phi and Alpha 
Chi Chapters, with the banquet on Friday night at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, New York City, in charge of the New York Alumni Associa- 
tion. The Convention will open with a "smoker" at New Haven on 
Wednesday evening; the business sessions and various other entertain- 
ments will take place at Hartford on Thursday and Friday, with the 
banquet at New York on Friday night. Full details are published 
elsewhere. Although the holding of a convention at three different 
places may appear somewhat novel, we think the program could not 
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very well be improved upon and that this innovation will prove accept- 
able and pleasing to a high degree. It is the aim to make this one of 
the greatest conventions in our history, and the banquet the largest 
college or fraternity dinner ever held. 



Being in a convention frame of mind we feel disposed to offer a 
couple of suggestions relative to the subject matter, not only as to 
this particular one but as to conventions generally. 

In the first place as to the instructions to delegates. We have 
always thought that chapters should not send their delegations tied 
down to any hard and fast instructions, but that they should vest them 
with at least some discretion. It is true that the chapters are apprised 
ahead, through the message of the Council, as to the questions to be 
brought up and they have an opportunity to a certain extent to discuss 
these matters among themselves and determine what their policy sls 
to the same should be, but they do not have the opportunity to hear 
all the facts presented such as they have on the convention floor. Our 
conventions are not political conventions, composed of ward heelers 
and camp followers whose pockets are more susceptible than their heads. 
They are composed of intelligent men, men who can be trusted to 
vote upon any question. It is right and proper to have a delegate 
well imbued with the attitude of his chapter towards any particular 
matter, but he should be left more or less untrammelled with positive 
instructions. The presentation of the matter at the Convention hall 
may develop an aspect of the case entirely different from the way it 
appeared in the Chapter Hall. We have heard of cases where a dele- 
gate has been compelled, through instructions based upon an insuffi- 
cient knowledge of the facts, to vote in direct opposition to his own 
judgment. It should not be possible for such a situation as this to 
arise. 



In the second place on the subject of attendance, a large attend- 
ance of both undergraduates and alumni is not only desirable but, in 
our opinion, essential to the progress and well-being of the Fraternity. 
This is our "exchange," our yearly "conference." It is the only oppor- 
tunity we have to all get together to exchange ideas, to confer as 
to ways and means for our betterment and to indulge in fraternal 
greetings in person where all are assembled. Conventions are ex- 
hilarators and inspirers of fraternity spirit. 
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Every active chapter should be represented. For the past several 
years the attendance on the part of the chapters has with persistent 
regularity reached the nearly point. Nearly every chapter has been 
represented. The geographical location of our chapters is such 
that it is impossible to hold our conventions at a place convenient to 
ally and it might happen that it would be practically impossible for a 
chapter to send an active member as a delegate. Such a contingency, 
however, we think, should seldom arise. The benefits to a chapter, 
in the participation of the convention proceedings by one or more of 
its active members, are of great value, and every chapter, we think, 
should make an extra effort to have such representation. If, however, 
this should be impossible, they should arrange to have some chapter 
alumnus act for them, or, if this cannot be done, some other member 
of the Fraternity. There seems to us to be absolutely no excuse for 
any chapter to be entirely unrepresented. 

The alumni attendance has been steadily increasing, but even yet 
it is confined largely to those in the locality. The presence of alumni is 
mutually beneficial. The convention is helpful to them and their ex- 
perience is helpful to the convention. It seems to us that our graduate 
members should spare the time and have the inclination to spend a 
day or two a year to the mutual profit of both themselves and the 
Fraternity.

Tulane has twelve fraternities, four medical fraternities, five sororities, 
one law society, one Senior- Junior coll^^e spirit society, and Theta Nu 
Epsilon. — Record. 

The University of Wisconsin has awarded a contract for building a 
new woman's building and gymnasium, at a cost of $175,574. — Scroll. 
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. Beta Theta Pi claims to have 1,000 alumni living in or near New 
York City. The membership of its New York club is said to be about 
300. — Kappa Sigma Caduceus. 

A memorial window for those whose lives were lost in the burning 
of the Chi Psi house at Cornell in 1906 was unveiled at Cornell on 
April 26. 

The University of Mississippi has adopted an honor system which 
prohibits cheating, stealing, gambling and drunkenness in public places.

Thomas Weldon Stanford, of Australia, recently endowed Stanford 
University in his will with $12,000,000, his plan being to send annually 
to Stanford University a number of Australians on the Rhodes Scholar- 
ship scheme. — Record. 

John D. Rockefeller has donated a total of $23,809,661.98 to the 
University of Chicago, of which $2,191,000 has been given since 
January ist. — Record. 

At Syracuse, the Hall of Natural History, Machinery Hall, Browne 
Hall of Chemistry, Cam^e Library, and the dormitory for men are 
now in use, and form a valuable addition to the University property. 
The Stadium will be used for the football games this fall and work on the 
new gymnasium is being pushed. — Record. 

The decrease in the number of American students at all the German 
universities is this year more marked than ever. According to the 
registration statistics of Berlin University, which has been the most 
popular of all the German universities with Americans, there are now 
only 95 students from this country— 68 men and 27 women enrolled. 
Three years ago there were 203 and ten years ago over 400. — Scroll. 

Our correspondent writing about the University of Alabama says: 
"The results of the half-million i^ropriation by the Legislature are 
beginning to appear. The comer-stone of one of a number of new 
buildings has been laid and bids have been received for the construction 
of several more. Beautiful driveways have been surveyed for the 
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extended campus and grounds and buildings. The new University bids 
fair to surpass the great University of Alabama of antebellum days/' — 
Record.

A fully equipped daily newspaper plant with a special telegraph 
service and in charge of a competent newspaper man is the plan of the 
University of Missouri for the new department of journalism. The 
daily paper will be known as the Unkfersity Missourian. The journal- 
istic course of four years will include lectures upon history, eoonomics, 
sociology, public law, etc., as well as upon the technical details of news- 
paper wcM'k. — Scroll. 

The Brown chapter of Beta Theta Pi, the only one of its eight 
chapters in New England that was not provided with a house, has 
erected a house on a lot facing the campus. The lot cost $6,000, which 
was raised among alumni. The house was built with an additional amoimt 
raised among alumni and active members, and $10,000 which was bor- 
rowed. Of the fifteen fraternities at Brown, Psi Upsilon, Alpha Delta 
Phi, Delta Kappa Epsilon, Delta Tau Delta and Beta Theta Pi now 
own houses, while a house is rented by Delta Upsilon. — Scroll. 

The trustees of Williams Collie have adopted plans for the erection 
of a new dormitory, and for the rebuilding of Clark Hall, headquarters 
of the department of geology. The new dormitory will complete the 
quadrangle partly formed by East, South, and Berkshire Halls. It will 
resemble Beiicshire Hall, and will accommodate about the same number 
of men as that building. In the basement there will be a dining room 
large enough to accommodate about no men. The old astrcmomical 
observatory will be moved south, and a colonnade will be built to connect 
this structure with South and Berkshire Halls. The new Clark Hall 
will face Jessup Hall, and will resemble the other laboratories in appear- 
ance. — Scroll.

evening the splendid free lecture courses given in so many cities. — From
